"Insurance carriers tell us 
verbally, the city has no 
liability when the money is 
given in terms of a con- 
tribution,” but there has been 
no written statement said 
Forsthoefel. ''Insurance 
companies say we can't be 
insured if we don't have any 
insurable interest.”

Re-Railing Derailed Trains Is Their Job 


By FRANK WEIR 
A train including several 
cars loaded with deadly 
anhydrous ammonia slowly 
pulis out of a chemical factory 
yard in Southeast Michigan 
clattering over worn rails 

South towards Toledo. 


Suddenly, and without 
warning, the cars dive off the 
railway crashing with ear- 
splitting ferocity. They rup- 
ture, mixing ammonia with 
atmosphere forming an acrid, 
poisonuous gas. 


The suffocating cloud im- 
mediately begins to spread 
and state police undertake 
emergency plans to evaeuate 
the area. 

A call is relayed to 
Tecumseh alerting a stand-by 
24-hour crew specializing in 
train derailments. In a matter 
of minutes, their heavy 
equipment and know-how is on 
the way. 

The above scene is, of 
course, fictional. But 
Tecumseh is the home of à 
new division office of Hulcher 
Emergency Service Inc.,

specializing in train 


derailments. 

Located on East Patterson 
across from Tecumseh 
Products, the office is one of 15 
nationwide. All are part of a 
company started by Melvin L. 
Hulcher in 1963 at Virden, 
Illinois. 

Since that time, the com- 
pany has expanded and will 
tackle almost any job, from 
derailments to natural 
disasters to a farmer's tractor 
stuck in spring muck. 

As Wayne Moore, a member 
of the local office comments, 
"If we can't get it out, you 
might as well throw dirt over 
it and forget it.” 

Eight men have moved to 
Tecumseh maning the new 
division office. Leo Holmes is 
the superintendent since 
Hulcher's opened in Ann 
Arbor in May. On June 16, the 
company came to Tecumseh 
which offered a shop with 
better facilities to maintain 
the company’s six semi cabs, 
one front loader, two cater- 
pillar tractors, and support 


equipment. 

The tractors, originally pipe 
layers, form the basic tool of 
this unusual trade. A side 
boom is added to the tractor 
which is then driven alongside 
a derailed car. 

The boom has a lifting 
capacity of 100 tons, the 
tractor itself weighing 115,000 
pounds. The car is literally 
picked up with the panne 


handled seven calls, two since 
their arrival in Tecumseh. 
One was in Detroit, the other 
in Ft. Wayne. Their very first 
call, a derailment in Newaygo 
early in May ended on a sad 
note with the first fatality the 
company has suffered in 10 
years. 

Local personnel besides 
Holmes and Moore include, 
Darrel Dubachek, Gary

The Tecumseh office, along 
with two others in Blufton, 
Ind. and Lexington, Ohio 
handle emergencies іп 
Michigan, Ohio and Indiana. 


And if you thought there was 
never a need for such a ser- 
vice, consider that the com- 
pany handles an average of 
six jobs a day nationwide. 
Since conception, the com- 
pany has handled 6,018 jobs 
of various descriptions. 


Since the Michigan office 
opened, the local crew have 


Stephens, John  Lapeer, 
Russel Ferguson, Richard 
Simmons and Tim Powell 
Holmes, 28, is the veteran of 
the crew having logged five 
years with. Hulcher's. His 
toughest assignment came in 
thesummer of 1974 when a rail 
car containing  liquified 
petroleum gas exploded in the 
Decatur, Il., rail yard. The 
disaster caused loss. of life 
and a derailing of 470 cars. 
Four Hulcher divisions were 
called in. It took a week to re- 
rail the yard and a month to 


cut up cars and haul them out. 

Holmes said that it usually 
takes about an hour to turn up 
a derailed car 

After derailed cars are 
removed, the company also 
restores the roadbed so ser- 
vice may continue as soon as 
possible 

The company has portable 
hght plants tor round-the- 
clock operation апа other 
specialized equipment such as 
self-contained breathing 
apparatus and protective 
suits. Three aircraft are 
stationed at the home office in 
Virden, Ill., if needed 

What entices someone to 
take on such a trade? Holmes 
can only say, "Its different. 
Its never the same thing, not 
like.a factory job. You'll never 
know what you'll get until you 
get there.” 

And Gary Stephens chimes 
in. "We work hard and we 
play hard." An intense rivalry 
has developed between the 
different division offices and 
the local crew already likes to 
call Tecumseh the “home of 
the FIRST team "

The seriousness of the situation 
was evident in the nurses voice. 

“Could you please come to the 
hospital right away, Pastor Miller?

Pastor Miller explained that al- 
though Mrs. Gary had support from 
relatives and good friends she was 
unprepared to handle all the arrange- 
ments to be made in the hours and 
days after her husband's death.

Planning for death and burial 
is reasonable, logical and practical 
Perhaps we do not like to think 
about our own funerals, much less 
plan for them. But, in fact, there are 
three very sound reasons for pre-

First, it brings the subject into 
the open, where it can be dis- 
cussed by members of the family. 
Second, pre-planning enables a per- 
son to make-his wishes clearly 
known, thus guiding survivors and 
making their decision-making that 
much wiser and easier.

Church merged, .

FRESH OUT OF ТНЕМЕЅТ 
Do you remember the last Thursday in June — 
what a dark and rainy day it was? And how beauti- 
ful June was such a dry month that it truly was 
a blessing when the weather man gave us a day- 


long rain. 


The yards had begun to take 
on a mid-August burned - 
yellow look, but the steady 
soaking rain worked its magic 
and by afternoon we could 
almost see the grass getting 
green again. 

As much as we enjoyed this 


cgreen-up, it was not what 


made our дау however. Early 
morning events had assured 
us that no matter what 
followed, June 24 would go 
down in history as a red letter 
day. 
All during my bath Gertie T. 

and I heard the noise. A loud 

persistent squeaky sound. It 

simply had to be baby wrens 

and they were close by. 

In fact, several times Gertie 
T. went to the front window 
and tried to see the kids. It 
was früstrating to have them 
sound so close and not be able 
to find them. 

Finally, just as my bed was 
about to be rolled up, Gertie T. 
gasped and pointed to the 
south facing window. Good 
gracious, even without my 
glasses I could see something 
little and dark on the pitched 
roof of the feeder. 

While cautiously going to 
the window Gertie T. was 
wondering if she dared pull 
the curtains — we did not want 
to do anything which would 
frighten the little guy but, on 
theother hand, the view would 
be ever so much better with 
the sheers open. 

We need not have worried, 
the tiny bird was so busy just 
maintaining his hold on the 
slippery roof that he paid not 
the slightest attention to what 
was happening elsewhere. 

А shout to Mom and she 
joined us. By now the second 
youngster was on the roof of 
the feeder and the third was 
trying to join them but he 
lacked either the nerve or the 
ability. 

He flew back and forth a 
couple of times, never quite 
getting it all together' to land. 
For some moments he per- 
ched on the antenna lead-in 
wire; usually, however, his 
inbetween-flights resting spot 
was on the ground. 

Ferns and evergreen grow 
beneath the south facing 
window and form the jungle 
which afforded good 
protection for the kids. The 
tiny dark brown bird simply 
disappeared into the un- 
dergrowth — that must be 
where the kids had been 
parked when we could hear 
but not see them. 

Baby wrens are a noisy lot. 
During the last few days they 
were in the nest there was an 
almost constant chattering 
and it continued after the 
moving out. 

I suppose it is one way of 
keeping the family unit 
together and in touch with 
each other until the lessons of 
survival are learned and the 
kids are ready to strike out on 
their own. 

Regardless of its purpose, 
this young wren talk is fun to 
hear. Loud, shrill, high- 
pitched, squeaking. Add to 
that, the gratey chirping of the 
parents as they pour forth a 
steady stream of  en- 
couragement and well, a 


family of wrens can be noisy 
neighbors. 

Cute neighbors too. The kids 
we saw were still in the fluffy 
feather stage and oh, how 
cuddly they looked. Their 
bodies were round, they had 
practically no tails yet, and 
their bills which opened extra 
wide had not lost the yellow 
edging. 

Another sign that these 
youngsters had not been out of 
the nest long was the way they 
flew. They made such hard 
work of it — almost a fluttering 
type of flight. 

We could not tell whether 
both parents were involved or 
not, possibly just one takes 
charge of the kids. But, if this 
is true, he or she makes 
enough noise for two. Or- 
dering, coaxing, teasing, 
instructing, and just plain 
bossing. Whichever, the kids 
were constantly being told 
what to do. 

Finally they got the 
message and left the south 
facing window. One flew 
around the corner on my room 
and discovered the near-my- 
window feeder. No he was not 
interested in food, just a place 
to stop and rest. 

Another came around the 
corner but instead of the tray 
his resting spot was a 
crosspane on the window. 
Never had any of us had close 
looks at wrens this young: 
Most thrilling. 

The route the third 
youngster took we did not see, 
but when the two left our west 
facing window, they headed 
across the creek. For the next 
several days we heard the 
family cheeping and 
squeaking over there. 

Now there is a male wren 
serenading his lady love — 
again we have not idea where 

the nest is but hopefully, a few 
weeks from now, there will be 
another rainy morning and we 
will be royally entertained by 
kid wrens who are fresh out of 
the nest.

Work Unfinished, 
But Most Pleased 


City otticials, merchants 
and shoppers have been 
pleased with the appearance 
of decorative lights and tree 
planters on the boulevard 
Shopping district; but the 
beautification project isn't 
quite finished. 

Every existing pole spaced 
between a tree planter will 
have a second globe, they 
have not yet arrived. 

Total project is estimated at 
over $20,000. It was funded 
three ways: by public 
donations, particularly from 
merchants, Sesquicentennial 
profits and the city's general 
fund. 

Cost includes the decorative 
street lights for additional 
sidewalk lighting between the 
new tree planters, and new 
trash cans. 

Each planter has an elec- 
trical outlet. Some merchants 
plan to use miniature lights on 
each tree for Christmas 
decorations. 

The beautification project 
has been in the planning stage 
for more than two years. A 
committee tried to gain 
support for a downtown 
redevelopment project, which 
was to include sidewalks and a 
mall effect around the back of 
the shopping district, but it 
was apparently was un- 
popular with merchants 


because it was to be financed 
by a special assessment 
district. 

A campaign was then 
launched in summer 1975 to 
acquire donations for only the 
tree beautification program 
which successfully raised over 
$9,000 from merchants and 
other citizens. 

uicentennial funds of 
over $7,000 were earmarked 
by City Council for decorative 
street lights. When merchants 
talked about electrical outlets 
for Christmas tree lighting, 
city manager Cal. Zorn 
recommended doing the work 
all at once to economize. 

Money from the general 
fund was spent by the city to 
help accomplish the project as 
it is today.

Comfort Road Bridge has 
been closed by the Lenawee 
County Board of Road 
Commissioners as unsafe for 
public use. 


This marks the fourth 
bridge closed in Raisin 
Township within the past four 
years.

Consoling the Bereaved 


Most people feel awkward when 
attending a wake or a funeral and 
being confronted by the bereaved 
There's a hesitancy of manner, а 
fear of saying the "wrong" thing, 
on apprehension about possibly 
making someone cry. 

What most people do not seem 
to realize is that these mixed 
feelings are very normal and 
natural reactions to death and those 
involved in a death situation. Few 
of us are so gifted as speakers or 
writers to choose the correct 
words to express our very sincere 
and personal feelings. 

So, what do you say to a grieving 
widow? Usually, we advise a very 
simple “I'm sorry,” accompanied 
by a firm grip of the hand, an arm 
about the shoulder. Such silent 
expressions of genuine concern 
оге much more appropriate than 
talkative attempts at eulogies or 
forced expressions such as "I know 
how you feel." 

In other words, we should be 
sensitive to the feelings of those 
who are grieving. Often this will 
make us more silent, more willing 
to listen, rather than forcing a 
conversation. 

Most people who have suffered 
а personal loss will be more moved 
ond comforted by quiet, emotional 
expressions of sympathy than by a 
litany of virtues of the person who 
has died. 

Above all, don't try to "shake" 
a person out of his grief. Grief is a 
natural, wholesome. process by 
which the living are encouraged 
toward a healthy life after the loss 
of a loved one. Only time can 
heal! grief. And only love con 
bring about its fullest therapeutic 
effect.

The 
present parsonage. is located 
at 332 No. Union St. 

Except for construction of 
theeparish hall in 1915, thére 
were no major alterations or 
additions for the next 80 years, 

By the 1950's, the church 
deteriorated. Although a state 
and national campaign was 
launched to restore it, the cost 

'was considered prohibitive. 
Donations for replacing the 
structure were easier to ob- 
tain. After 120 years of use, the 


edifice was taken down. Many : 


relics of the old church are 
used in the present building, 
including the oak altar (1921), 
brass altar cross (1861) an 
organ screen, Bishop's chair 
and rector's chair, prayet 
desk and oak pulpit. 


Built in 1962 the new church 
is faced with limestone. St. 
Peter's is a contemporary 
adaptation of the traditional 
Christian basilica with nave 
flanked by side aisles. 


One of the features of the 
new church is the von- 
Beckerath organ designed and 
constructed in German by 
Rudolph vonBeckerath © 
Hamburg. The baroque en 
has two manuals and pedal 
with-14 stops, totaling 20 ranks 
of pipes. There are nearly 
1,000 pipes. Dedicated in 1964, 
it has been acclaimed by 
musicologists as one of the

MAGIC is another ‘Don’t 
Miss’’ because of it's offbeat 
fantasy.

Bells 
by Thelma Younglove 

The ringing of bells across 
the nation on July 4th, as part 
of the Bicentennial 
celebration brought to mind 
memories of the sounds of 
bells of various sizes, sounds, 
and purposes. 

Not too many years ago 
there were 231 school 
buildings in this county. Most 
of those buildings were 
equipped with large bells 
mounted in belfries on the top 
of the building usually over 
the front entrance. These bells 
could be heard for a con- 
siderable distance. 

School bells were rung 
several times each school day. 
The first bell was usually rung 
at 8:30 a.m. for the purpose of 
warning some of the late 
risers that they should hurry 
or be tardy. 

Many of the teachers gave 
the bell a tap at five minutes 
before time for the last bell (9 
a.m.) to give pupils a chanee 
to go to the rest room, clean 
mud from their feet, and get a 
drink before school called. 

Most rural schools had a 
forenoon recess of 15 minutes 
from 10:30 a.m. to 10:45 a.m. 
During the recess many 
children ate a snack (cookie, 
apple, or banana), went to the 
rest room (little building in 
the back corner of the school 
yard), got a drink, and ran a 
race or two before school was 
called back in session. 

At noon (12-1 p.m.) the first 
bell was rung at 12:45 p.m. to 
let pupils know that their noon 
recess was three-fourths over, 
The bell was given a tap at 
12:55 p.m, and the last bell 
was rung at 1 p.m.

from 2:30 to 2:45 p.m. In most 
rural schools the first, second, 
and third grade pupils were 
dismissed for the day at the 
beginning of the recess period. 
During fair weather the 
youngsters walked home. It 
was not uncommon for the 
little ones to walk as far as two 
miles. In those days there was 
little fear of their safety. 

At 2:45 p.m. the bell was 
rung again. This called grades 
4, 5, 6, 7 and 8 back to their 
lessons. School for the older 
group was dismissed for the 
day at four o’clock. 

Nearly all churches in the 
area were equipped with a 
large bell which was rung one- 
half hour before services were 
to in and again when it was 
time services to start. 

For апу years nearly 
every farm had a large, heavy 
dinner bell mounted on the top 
of a building (wood shed or 
well house) or on a post not far 
from the kitchen door. The 
farm dinner bell was used to 
call the men to meals or to 
summon them to the house 
when needed for something 
urgent. 

Each bell, church, school, or 
farm dinner bell had a distinct 
tone. On clear days the sounds 
of the bells could be heard for 
considerable distances. 
People soon learned to 
identify the particular bell 
that was being rung. It was 
easy to tell which wife was 
late in preparing dinner. 

As farming became more 
mechanized, the use of the 
farm dinner bell was 
discontinued. The peal of bells 
could not be heard above the 
roar of tractor motors. 

Dinner bells have become 
collectors items and have 
gradually disappeared from 
most farms. 

Church bells and school 
bells are also becoming 
scarce. Some are bring 
replaced with electric buz- 
zers, which can only be heard 
for a short distance. 

The modern electric bells 
maybe more convenient to 
use, but they lack the pleasing 
melodious sounds of the old- 
fashioned bells, Let’s keep the 
ones that now remain.

CRASH, BANG, RIP, AND SCRATCH 

The screens on our back screened-in porch take 
a frightful beating. Squirrels are the main cul- 
prits. They climb. The big fox squirrels with their 
sharp toenails or claws make larger holes than do 
the little red squirrels but, of course, the smaller 
squirrels take more steps and thus make more 
holes. Which is worse, fewer big holes or more 
small holes? We have not decided. 


The noise the fox squirrels 
make on the screens is sur- 
prisingly loud.,Not only do 
their claws scratch but their 
weight makes the screens 
snap апа pop. 

These large squirrels are 
not graceful or light footed 
either; in fact, they‘are often a 
bit awkward and unsure of 
themselves. Always they are 
easy and fun to chase. A flip of 
the curtain or, even better yet, 
opening the porch door 
produces instant panic. 

If headed up they stumble 
over their big feet in trying to 
turn around and, if already 
headed towards the ground, 
they practically fall over 
themselves, Seldom are there 
bad falls or hair raising jumps 
but occasionally we have seen 
one freeze for a second or two 
before launching himself into 
frenzied flight. If normal 
climbing stretches the mesh of 
the screen, I hate to think 
what this mad scrambling 
does. 

The tiny red squirrels are 
the ones who really fly up and 
down and back and forth; they 
take fright at the slightest 
suggestion of scare tactics on 
our part. 

Even an imagined sound or 
movement is enough to cause 
a change of direction in mid- 
screen and a little red does not 
hesitate to jump. 

We have seen them take 
what looks like terrible 
chances but always it turns 
out that they know their 
abilities better than we do. 
There have been no broken 
legs and usually the‘little guys 
seem to start running almost 
before they hit the ground. 

If they do not jump but 
decide that back down the 
screen and over the planter is 
the best escape route, we 
laugh at how fast they go and 
how out-of-control they look. 
Again, it is best not to think 
about what these frantic 
flights are doing to the screen. 

What is the great delight 
and challenge in clamoring 
over the screens? Part of it 
must be just plain curiosity. It 
is easy to believe that they 
simply wonder what is on the 
other side of that ‘funny wire 
stuff’. 

A number of years ago we 
kept sunflower heads on the 
porch during the winter and 
then, of course, there was no 
question at all as to the why of 
the squirrels’ behavior. 

Both fox squirrels and red 
squirrels were trying to find a 
way to get at the goodies. Once 
a red squirrel almost made it 
— he chewed a hole in the 
screen which, with just a 
couple more gnaws, would 
have been large enough for 
him to squeeze through. 

Fortunately we caught that 
in time and, after patching the 
hole, decided the porch was 
not the ideal sunflower 
storage place after all. 

The birds sometimes have 
trouble with our porch too. It 
is screened on three sides and 
more than occasionally some 
wrong thinking character 
tries to take a short cut and fly 
through instead of going 
around. Crash, bang and wow! 

So far none have ever come 
inside — short pause while I 
knock on wood that our luck 
continues — nor have there 
been any fatalities. I refuse to 
even think about the 
headaches or the dents in the 
Screen. 

Now that the mulberries are 
ripe we are in the peak season 
for porch accidents. 
Seemingly the fruit eaters 
become so busy gorging 
themselves that they forget 
about the screen — bang! 

One day last week a robin 
simply could not learn. Three 
times in the space of about an 
hour he smashed into the 
screen. 

After each encounter he: 
struggled to the closest 
branch, sat there and, if one 
could say a bird looked 
stunned, he certainly did. 

He didn't quite shake his 
head to clear the cobwebs but 
Im sure there was a glassy 
look had we been able to see

' Bids for a new addition and 
alterations to the heating and 
cooling system of city hall 
have exceeded anticipated 
costs, city manager Cal Zorn 
reported to Tecumseh City 
Council Monday night. 

Originally а 20’ X 40’ ad- 
dition on the east side of city 
hall was anticipated to cost 
$40,000 when first proposed in 
August 1975. 

However bids ranged from a 
low of $117,781 by Dunbar 
Construction Co. to a high of 
$132,000 by Malson Con- 
Struction Co. 

Other bids opened at city 
hall at 4 p.m. July 15 were: 
$118,000 from Goodrich 
Construction Co. and $119,600 
from Krieghoff-Lenawee - Co. 


Although the addition will 

? cost about $50,000, the in- 

crease in cost of bids is due 

primarily to the new air 

conditioning and heating 

system planned for the entire 
building, Zorn explained. 

He reported the new 
mechanical systems -are 
necessary because the city 
hall's air and heating systems 
"haven't been right." In fact, 
he stated, that office windows 


have to be in winter. 
while the се department 
doesn't receive enough heat. 

Because of the closeness in 
the bids, the three low bidders 
have been asked to submit 
itemized costs by July 22 to 
give the city an idea of where 
costs might be cut. 

Architect for the addition is 
David Siler of Adrian. 

The new addition will extend 
40 feet north and south and 20 
feet east from city hall and 
have a full basement for 
additional storage. The 
general offices will also be 
rearranged. 

New addition was h to 
have been comple this 
spring, but specifications and 
drawings took longer. No new 
dates for start or finish have 
been estimated, but the city 
manager said it wouldn’t take 
long once the bids were let. 

“Asked if the city would have 
trouble getting a new gas 
allotment for the new ad- 
dition, Zorn said he thought 
the building would actually 
use less gas if the heating and 
cooling systems worked 
properly. City hall is presently 
operating under 1972 gas 
allottments.

Protest Fence 
on Property 


“I guess fences don't make 
good neighbors," commented 
Councilman Ray Puffer 
Monday night after City 
Council had another round 
with residents whose property 
adjoins the south and west end 
of the Tecumseh Pit. 

This time two residents 
protested encroachment. 
They complained the $4,000, 4- 
ft. fence, which they didn’t 
want the city to construct in 
the first place, was being 
constructed across a section of 
their back yards without prior 
notice or consent. 

They were told the fence 
would be on city property. But 
when work crew came to a 
drop off, they started con- 
structing across the neighbors 
back yards. 

“The biggest point I wanted 
to make was that maybe 
Council did act too quickly and 
listened only to one person's 
information,” said a 
protesting resident. 

Once their complaint was 
heard, the two residents both 
agreed to have the fence 
across their properties, after 
City Council” asked for per- 
mission.

Citizen 
Complains 
of Charge 


David Kovaleski, 111 N. 
Pearl St. complained to City 
Council Monday night about 
having to pay an extra $1 to 
dump cement and rocks, at 
Walker Landfill with which 
the city has a contract. 

Kovaleski said he dug up 
about 10 such pieces at 216 S. 
Union St. Load constituted one 
box full. He had a valid landfill 
card, still а landfill attendant 
charged him $1 to dump the 
materials. 

Furthermore, Kovaleski 
complained that solid waste 
must be sorted when dumped 
at the landfill. 

Council explained that 
under the city's contract with 
the landfill, certain materials 
are exempt, these include 
building materials and 
demolition, trees in excess of 
4", fence. Automobiles and 
farm machinery also are not 
covered by the city's contract. 

In Kovaleski's case the 
rocks were strictly considered 
building materials by the 
landfill attendant. 

If city residents were to 
have these privileges, Council 
said it would cost the city 
considerably more than the 
present $900 monthly. 

Another reason the city does 
not contract for these 
privileges is because builders 
and contractors could take 
advantage of hauling scrap to 
the landfill at city's expense. 

One reason why materials 
such as metal must be 
separated from other 
materials at the landfill is 
because some materials are 
recycled. 

Permits to use the landfill 
are intended to be distributed 
only to city residents, free, at 
city hall. New cards are issued 
about every 18 months to 
serve as identification at the 
landfill.

I've only been to Stockholm 
twice, yet I'm convinced that 
it's the most beautiful city in 
the world — at least that I've 
ever seen. 

Stockholm is the са E agris and 
largest city of Sw 
population of 671,453 is about 
half that of Detroit. Situated in 
the central part of Sweden, 
called Gotaland, it lies in two 
different counties, Uppland 
and Sodermanland. 

The city, built on the east 
coast, covers 186 square 
kilometers of land on parts of 
22 islands. 

"Gamla Stan", “The Old 
City," or original Stockholm is 
the most fascinating part. It's 
situated on an island con- 
nected by two bridges, one on 
either side, to the mainland. 
This explains Stockholm's 
nickname, '"The City Between 
Two Bridges." 

I could walk down those old, 
narrow streets of Gamla Stan 
and never tire of it. I love to 
look in the old shop windows, 
especially when the shops are 
closed. Then there isn't a 
chance of buying something 
on an impulse that I would 
later regret, like :something 
to eat! 

The real charm comes when 
the weather is nice and the 
street musicians come out. In 
almost every part of Gamla 
Stan, one can hear singing, 
and song playing on old and 
new instruments of every 
kind. 

One of the biggest at- 


tractions in Gamla Stan is the . 


royal palace. Reigning 
monarch, King Carl XVL 
Gustaf resides there. He 
marrir June 19 and the 
Swedish people are excited 
about their king’s marriage. 

Other interesting things to 
see in Stockholm include a 
museum call Wasa Museet, 
just outside the busy city. 

Inside is a 348-year-old 
battleship scientists raised 
from the harbor. The ship 
“Wasa,” was named after the 
reigning king, King Gustav 
Wasa, when it was built. On its 
maiden voyage, before it left 
the harbor, a wind blew her 
over and she sank. 

When the ship was first 
brought out of the harbor, in 
1961, it had to be sprayed 24-

In some older buildings, 
nearby people watch bread 
and candles being made. 
Beside an old windmill is an 
old-fashioned restaurant. 

Across the harbor from 
Skasen is a television and 
radio tower called 
Kahnastornet, the tallest 
building in Scandinavia, 
measuring 508 feet. On the 
elevator to the 13th floor is a 
glass-enclosed viewing 
platform. Below this is a 
restaurant, and on the floor 
above, the roof terrace. The 
view is breath 

In the middle of all the city 
hub-bub is a beautiful building 
containing the Riksdag Hus, 
which can be compared to the 
Congress and Senate 
Buildings and the Kultur Hus, 
"culture house.” 

On the fourth floor of the 
Kultur Hus is what is called 
"Information Stockholm", a 
presentation of different 
aspects of Sweden. 

Since the entire front of the 
building is glass, one can sit 
back in a comfortable chair in 
front of the window with a cup 
of coffee and look down at all 
the bustle, feeling completely 
unattached, and just relax. 

In the confusion below there 
are many fine shops. 

A few of the side streets are 
exclusively lined with jeans 
stores. Jeans are about five 
times more expensive over 
here — the absolute cheapest 
pair costs over $25! Jeans are

THE CAT'S MEOW 

According to the National Geographic's lovely 
"Song and Garden Birds of North America" they 
can put “‘forth a wild medley of songs and calls— 
sounds that approach the mockingbird’s in rich- 
ness and mimic artistry." Oh? This same book 
finally-gets around to saying that these birds also 
make a noise they describe as а “querulous 
mew." Yes, I can agree because this is the sound 
I often hear whereas the more musical and mimic- 
ing song I have not identified. 


Last year was a poor one for 
catbirds here along Evans 
Creek but happily I cari report 
that this summer they are in 
residence again and per- 
forming as usual. 

Nice birds, they аге, at- 
tractive in appearance, 
friendly in disposition, and 
undemanding in wants. 

After a carefree winter in 
the south, the males reach the 
family raising area first and, 
just after the territorial 
boundries are set, the females 
arrive. 

A quick courtship and she 
immediately begins nest 
building. Using leaves, 
grasses, and little twigs for 
the outer layer and soft 
rootlets or shredded bark for 
the inner lining, she con- 
Structs the nest in a dense 
thicket or small bushy tree. 

Certainly there- are many 
such suitable nest building 
sites on the creek bank or even 
in the jungle across the creek. 
Where the nest is we have no 
idea, like most birds they are 
not about to give that precious 
information away. 

A'though the youngsters are 
fed primarily an insect diet, 
the adults favor an occasional 
fruit course when it is 
available. And oh my, but it is 
available now choke 
cherries and mulberries are 
currently ripe and before that 
it was cherries. 

My best look at a catbird 
this season came when the 
mulberries first began — well, 
the temptation is to say that 
the berries were ripe and, 
apparently, for the birds and 
squirrels, they were fit to eat. 
But to all of us they. seemed 
much too green. : 9 

In fact, for a few days it was 
almost a standard joke to 
worry about the tummy aches 
and laugh about getting a 
corner on what would be the 
bird and squirrel equivalent of 
Pepto-Bismal. 

Mother Nature's creatures 
usually know what they are 
doing though, and none suf- 
fered any distress. 

However, one particular 
catbird suffered quite a 
surprise. With so many of the 
creek bank trees offering such 
a banquet he obviously felt 
that food was available 
everywhere. At least he 
swooped down and lit on the 
near-my-window feeder as if 
fully expecting those banquet 
boards to be groaning too. 

With the exception of a few 
times when we put- out a 
special treat such as an apple 
half, our feeder is not geared 
for catbirds. But while this 
fellow was finding that out, I 
had an excellent chance to see 
and appreciate what a truly 
pretty bird he was.

Cats I would 
call sneaky, they do skulk. The 
one black mark against the 
catbird is that he has a 
scolding, cross ‘song’ which 
does indeed sound like a 
“querulous mew’’.

BRITTON — Several grocery 
items that were in demand in 
the early part of this century 
are not to be found on grocer's 
shelves. 

Red bananas are rarely 
seen in the produce depart- 
ment of any of the modern 
food stores. The skin of the red 
banana was red instead of 
yellow. Most of the red 
bananas were somewhat 
Shorter but plumper than the 
bananas on sale now. Red 
bananas varied little in taste 
from the ordinary yellow 
banana. The red bananas are 
not so extensively cultivated 


because they do not store well 

Blood oranges were 
frequently sold in grocery 
stores in the 1900's. e out- 


side of the blood orange looked 
the same as an ordinary 
orange but when the orange 
was cut, especially crosswise, 
the fleshy part of the orange 
was red or streaked with red 
The flavor of the oranges 
varied little from the common 
variety. 

Few of this generation 
may be familiar with nut- 
megs. Years ago when 
grandmother’s recipes called 
for nutmeg she or her helper 
had to grate the nutmegs 
before using it. The task was 
harsh on one’s skin. 

Nutmegs were shaped 
somewhat like a marble. They 
were about the size of a 
medium sized hickory nut and 
so hard they resembled hard 
wood. 

Yeast foam, used by our 
grandmothers, has disap- 
peared from grocer’s shelves. 
Yeast foam came in hard dry 
cakes each about 1% inch 
square and '4 inch thick. The 
yeast cakes were packaged in 
paper wrapped packages 
containing five or six cakes. 

At one time grocers had a

TM is coming to Tecumseh 
this fall and the whole town is 
invited to participate. 

TM is not Transendental 
Meditation. It is an ab- 
breviation for Towñ Meeting, 
a New England tradition used 
to bring people together to 
plan their future. 

Michigan communities are 
reviving the technique to 
bridge the communication gap 
between local government and 
its constituency. 

In an effort to bolster 
communication between 
Tecumseh'&- government and 
its residents, 28 Tecumseh 
city, civic and business 
leaders met July 22 at St. 
Peter's Episcopal Church to 
hear the Town Meeting con- 
cept explained. 

The meeting was arranged 
by the Tecumseh Bicentennial 
Committee, the Rev. David 
Fox is chairman. 

Jeff Roper, a representative 
of the Institute of Cultural 
Affairs, a non-profit 
organization which  coor- 
dinates the town meetings, 
presented slides of Town 
, Meetings successfully held in 
Kalamazoo, Madison Heights, 
Charlotte, Pontiac, Ann Ar- 
bor, Flint and Bay City. 

Tentative Tecumseh date is 
Oct. 23. 

The focus of the Town 
Meeting is on the quality of 
community life. People of all 


ages and backgrounds are 
invited to attend and expected 
to participate in making 
proposals to advance the 
community through com- 
munity action. 

The ICA facilitates the day 
of dialogue by training 
volunteer leaders for guiding 
the smaller workshops. Two 
ICA consultants are sent on 
the meeting day.

In attempting to console the 
bereaved, the clergyman can some- 
times find himself in seemingly a 
conflict with the facts of death, 
as observed by the bereaved. 

Statements by a father to his 
five-year-old child such as "Now 
mummy's gone to Heaven’ are too 
complex and yet too simple for the 
child to accept--especially when 
the child has seen the tears and 
expressions of grief of family and 
friends. 

The minister can be of great 
assistance in defining the DIFFER— 
CES between physical (body of the 
deceased) and the soul (spirit of 
the deceased). It.can be far 
healthier emotionally to allow the 
minister (priest or rabbi) to help 
the family-of the deceased as 
they work openly through their 
grief than to permit their sadness 
to be repressed or concealed. The 
clergymen have been trained to 
assist in times of stress. Their 
experiences--drawn from real life- 
and-death situations--can be in- 
valuable. The many sources of 
comfort and aid to which they 

have access may be most bene- 
ficial. They are anxious, more- 
over, to serve their congregations 
in these hours of grief-counselling.

Good News 
and Bad News 
for Seniors 


There is some encouraging 
news and discouraging news 
for senior citizen housing in 
Tecumseh. 

The encouraging news is 
that Tecumseh City Council 
has set Sept. 7 at 8 p.m. at City 
Hall as the date for rezoning 
hearing on seven acres 
donated to the city for senior 
citizen housing. 

Mr. and Mrs. Jens Touborg 
are donating seven acres west 
of Adrian St. and north of 
Tecumseh Park for senior 
citizen housing only. 

Property must be rezoned 
from single family to multiple. 
An average of 10 units per 
acre is estimated. Building 
would be one story. 


Some council members 
debated whether the location 
was within easy walking 
distance of shopping facilities. 

City manager Cal Zorn 
pointed out that these 
requirements vary with 
funding. programs available 
and availability of shopping 
facilities is always required. 


The discouraging news is 
that the city may be behind in 
its bid for new federal money 
for senior housing because the 
paperwork is ‘‘astronomical,”’ 
said Zorn. 

“І personally don't think 
we'll ever make it. . .we're 
just getting started too late.” 
said Zorn. 

However the city continues 
in its efforts. 


to proceed with the project for 
city services, for which it 
intends to pay, but it prefers to 
have the Country Club remain 
їп Tecumseh Township, 
primarily for tax purposes. 


Apparently it also wants to 
preserve good relations with 
its neighbors and officials in 
Tecumseh Township. 

Tecumseh City Council put 
out feelers on annexation of at 
least that portion of the club's 
property which would just 
barely include the club house 
and pro shop, roughly 20 
acres. 


At present time, about 300 
feet of club property is within 
the city limit. 

If the township would not 
allow annexation, then per- 
mission would be needed from 
the township and the county 
roads commission to use the 
right-of-way to lay sewer and 
water. 


Council will discuss the 
matter again when in- 
formation about these options 
is gathered. 


At the present time, the city 
has extended water to 
Kingdom Hall, the former 
health study building north of 
the city on Tecumseh-Clinton 
Rd., Tecumseh Friends 
Church and parsonage and a 
house on N. Union St. In most 
cases this was given for 
easement rights. 


Sewer has been extended to 
only Fisher Body Plant and 
was paid for by the company 
through bonds. 

In the case of the Country 
Club, city sewer stops at the 
city limits and city water 
Stops about 300 ft. inside the 
city limit. It would take about 
1,250 feet for the sewer line 
and 2,300 feet for water line 
hook-ups. 

Cost would be born by the 
€ountry Club, an estimate is 


1,250 square feet each

Take Advantage 


of Free Program 


Assistant House Republican 


Leader John Mowat Jr. (R- 
Adrian) 40th Michigan 
district, encourages Michigan 
residents to take advantage of 
the free swine flu mass im- 
munization program. 

*The program is being 
sponsored this fall by the 
federal government," Mowat 
said, "to immunize people 
against the flu which is ex- 
pected this winter. The goal is 
to immunize 90 percent of the 
state's population which is 
more than eight million 
people.” 

Mowat earlier this year 
sponsored legislation in the 
Michigan legislature to 
protect those involved in the 
program from malpractice 
suits. Governor Milliken 
signed the bill recently 
providing the needed 
protection for primarily 
doctors and nurses who will be 
donating their time to the 
program. 

"It's unfortunate that such 
legislation is necessary,’’ 
Mowat said, ‘‘but health 
professionals are fearful of 
being sued for malpractice. 
This would certainly be an 
injustice to them after they 
volunteered their services.” 

Swine flu is related to the 
influenza which was 
responsible for thousands of 
deaths in the World War I era. 
Because of the expected 
epidemic, the federal 
government moved swiftly to 
establish one of the largest 
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national health programs of 
all time, working through 
state and local health 
departments. 

The bill signed into law 
recently stipulates that those 
involved are relieved of civil 
liability only when раг- 
ticipating in a mass im- 
munization program  ap- 
proved by the Department of 
Public Health. It says they are 
not liable for damages as a 
result of an act of omission 
which causes illness, reaction 
or adverse effect from the use 
of any drug or vaccine in the 
program, except in cases of 
gross negligence or 
misconduct. 

“This is a good example of 
how government is intended to 
work," Mowat said. “We are 
doing for the people what they 
could not possibly do for 
themselves. 

“I certainly hope Michigan 
residents avail themselves of 
this service.”

Chuck Butler Was Top 
_ Businessman, Citizen 


Services were held Monday 
morning at St. Peter’s 
Episcopal Church for Charles 
O. Butler, 82, who died sud- 
denly last Friday afternoon at 
his home on S. Union St. 

Death has been attributed to 
a heart attack. 

A regular golfer - and an 
exceptional one, especially for 
his age- he had played the 
previous day at the Tecumseh 
Country Club. Friday morning 
he had an electrocardiogram 
at Herrick Hospital and 
returned home, where he died 
about the middle of the af- 
ternoon. 

Chuck was the grand-daddy 
of the area's car dealers, 
perhaps in the state. Several 
local dealers - George Un- 
derwood and Harvey Wilson 
are examples of two - began 
with him when he operated the 
Ford agency here. He was 
twice president of the 
Michigan Auto Dealers 
Association in 1956 and 1957. 

He was the Tecumseh Ford 
dealer for nearly 30 years, 
buying out the. Greenwood 
Motor Sales agency from 
Gerald E. Greenwood on 
March 1, 1930. When he sold 
the agency on May 1, 1959 to 
E.L. “Spec” Simmons of 
Tipton, hís dealership had sold 
over 10,000 new cars and over 
15,000 used cars. 

His retirement marked the 
end of 39 years in the business. 
He ‘had started in 1920 his 
native city of Battle Creek, 
and before coming to 
Tecumseh, he was sales 
manager for Cushman Auto 
Sales there. 


Few were bigger boosters of 
Tecumseh than Chuck Butler. 
He probably organized and 
promoted more commercial 
and civic functions than any 
other person. He was three 


times president of the 
Chamber of Commerce here. 

He was a charter member 
and past president of the 
Tecumseh Country Club, and 
also a former club champion; 
a past president, officer and 
song leader of the Rotary 
Club; a long-time member 
and vestryman of St. Peter’s; 
and was a member of the 
Tecumseh Masonic Lodge. 

Chuck was equally en- 
thusiastic about Michigan 
State University, its alumni 
association and football 
teams. He played two years of 
varsity football there and was 
an outstanding lineman when 
MSU thumped rival 
University of Michigan, 24-0, 
in 1917. 

Before transferring and 
graduating from MSU, he had 
attended Olivet College for 
two years. 

He was a member of the 
Michigan State University 
Alumni Association and a 
former president of the MSU 
Alumni Association of 
Lenawee County. 


He was a second lieutenant 
in World War I, serving two 
years with the Army Air 
Corps. 

He was born in Battle Creek 
on April 13, 1894, the son of 
Phineas and. Julia Butler. 

On June 16, 1923, he married 
the former Mildred Eaton. 
For their 50th wedding an- 
niversary in 1973, they hosted 
a large group of their friends 
at a reception at the Country 
Club. 

Survivors, besides Mrs. 
Butler, are a son, James 
Spooner; sister, Mrs. 
Florence Gorham, Battle 
Creek; four grandchildren 
and four great-grandchildren. 

Two brothers and two 
sisters preceded him in death.

Meals are now being served 
weekdays at 11:30-12:30 at the 
Community Center. Many of 
these seniors are in good 
physical health and enjoy the 
social activities as well. 

However the homebound 
program is directed to reach 
those senior citizens who are 
unable to prepare meals for 
themselves or come to the 
Community Center. 

Senior citizens who are 
physically impaired, con- 
valescent, unable to shop for 
groceries, temporarily ill or 
financially unable may 
qualify for the homebound 
meals. The Lenawee Council 
of Aging outreach volunteer 
will determine eligibility on 
basis. 

Meals will be delivered to 
senior citizens within a 10-mile 
radius of Tecumseh. These 
balanced meals contain 1/3 the 
daily adult diet, 

Meals are temporarily 
prepared by the Lenawee 
Council on Aging staff at the 
Piotter Center in Adrian and 
transported in bulk to the 
Tecumseh site.

The  Tecumseh Public 
Library. has received a 
number of new biographical 
books. Here are some of the 
books you may expect to find 
on the shelves: 

SUCH A STRANGE LADY, 
by Janet Hitchman is the story 
of authoress Dorothy L. 
Sayers. 

She is a most unusual lady - 
plain and dumpy, she always 
had hopeless passions for men 
who weren't interested. When 
she was six months pregnant, 
she rode a motorcycle home 
over fough roads to save cab 
fare. Quite a feat for a lady in 
the early 1900's. 

Larry Swindell has written 
about another strange lady as 
one can tell by the book's title 
SCREWBALL. This is the 


story of Carole Lombard,- 


actress. and wife of Clark 
Gable. She became one of the 
greatest of the Hollywood 
stars but was killed in a plane 
crash at the height of her 
popularity.

THE GROWING-UP BARBERR Y CLUMP 
The decision was painful to make; however, 
last fall we all decided that the barberry clump by 
the driveway was in dire need of drastic surgery. 
It was a tall bushy tangle апа I had to admit 
that Mom and Dad were right. 


By blocking the driver’s 
view of the road it did con- 
stitute a safety hazard. After 
all, being able to see the street 
in back of a backing-up car is 
a good idea. 

But oh my, how the birds did 
enjoy those large bushes. I 
was just sure that they would 
miss them — and therefore I 
knew we would be missing all 
sorts of good looking. 

Well, the barberries were 
cut down almost to ground 
level last fall and indeed both 
birds and people have missed 
them this summer. But Dad 
said they would grow up again 
and that is exactly what has 
happened. 

Also I must confess that 
although the bird watching 
has not been quite as good as 
usual, just lately there has 
been a surprising amount of 
action in and around the 
growing-up barberry clump. 

The other morning Mom and 
I had entertainment with our 
prebreakfast coffee. A small 
rabbit, he could not have been 
even half grown, contested the 
front yard with a starling. 

No, not the entire lawn only 
the area close to the west end 
of the barberries.

As the shrubs grow up they 
are, of course, also growing 
out and it is beneath the lower 
branches, the ones which arch 
to the ground, that the bunny 
found perfect shelter. 

Time and time again the 
starling had to be driven 
away. Sometimes the little 
rabbit jumped at him and 
often the bird hopped rather 
than ran out of the way. 

Always though, when the 
bunny dashed back. to the 
bushes, he went at top speed. 


And it was surprising how fast 
the little guy could go. He was 
just a streak. 

Another day Gertie T. and I 
watched catbirds at the 
barberry clump. Puzzled, 
confused, and bewildered 
catbirds. When the bushes 
were large and out of control 
these birds often built nests in 
the thickest part. An ideal site. 

The pair we saw was flying 
back and forth about a foot 
above the tops of the shrubs 
and obviously wondering what 
in the world һаа hap; $ 
Their actions spoRe as р as 
words — we could just see 
them questioning. 

Yes, they assured each 
other that indeed this was the 
place they had raised last 
year's second family but 
something had happened. 
Things were different, 
changes had been made. 
Those bushes simply could not 
have been so small last year. 

There are two fence posts in 
this clump, one at the corner 
and the other at the north end. 
Aiter flying back and forth the 
pretty grey catbirds each lit 
on a post. 

They continued to look the 
situation over — they cocked 
their heads, exchanged a few 
choice remarks, and con- 
tinued to wonder. Then they 
took off and flew towards the 
creek bank. 

In a little while they were 
back and going through the 
same routine. It was as if they 
just could not accept this ‘new 
order'. 

Hope they come back next 
year for by then the bushes 
Should be big enough to hide 
and keep secret their nest. 

By the way, these two fence 
posts have turned out to be 
super sunbathing s . Both 
the young flickers aed car- 
dinals like to take their mid- 
morning sun baths there. 

They crouch down, ruffle 
out their feathers, and as the 
warm sunshine penetrates 
‘deep down’ I am sure that if 
they could, the birds would 
sigh with contentment.

The bundles of grain were 
then shocked and left to stand 
in the field until the grain was 
dry enough to shell easily 
before it was threshed (som: 
said thrashed). à 

A nei owned a field 
that had a creek running 
across one corner cutting off a 
small triangular parcel. The 
little plot was too small to 
harvest with a grain binder 
without much of.the grain 
being trampled by the horses 
and machine. 

Whenever grain was to be 
harvested from that tiny 
space, the elderly grandfather 
wielded the cradle (a skill few 
of this generation could do 
without considerable prac- 
tice). 3 

For many years -fields of 
shocked wheat, oats, or barley 
were common sights in 
Lenawee County. To see such 
a sight today is a novelty. 

en the shocks of grain 
had dried sufficiently 
(determined by experienced 
farmer) preparations were 
made for threshing.

thresh their grain. 

The operator usually 
charged each farmer a few 
cents per bushel of shelled 
grain. 

Each individual farmer 
obtained sufficient help. 
Neighbors with teams and 
wagons to haul the bundles 
from the fields to the area 
where the separator was 
located (in most cases near 
the barn) were needed, 
besides others with wagons 
with grain boxes to take the 
grain from the separator to 
the granary where it was 
stored. 

Besides farmers . with 
wagons, there were other men 
to pitch the bundles from the 
shocks onto the wagons, some 
to handle the grain, and at 
least one to stack the straw. 
(A distasteful dirty task, 
especially if barley or bearded 
wheat was being threshed.) 

Usually three men ac- 
companied the threshing rig, 
one to tend the engine to 
maintain sufficient steam to 
do the work, one to take care 
of the separator, and the third 
man drove a team on the tank 
wagon to keep the engine 
supplied with plenty of water. 

Inall from 15 to 20 men were 
needed for the threshing 
operation, especially if the 
grain had to be hauled any 
distance. 

By the time all of the far- 
mer’s grain had been 
threshed, if it had been a good 
season and he had a large 
acreage, there was a huge 
straw stack (pile of straw) 
often as high as the barn and 
bins filled with grain. 

Our modern harvesters cut 
and thresh the grain in much 
less time and with less labor. 

Often only two men can 
handle the entire process - one 
operates the combine and the 
other handles the grain. 

There are no straw stacks. 
The straw falls evenly over 
the entire field. Only farmers 
having livestock or needing 
straw for other purposes rake 
the straw, bale it, and haul it 
to the barn where it is stored 
for later use. 

Wonder what the farmers of 
the early part of this century 
would think and say if they 
could watch our modern 
harvesters at work?

Man Killed 
by Car; Rites 
Held Sunday 


Services were held Sunday 
at the Purse Funeral Home for 
27-year-old Douglas Higgins, 
717 S. Union St., who was 
killed when struck by a car 
early last Friday morning.

The three bidders and

needed; Russell Rd. (urban 
section) cost $263,000; $107,000 
presently funded and $156,000 
needed; Industrial park drive, 
$164,000; city hall addition, 
$110,000; Mohawk St., $102,000 
and Mill Hwy. $48,000, both 
industrial areas. 

David Siler, architect for 
the 20 x 40 foot addition to the 
east side of the city hall stated 
that cost of the alterations 
are not so much by themselves 
but together in one package, 
they total up. He told Council 
every effort has been made to 
cut costs where possible.

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State Aid 
May Be Cut 


At a meeting of Tecumseh's 
Board of Education Monday 
night, members heard a 
financial report from 
assistant superintendent 
Eugene Cooley. 

Cooley told the board that — 
in order for the district to 
receive full state aid — the 
district must levy 27 mills. 

State equalized value (SEV) 
for the district has been set at 
$88,156,000, which is ap- 
proximately $3 million less 
than las year. due to the 
removal ot personal inventory 
of businesses from SEV. 

Projected enrollment in the 
district is 3,700, only three 
more than last year. If state 
aid is fully funded, the district 
would collect $515.90 per pupil 
for a $1,908,830 total. + 

But that’s a big “if.” Cooley 
said after the meeting, ‘“There 
is no question in our minds 
that state aid will be cut” as it 
was last year. 

If a cut is made, the district 
will be forced to borrow 
against the loss of income. 
Last year >the district 
borrowed $100,000. 

Current total revenue for the 
district is $4,839,000.

All these 
responsiblities foll on the bereaved 
with actions which must be token 
quickly, decisively.

Generator 


Feedback 
Can Occur 


Extreme care must be taken 
with standby generators to 
avoid feedback into the 
electric system: of Consumers 
Power Company, K.L. 
Chichester, district manager 
of the South Central region of 
the company, advised 
customers today. 

Without proper switching 
equipment to close off the 
power line, feedback from the 
generator could shock and 
injure Consumers Power 
linemen working on the 
company’s equipment. 

Many customers in rural 
and outlying suburban areas 
have standby portable home 
generating units for use 
during those infrequent oc- 
casions when regular electric 
service is interrupted because 
of severe storms or an ac- 
cident, according to Mr. 
Chichester. 

The March ice storm that 
paralyzed much of Michigan 
caused many more residents 
to consider installing home 
generators. 

Mr. Chichester warned 
today that in all cases the 
company’s supply must be 
isolated from the point that is 
served by the home generator 
plant during the time the 
home generator is in 
operation. 

“We insist that the customer 
provide a double throw switch 
connected so that  in- 
terconnection between the 
customer's generation and the 
company system is im- 
possible," Mr. Chichester 
said. 

Customers who have por- 
table units already in place or 
are planning to add one are 
urged to call Jack Bran- 
denburg, district supervisor of 
customer services, at 265-6141. 
Mr. Brandenburg will help the 
customer insure that his 
portable unit has the proper 
connection.

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THE NEAR-MY-WINDOW FEEDERS 
This summer we have not tried to maintain much 
of a bird-feeding program. It simply is not fair. 
Itis not right to fill feeders orra regular basis and 
let the birds form the habit of coming to the trays 
iwhen such a program cannot be kept up during 


the cold weather months. 


However, we have not let 
the two feeders closest to the 
west-facing window go 
completely unused. Bird- 
watching is too much a part of 
our lives. 

А compromise has been that 
occasionally'a few cups full of 
sunflower seeds are put on the 
trays. Thus we have had birds 
but no guilty feelings. 

We know that none of the 
free-loaders will be in trouble 
when the cold weather comes 
and we head south. 

Of course, the main reason 
for summer feeding is the 
pleasure of seeing young 
birds. To watch an adult 
stuffing dinner into a 
youngster’s over-sized and 
always open mouth is great. 

Often these kids look as 
large or even larger than their 
parents and frequently they 
are perfectly able to eat for 
themselves. 

We have especially noticed 
that young cardinals and 
bluejays can put on superb 
helpless and pitiful acts — 
there is just no way they could 
possibly eat any of that hard to 
manage food — but the second 
that the adult bird flies away, 
the youngsters do very well on 
their own. 

Con artists even in the bird- 
world! 

Feeding sunflower seeds 
means that the feeder trays 
sometime look full when they 
really aren’t. 

The birds and 
only the meat an 
tough outer shell. 

The bluejays are the first to 
spot a feeder full of empty 
shucks, Spot and ignore. They 
can fly by a non-profitable 
feeder as if it weren't there. 

Or, they can land and with a 
few loud shrill hollers an- 
nounce to the whole neigh- 
borhood that Marda is not 
taking care of her visitors this 
summer. 

Of course, bluejays are not 
responsible for the full but 
empty foodtray. Sometimes 
one will favor us with a session 
of eating right outside our 
window but usually it is а 
matter of picking up from one 
to eight seeds and flying away. 

A jay with a full throat, 
mouth and bill can be quite a 
sight — he can work so hard at 
stretching and jerking his 
head around to make room for 
just one more seed that we 
laugh and then he looks so full 
we wonder whether he can 
take off. He always can. 

The lovely cardinals are the 
ones who have good manners, 
they are not apt to eat and run. 

In a slow unhurried manner 
one of the red beauties will 
pick up a choice seed and 
methodically grind it open in 
his heavy and strong bill. 

It is amazing how they 
manage to crack the seed and 
drop the hard shell but never 
lose the nut itself. Very 
talented. 

When one of the fox 
squirrels climbs up the feeder 
post and scrambles out on the 
flat surface of the trays — 
well, if a good supply of food is 
available the — window- 
watchers settle back for a long 
session. 

A hungry squirrel is not 
about to leave a bonanza of 
good eating until his appetite 
is well appeased. He simply 
sits down and arranges 
himself for a good session of

A squirrel will quickly 
reduce a feeder full of sun- 
flower seeds to a feeder full of 
empty sunflower shells. 

Not completely though. 
Apparently they eat so quickly 
that there are many bits and 
pieces dropped.

The pretty little song 
sparrows are a good example.

And being thoughtful little 
birds they sometimes say 
thank you by treating us to a 
burst of song before they fly 
away. What a thrill. 

We are here all year around 
this hit-and-miss feeding 
program would not Бе 
satisfactory.

But as it is, they are happy 
with an occasional treat and 
we are pleased to have good 
watching. 

An added bonus is that the 
numerous cats who roam the 
neighborhood are not finding 
easy bird catching at our near- 
the-window feeders.

Burning 
Bothering 
Neighbors 


Nuisance burning in the city 
has been bothering neighbors 
in some residential areas. 
Residents are reminded that 
the city does have an or- 
dinance and will be enforced 
by the police department. 

Be considerate of your 
neighbors who open windows 
for fresh air these summer 
days. 

Under state environmental 
control guidelines and city 
code the backyard burning of 
household refuse including 
yard trimmings and leaves 
can be allowed if done in an 
appropriate container and 
burns completely; however, 
backyard burning is not a 
recommended practice and is 
discouraged. 

In the city of Tecumseh, 
burning is not allowed on the 
public right of way, including 
streets and sidewalk. Burning 
damages the pavement. 

Prohibitions on open bur- 
ning have evolved because of 
the need to protect the health 
and welfare of the public and 
to properly manage disposal 
techniques of solid and liquid 
wastes.

Patrick Farnga, 22, of 
Kolahun, Liberia is a guest in 
the home of Carl Schmidt until 
Sept. 6. 

Patrick is on holiday in 
America from his studies in 
Novaya Kokhovka, a city in 
the Ukranian Republic, a 
Soviet satellite on the Baltic 
Sea. There he is a student in a 
six year agriculture 
engineering program. 

Patrick an all “A” student is 
one of 25 students granted 
scholarships from the Soviet 
Union. However only 10 
remain in the program. 
Because of homesickness, the 
others have dropped out. 

Patrick came to the United 
States to visit Carl because his 
foster sister and Carl served 
field placement as social work 
students in Adrian. 

Patrick received his 
scholarship after taking a 
necessary test. Originally the 
scholarship could have been 


“used to attend one of the All 


African Universities (AAU). 
There are two major 
universities in Liberia. Then, 
Patrick was invited to attend 
school in the Soviet Union and 
accepted.

All his classes are in 
Russian. He has had an in- 
tensive year of training in the 
language and said it is dif- 
ficult. English is the national 
language of Liberia, although 
his native language is Bandi. 
Since mathematics and 
sciences are more difficult in 
Russian, Patrick would like to 
pick up some American text 
books. Some of his classes 
deal with farm machinery 
parts. 

While in the Tecumseh area, 
Patrick would like to visit as 
many farms as possible to 
become acquainted with 
American methods and 
people. 


He cited differences bet- 
ween America and the Soviet 
Union, he has observed so far. 

In the Soviet Union, he said 
some farms are cooperative 
but mostly they are owned by 
the government. 


People in the Soviet Union 
are more interested in talking 
politics with him than in this 
country. He said he is not 
interested in politics of the 
Soviet Union and has gone 
there only to learn 
agriculture. 

Liberia has been a free 
African nation since 1847. It 
was founded in 1816 by free 
slaves who returned to their 
continent. The capital 
Monroevia, was named after 
United States President, 
James Monroe. 


Patrick said he does not 
think politics of the Soviet 
Union in Africa will influence 
his attitude or his country's 
toward Communism. 

While in Tecumseh, Patrick 
has sat in on some campaign 
strategy sessions, as Carl is a 
campaign manager for Pilar 
Leon 


Patrick finds these in- 
teresting since in his country 
there is only one party. He 
said some people do not vote 
because of this. Some 
university students protest the 
one party system but there 
has been по significant 
movement to establish 
another. 

The Liberian student thinks 
American conveniences such 
as gas stoves with pilot lights, 
private ownership of cars and 
American television are all 
great. 

He told his host that 
Americans do not have an 
alcoholism problem compared 
to the Soviets who stand in 
lines “100-200” at a time for 
vodka after work. The Soviets 
stand in line for everything, 
said Patrick. 

Patrick enjoys the frien- 
dliness of his American 
acquaintances. He would like 
to visit more places of interest 
but his host works days, so 
outings have been limited 
somewhat. 

If any Tecumseh area 
family would like to meet 
Patrick, they may contact 
Carl Schmidt. 

Patrick's father is a farmer 
in Liberia, which also has 
mining and chemical in- 
dustry. Patrick has two’ 
brothers and a sister.

BRITTON — Many early 
Settlers not only. memorized 
‘many adages but put them 
into practice in their daily 
living. 


‚ Some common adages often 
quoted and practiced were: 
“Waste neh me not", “А 
penny sa a penny ear- 
ned", “Never put off until 
lomorrow what you can do 
today", and "Make hay while 
the sunshines." 

. Living up to those wise old 
Sayings, may in some small 
way, account for the ac- 
Complishments of the- first 
settlers who left to us such a 
rich heritage. 

‚ Those early residents were 
by no means wealthy. They 
had litle money and fun 
possessions. If they had owned 
much they wouldn't have been 
&ble to bring them to this 
unsettled forested region 
Where there were no roa 
other means of transportation. 

Those first settlers did bring 
with them courage, a 
willingness to endure hard- 
ships, ambition, and a 
determination to succeed. 

Few of the early settlers in 
northeastern Lenawee County 
wasted anything of value. 
Housewives didn’t buy fac 
fnade wash clothes, Пів! 
clothes, ог pot holders. 

When cotton underwear had 
become so worn it was beyond 
repair, the better portions of 
the soft light weight un- 
derwear were cut into wash 
clothes. 

Coarser under garments 
became dish clothes, scrub 
clothes, or mops. When men's 
work socks could no longer be 
repaired the tops were cut off 
just above the heel and folded 
into convenient sizes for pot 
holders. 

Modern families may 
question how sanitary the 
wash clothes, dish clothes, and 
pot holders were. Housewives 
were particular with their 
laundry. White clothes were 
boiled and kept clean. 

Those home made wash 
clothes were soft and kind to 
tender skin and removed dirt 
from little faces equally as 
well as the fancy expensive 
wash clothes sold today. 

Sugar sacks (for years 
sugar was packaged in cotton 
sacks) were washed and 
saved to strain fruit juices 
used in making jelly. 

Cotton flour sacks were 
washed, the lettering 
removed, and bleached, Then 
the stitching was removed and 
the material hemmed for dish 
towels. 

Some thrifty housewives 
saved the sacks which were 
made from finer woven 
material and used them for 
making pillow cases, or items 
of wearing apparel. 

Not too many years ago 
chicken feed was sold in 100 
pound bags of pretty cotton 
print material. When the bags 
had been emptied the bags 
were opened out flat and the 
material washed and ironed. 

From these pieces women 
made aprons, dresses, pillow 
cases and many other useful 
articles. 

‹ Many senior citizens will 
remember the hand-me- 
downs or second hand clothing 
they wore. Nothing wearable 
was discarded. Children often 
wore clothing outgrown by

older members of the family. 

Many mothers made 
dresses, suits, and other ar- 
ticles of clothing from the 
better parts of the garments 
no longer worn by older 
members of the family. 

Scraps of material were not 
thrown away. Ingenious 
seamstresses made patch 
work quilts, pillow tops, and 
rugs from them. 

Even шу little bits of cloth 
were saved and stored in bags 
and then sold to the ragman 
when he came along. 

(According to a recent 
newspaper Nee; four 
ragmen were the 
alleys оѓ Yonkers. Now 4 
in 1970). 

The  housewife didn't 
receive much for the rags, but 
every penny counted. Again

CLINTON Clinton 
Rotarians turned the tables, 
Wednesday night, and served 
a dinner to all the cooks who 
have ever served the weekly 
Rotarian dinners at the United 
Church of Christ. More than 60 
"women attended. 


Charlie Cook was in charge 
of the kitchen detail with other 
Rotarians rolling up their 
sleeves to help. 

More than 26 years ago, 
Rotarians, who had been 
meeting in local restaurants; 
persuaded the Women’s 
Fellowship members of the 
church to serve their weekly 
dinners. 

Eight volunteer circles 
were formed, each with a 
leader, rotating charge of the 
Wednesday meal at eight 
week intervals. The leader 
planned the meal, purchased 
necessary items, and solicited 
Such things as desserts and 
salads from members of her 
eircle. 

Women who were employed, 
or otherwise unable to take a 
turn at preparing the meal, 
contributed money when their 
turn came. 

The family style dinners are 

served to 22-25 Rotarians 
including an occasional guest. 
Three or four women can 
usually handle the kitchen 
preparation, and the men 
have always helpfully carried 
their dishes back to the kit- 
chen. 
; Women's Fellowship used 
Һе funds raised through the 
years to promote their various 
projects, and to build and 
equip a most efficient kitchen 
at the church. 


About 10 years ago the 
Women's Fellowship gave-up 
the responsibility. for the 
dinners and a new 
autonomous Service Group 
was formed; still composed of 
volunteers of the church 
women. There are only six 
circles- now with about 10 
women on each one. 

Now nearly all the proceeds 
go directly into the church 
general fund. 

Co-chairmen of the Service 
Group are Judy King and 
Janet Corwin and Nancy 
Cadmus is secretary- 
treasurer. 

System apparently works 
out well, since the Rotarians 
are treated to a lot of new 
recipes, and frequent 
repetition is avoided since a 
record is kept of menus and 
quantities. 

Someone once reportedly 
said that if Clinton ever had a 
major disaster occur — the 
women of the United Church 
of Christ would be already 
organized to feed the whole 
town if they had to.

Cafeteria 
to Continue 


Food Service 
CLINTON — Cafeterias will 
be operated at the High School 
for Grades 9 through 12 and at 
the Middle School for Grades 1 
through 8. 

Students may carry their 
lunch or take advantage of 
cafeteria services. However, 
aal students, if they eat at 
school, must do so in the 
cafeteria. 

Both cafeterias will serve 
Type A lunches in accordance 
with the State Hot Lunch 
requirements as well as soups, 
sandwiches, etc. 

Prices for type A lunches for 
the 1976-77 school year will be 
as follows: Elementary 
grades 1 through 4, 45 cents; 
Middle school grades 5-8, 50 
cents; High school grades 9- 
12, 50 cents; Adult school 
personnel, 8 cents. 

Soups, sandwiches and 
seconds are priced according 
to the-item. 

Due to the misuse of the 
present charging system in 
the cafeteria, the new policy of 
the hot lunch program will be: 
A student may only have one 
charge and this must be paid 
before that student is allowed 
the privilege of buying 
another hot lunch or any ala- 
cart item, including milk. 

All charges and payments in 
the future will be made at the 
cafeteria cashiers desk only 
during the time of the hot 
lunch period. 

As per federal guidelines, 
Clinton Schools will serve free 
meals to those students who 
come from low income 
families. 


TB Testing 


Is Required 


CLINTON — As required by 
law, all students entering 
Clinton Community Schools 
for the first time must presnt 
an up-to-date immunization 
and tuberculin testing record. 

Immunization and 
Tuberculin testing may be 
obtained from your family 
physician or from the 
Lenawee County Health 
Department. The Health 
Department Clinic, located in 
Adrian, is open on Monday, 
Wednesday and Friday from 8 
- 11:30 a.m. and from 12:30 to 
4:30 p.m. There is no charge 
for this service at the Health 
Department. 

If for religious reasons, a 
child has not been immunized 
according to the above 
requirements, the parents or 
guardian must submit a 
written statement to that 
effect to the building Prin- 
cipal. 
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Reading Program Is 
Started in Schools 


CLINTON. — A new kin- 
dergarten through 12th grade 
reading program is being 
implemented in Clinton 
Community Schools this fall. 

Goal of the program is 
development of reading 
proficiency, not remedial, 
Superintendent Richard 
Wegner explained. 

An effort will be made to 
have every youth graduating 
from Clinton High School 
achieve a sixth grade level of 
reading. 

Wegner .explained that 
although this goal may seem a 
somewhat modest goal, it is 
not, when one considers that 
since all youth are now 
required to attend high school, 
general levels of reading 
ability must, of necessity, be 
lower than iri the days when 
nearly half of those who 
completed grade school did 
not go on to high school. Then, 
only those who had better 
reading proficiency sought 
higher education. 

Of course, there will be 
exceptions, he said, but 
reading proficiency will 
become. a requirement for 
graduation. 

Funded through Federal 
Elementary Secondary 
Education Act (ESEA) Title T 
and State Aid Reading Sup- 
port Services, the program 
will be directed by Reading 
Consultant Barbara Spahr. 

Identification of students 
needing special emphasis on 
reading will be determined by 
a series of several tests. 

Barbara Spahr will serve on 
a part-time basis as reading 
consultant and at other times 
will be a classroom teacher in 
reading. She will direct the in- 
service training program of 
classroom teachers, who will 
implement the reading em- 
phasis in their classes on 
whatever subject. 

Pam McGahey will be full 
time reading teacher working 
with those elementary 
students identified as deficient 
readers, who will receive 


time responsibility to work 
with students, at the 5th - 6th 
grade level, who have iden- 
tified reading deficiencies. 

At the 7th and 8th grade 
level, English classes will be 
divided into four sections, 
taught by a regular classroom 
teacher. 

Reading will be taught by 
reading specialists as a 
separate class in addition to 
English, to those students who 
are not reading at their grade 
level determined by 
Metropolitan Achievement 
Test. 

Students will be encouraged 
to develop their own reading 
skills while in the elementary 
and midddle school grades so 
that they will not have to be 
placed in remedial reading 
classes in later years, when 
they might’ prefer to be in- 
volved in sports, band or other 
extra-curricular activities. 

Reading. program will 
continue into the first two 
years of high school through 
regular classroom emphasis 
by teachers of all subjects, 
and with the part-time 
assistance of the reading 
consultants. 

School libraries are con- 
sidered ''quite adequate" to 
supplement the new reading 
program, according to 
Wegner, who called the 
elementary school library 
“опе of the best in Lenawee 
County." 

Middle School and High 
School Learning Resources 
Centers are constantly being 
upgraded and are in good 
shape, he said.

Opens Stained Glass Studio

"Our church" has a new 
meaning for Richard and 
Sandra Marks of Adrian. They 
are opening Marks Studio and 
Gallery for stained glass in the 
old Catholic Church at 302 E. 
Chicago Blvd. in the heart of 
Tecumseh. 

Marks, hailed as one of the 
top designers of stained glass 
art in the United States has 
been in the business for the 
last 20 years. 

He and his craftsman wife 
have commuted to area 
colleges for the past four 
years teaching their art. When 
the remodeling of their studio 
is complete, they will begin 
teaching these credit courses 
to агі students from 
University of Michigan, 
University of Toledo, Eastern 
Michigan University, Siena 
Heights, Adrian, Hillsdale and 
Albion colleges in Tecumseh. 

Non-credit courses for 
hobbyists are also planned to 
begin this fall. 

The downstairs will be the 
workshop where the four 
craftsmen they employ are 
now restoring the stained 
glass windows of the First 
United Presbyterian Church 
of Tecumseh. 

The gallery planned for the 
former church Fane uate 
will display fine crafts. It wi 
feature track lighting for 
special display effects. Marks 
plans to design a stained glass 
screen to highlight the gallery 
area. The Gallery opening is 
planned for December. 

"Even though Toledo is the 
glass center, there are no other 
galleries in this area. Glass is 
exciting. The idea of stained 
glass in a gallery is new 
because it was never thought 
of as a gallery thing but 
strictly liturgical," said 
Marks. 

But stained glass has really 
caught on as a flexible art 
medium in California and 





where ever there are tourists, 
he explained. 

Marks would like to educate 
through his gallery that 
stained glass can be used 
creatively in homes, offices or 
wherever, as functional and 
decorative art. 

In his own home he has built 
four stained glass screens into 
his workshop. Three were 
designed as a screen for a 
gallery show. Once the 
workshop is. moved to 
Tecumseh, the one in the 
Adrian home will be converted 
to the master bedroom. 

Marks, who has done 300 
commissions for various 
churches, restaurants and 
others, describes his ap- 
proach. 

“When doing commissions 
you're trying to fit it to the 
building. Our work is 
classical, not expressionistic. 
Stained glass is an ar- 
chitectural art, you have to fit 
it (о an environment, The best 
work has always been 
restrained, it doesn’t look like 
candy shop colors.” 

Sandra Marks shares her 
husband's enthusiasm for the 
art and is an effective 
promoter of her husband's 
talent. 

"Richard has a delicious 
background for his work. 

"He graduated írom the 
Detroit Center for Creative 
Studies, formerly the Society 
of Arts and Crafts. He was 
head designer for 10 years 
with Detroit Stained Glass and 
five years with the White 
Associates in Canton, Ohio, 
one of the largest companies 
in the United States. He has 
spent four years on his own 
with the Richard Marks 
stained glass studio before we 
came here.” 

Marks has also spent one 
year in study of art history at 
the University of Michigan 
and one year at Cranbrook 
Institute. He had a four year 


apprenticeship at McMahon 
Stained Glass. 

Marks has shown his work 
in galleries and shows in 
Carmel and San Francisco, 
Calif., Chicago, New York, 
Detroit, Toledo and Ann Ar- 
bor. 


He will show some of his 
furniture and other work at 
the Lenawee County Fair this 
week. 

"His gallery works are in 
good demand," told Mrs.

In September, the Marks 
Studio is expecting a visit 
from the Picasso of stained 
glass, Ludwig Schaffrath of 
Germany. He will lecture and 
demonstrate his art at one of 
the first classes. 

New windows will be 
designed to replace the 
existing church windows, as 
an example of the flexibility of 
the art. ''Old glass isn't 
always better," explained 
Sandra Marks. “Almost any 
glass made years ago can be 
reproduced now and actually 
even better." 

Chemicals are used in 
manufacturing colored glass. 
Cobalt is used for blue, pure 
gold is used for some red 
glass, which makes it very 
expensive, and sugar 
produces a rich brown. 

Another method of 
producing colored glass is kiln 
firing painted glass. In this 
method facial features and 
three-dimentional shadowing 
can be achieved. 

Sandra also cleared up a 
common misconception. 
Tiffany styled lamps do not 
use leading but a lighter 
joining material called copper 
foil. 

Marks restored the ceiling 
designed by Tiffany in the 
Detroit Farwell Building. 

Beveled glass, manufac- 
tured with etching in it or 
"acid etched" beveled glass, 
is another type of glass known 
for artistic beauty. 

The Marks have four 
children, Richelle 14, Damien, 
12, Lydia, 9 and Adrian, 5.

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MSC New Program Looks Promising 


First of two parts

Instant solutions don't exist 
for treating problem youth. 

Sometimes it takes a few 
years of operation before the 
effectiveness of a new 
program can be measured. 

In 1974, Maurice Spear 
Campus, the Lenawee County 
Youth facility, introduced a 
program called Reality 
Therapy to replace its former 
program called Guided Group 
Interaction. 

The post two-year survey, 
part of a study launched by the 
С; is coming up іп 
January and from the data so 
far, it uld seem Reality 
Therapy is successful 
program for redirecting 
youth. 

Basic difference is the new 
program requires the youths 
to assess their behavior in 
terms of responsibility for 
their actions. 

In contrast, Guided Group 
Interaction, formerly used, is 
a therapy which emphasizes 
peer pressure to correct 
behavior. The new positive 
culture substitutes for the 
street influence. This Guided 
Group Interaction program is 
a variation of а therapy 
program called Possitive Peer 
Culture, used by some youth 
centers in the area. 

One problem with the 
Positive Peer Culture ap- 
proach however is that when 
the youth returns to the real 
world, he lacks positive 
reinforcement of the group. 

In Reality Therapy, the goal 
is to make the individual 
cognizant he can solve his 
behavior problem only if he 
wants to recognize his 
irresponsible behavior and 
chose alternatives.

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worked with youth for 28 
years. He explained the im- 
portant differences between 
Reality Therapy and PPC 
which Maurice Spear 
Campus has found. 

"PPC was too negative. 
Recidivism began to grow. 
Kids were too conditioned to 
institutional life. Check here, 
check there. It was too 
mechanical. Once the student 
left the institution there was 
no support from the peer 
group and things in the real 
world seemed strange. So we 
decided to take a second 
look," Baran related. 

William Glasser, author 
explains Reality Therapy 
concepts in his book by the 
same title. 


Reality Therapy, unlike 
PPC recognizes that not all 
problems can be solved by the 
group approach. Professional 
counselors work in privacy 
with youths. A psychiatric 
profile is taken of each youth 
upon entering the Campus. 

Reality Therapy respects 
the youth’s privacy—not all 
confidences need be reported 
to the group. Continuity of 
counselors is also important. 
Treatment is thus  in- 
dividualized. Pressures 
exerted through the group are 
more of a security measure, 
for example, “new” groups 
move together. 

Runaways are also handled 
differently. At Maurice Spear 
pursuit by peers is allowed 
only on campus. Under the 




















PPC program whole groups 
have n known to turn out 
missing from campus in 
pursuit. 

Instead, local law еп 
forcement agencies are 
contacted by Maurice Spear 
Campus (MSC). In 1975, 46 
runaways were reported àt 
MSC, including repeated 
runaways. This is a 60 percent 
reduction over the old system, 
according to Baran. 

How do these statistics 
compare with other youth 
homes? Nobody keeps these 
statistics, said Baran. But the 
the Maurice Spear. Campus 
follow-up study includes these 
figures апа others in a 
monthly report to its 24- 
member board of directors. 

Evaluations are made on 
arrival, leaving, after six 
months and now two years 
following the youth's return 
home. 

These are in addition to 30- 
day trial release period, 60 
days maximum, before final 
releases.The County Probation 
office then follows up with a 
big brother апа sister 
program. 

Unlike the old PPC system, 
Reality Therapy provides for 
a family counselor. The 
Probate Court encourages 
families to visit the family 
counselor who is available on 
two weekday nights and 
Sunday afternoons, when most 
parents don't work, for their 
convenience. 

И Reality Therapy is so 
good, why don't other youth 


homes adopt it? 
Lack of knowledge of the 


program and convenience are 
two reasons Baran cited.

THE UPSIDE-DOWN BIRDS. 

They landed on the rough bark of the walnut tree 
and, had the windows been open, we could have 
heard as well as seen. The white-breasted nut- 
hatches have strong sharp 'toenails' and, when they 
scramble.up and down a tree trunk, the sound is 


really quite distintive. A little scratchy clatter noise. 


We have not seen many of 
these birds this summer but 
that is not at all unusual 
year round residents, our 
classified as nonmigratory 
birds and thus in theory are 
year round residents, olur 


-yard and feeders have never 


hosted them much during the 
summer months. 

The white-breated 
nuthatches apparently mate 
for life but during the cold 
weather months the bond is 
not a strong one. 

Only when the lengthening 
daylight hours of spring 
trigger the urge to mate do the 
males truly become con- 
cerned about their lady loves. 

Then they do a male car- 
dinal act, they bring the gals 
to the feeder and with great 
ceremony select the fattest 
sunflower seeds ог the 
choicest bits of suet for them. 
How gallant! 

The courtship we have 
watched but the nest building, : 

incubation,aand child care 
are done elsewhere. 

According to the books the 
upside-down birds are hole 
nesters — they are not par- 
ticular about the height above 
ground and any natural cavity 
or abandoned woodpecker 
hole will do. 

Occasionally they will even 
be tempted to use a bark 
covered bird house. Feathers, 
hair, plant fibers, anything 
that is soft is used for the nest 
and the average clutch of 
whitish eggs speckled with 
reddish brown or light purple 
markings numbers from five 
to nine. 

Only one family is raised 
per year and the female does 
most of the incubating. 

These are friendly birds and 
Ionly hopé one book was right 
when it said that often the 
family group will remain 
together well into the winter. 

I can vouch for their ac- 
curacy when not only this book 
but several others talk about 
the upside-down birds 
associating with black 
capped chickadees and tufted 
titmice. 

Such a threesome has 
brightened more winter days 
than I care to count. 

Fortunately the white- 
breasted are fond of feeder 
fare. Nut meats, seeds, and 
suet are their primary foods — 
primary at a feeding station 
that is. 

As they walk up and down 
tree trunks and circle over 
and under all promising limbs 
they are often searching for 
insect eggs or the creepy 
crawly bugs themselves. 

Their long slender bills are 
ideal probes, they can poke 
into and explore all the 
crevices and cranies in even 
the roughest bark. 

Of course, these same bills 
are also super handy when the 
birds build their caches of 
food. The “National 
Geographic's'' bird book calls 
them ‘‘great rainy-day birds" 
by which they mean the 
nuthatches are forever and 
always collecting stores of 
food. 

They take goodies from a

feeding tray and wedge them 
into the bark on nearby trees. 

This obsession with hoar- 
ding food helps not only the 
white-breasteds but also the 
squirrels, bluejays, wood- 
peckers, chickadees, etc. 

These upside-down birds are 
really quite handsome. About 
six inches in length they have 
long bills, short stubby tails, 
chunky bodies, and give the 
impression of being short 
necked and broad shouldered. 

Their faces, throats, and 
breasts are white; backs 
gray; wings and tail gray with 
black and white markings; 
and the tops of their heads and 
the backs of their necks are 
bluish black. 

The females are marked 
exactly as the males except 
their heads are not quite such 
a dark and rich blue-black. 

There are four members of 
the nuthatch clan found in 
North America. 

Our white-breasted is the 
largest and the next to the 
smallest is the shy red- 
breasted who also"has been 
known to visit feeders in this 
area. 

The five inch long brown- 
headed nuthatch and the little 
four inch pygmy are rather 
specialized in their territories 
— the former restricting itself 
to the southeast whereas the 
tiniest nuthatch likes the 
mountainous areas of the 
west. 

I call our white breated 
upside-down birds but in truth, 
all four qualify for the name.

Children Enjoyed Threshing 
BRITTON — Adults found 
threshing hard work, but 
youngsters looked forward to 
the threshing season with 
considerable pleasure. It was 

an exciting time for them. 

When the grain was being 
cut and shocked, children too 
small to help in the fields 
carried fresh cool water to the 
workers in the middle of the 
forenoon and again in mid- 
afternoon. 

_ Usually the farmer 
requested that a lunch be 
brought at the same time. 

Work in the field was dif- 
ficult and men could do better 
if they were по hungry. 

Lunches usually consisted of 
big fat sugar or molasses 
cookies (homemade). If 
cookies were not to be had, the 
farm wife sent sandwiches 
made with thick slices of 
homemade bread. 

Children did not object to 
trudging to the fields with 
water and lunch. There 
weren't any television 
programs for them to miss 
and Mother usually included a 
snack for them, too. 

What a thrill the boys got 
when they were allowed to 
climb upon the big steam 
engine and. toot the whistle. 

Girls felt quite grown-u 
when they could assist wi 
the preparations for the big 
meals and help with the 
serving. 

Neighbor ladies who came 
to help prepare the meals 
usually brought their children 
with them. What fun the 


е children had playing together. 


Almost all children went 
barefooted all summer. By 
harvest season the bottom of 
their feet had become so 
toughened they could run 
across rough terrain without 
flinching. 

Boys and girls alike became 
quite agile and could scramble 
up onto grain wagons with 
ease. 

As grain bins began to flll, 
boys and girls (too young to 
work, yet old enough to be out 
of their mother's sight) had 
fun playing in the freshly 
threshed grain. 

The feeling of the warm 
kernels of grain against their 
bare legs was a pleasant 
sensation known only to 
barefooted country children. 

About the only disap- 
pointment experienced by 
children during the threshing 
period, was having to wait to 
eat until after all of the hungry 
workmen had satisfied their 
appetites апа resumed 
threshing. 

Youngsters didn't tarry at 
the table, lest they miss some 
of the outside activities. 

After the last bundle of 
grain had been threshed and 
the threshing outfit had moved 
the 
children stopped playing in 
the grain and switched their 
play activities to the straw 
stack. 

There they frolicked in the 
golden straw, sliding down the 
stack and throwing straw at

It is readily apparent that 
the former owner of the Jo- 
El’s antique business ap- 
preciates the history of the old 
cemetery. 

He.has discovered the 
original plat map for the 
"River Bank’’ Cemetery, as it 
was called when first 
established. 

Originally Clinton's early 
residents were buried in Oak- 
mount Cemetery near the site 
of the present water tower on 
Currier St., from 1830 until 
1864, when a few graves were 
moved to the new cemetery 
location at Brown and Coman 
Sts. Some 53 graves were left 
at the old cemetery. 

O'Donnell began sprucing 
up the historic stone chapel 
constructed in 1912 under the 
sponsorship of the Clinton 
Culture Club, antecedent of 
Clinton Woman's Club. 

Notable for its solid oak 
cathedral ceiling and leaded 
windows the chapel was used 
for funerals for many years 
until funeral homes became 
available for use. Mounted 
plaques inside list all who 
contributed to the chapel 
project. 

O'Donnell was intrigued by 
his find of the original old 
sexton's double compartment 
desk in the chapel office. He 
plans to restore it to 
usefulness.

“To learn how to com- 
municate with adults, adults 
must be brutally honest with 
youth so they can learn how to 
make friends by example. 
Establishing trust is im- 
portant," asserted Baran. 

Two other . important 
principles in the Reality 
Therapy program are facing 
reality and recognizing 
irresponsible behavior. This is 
accomplished partly in group 
and private therapy 
discussions. Biographies are 
also used in an innovative way 
to give students an op- 
portunity to discuss the 
behavior of others and to gain 
understanding of their own 
behavior. This technique is 
called “‘bibliotherapy”’. 

Each student is also asked 
to write a brief autobiography. 
Other themes аге also 
assigned to develop writing 
Skills and understanding of 
behavior simultaneously. 

The youths pay for damage 
they do from their own ‘‘ac- 
counts," gifts of money which 
are evenly distributed among 
the youth.

Apparently this is a super season for robins. 
At least here where Logan Street meets Evans 
there has been a bumper crop. The lawns the 
trees, the bushes, and the creek bank — every- 


thing full. 

As for those who do spend a 
happy winter in the’ sunny 
southland, their trip -back to 
the family rearing areas, has 
been well studied. 

They migrate mostly during 
daylight» hours and travel 
approximately 38 miles per 
day. The males reach their 
destination a week or 10 days 
ahead of the females. Ў 

But what are the formalities 
of the fall jaunt? With no 
territorial boundries to 
establish, do perhaps males 
and females travel together? 

And since it is generally 
accepted that the increasing 
number of daylight hours is 
one of the main factors 
triggering the urge to fly north 
and return to old breeding 
areas, is it likewise true that 
the shortening of the days, the 
decreasing of the daylight 
hours, prompts the southward 
migration? 

Noné of our books have 
much to say about these 
matters. 

Oh my though, they cer- 
tainly have a great deal to say 
about other facets of the 
robins’ life. 

For example. In this area it 
usually takes about six weeks 
to go from egg to in- 
dependence — a two-week 
incubation period, a two-week 
Stay in the nest, and a two- 
week school session during 
which the males take over 
most of the instruction duties 
and teach the kids the tricks of 
survival.

of.robins nesting in the far 
north who, instead of four 
weeks, used merely 10 days to 
bring their family ''from egg 
to first flight". 

The long Artic days were 
apparently responsible 
because the birds were 
estimated to work 21 hours per 
day. That is carrying ‘over- 
time’ and ‘forced feeding’ 
almost to the point of being 
ridiculous. 

One book gives some in- 
teresting nest building facts 
and figures. Although the 
male may help а little by 
occasionally bringing a bit of 
nesting material, the female is 
in charge of and does the 
actual construction work. 

On an average she takes 
four or five days to build a nest 
but, under extremely adverse 
weather conditions, it has 
been known to drag out to a 
tedious 20 days. 

If the need is urgent a 
talented lady can build a nest 
for her second brood in one 
day. 

The usual number of pretty 
blue eggs is three or four and 
they are laid one per day. In 
the late morning. 

Some claim that if a cowbird 
intrudes and deposits her egg 
in a robin's nest, it is the 
cowbird who loses. The robin 
will throw out the other bird's 
egg. 

And one last stat — life ex- 
pectancy: 14 months for a 
newly hatched robin but the 
longevity record for a non- 
protected bird is 10 years. 


What a wonderful contfast 
to not many years ago when 
the heavy spraying of DDT 
and other insecticides almost 
wiped out the robin 
population. Fortunately the 
danger was realized in time. 

Young robins are always 
great fun and, since there are 
two and usually three broods a 
season, there are always 
young ones to watch. With 
their short bobbed tails, fat 
round bodies, big yellow 
rimmed bills, these 
youngsters look so young and 
not quite sure of themselves. 

In surprisingly short time 
they are completely capable 
of coping but they still look 
young. Those pale speckled 
breasts and white bibs on the 
throats are tell-tale signs. 

There is a great deal of 
information in my bird books 
about the robins' northward 
migration in the spring but 
little mention of their south- 
ward trip in the fall. 

Actually the spring flight is 
the most exciting 1 guess. 
After a long and dreary winter 
those first sightings are 
precious. 

Even though more and more 
birds are wintering in the 
swamps or sheltered areas of 
the northern states everyone 
seems to think of the robins as 
harbingers of spring.

DPH Denies 
Hospital's 
Lease Plan 


A Herrick Memorial 
Hospital proposal to lease 
space to a private physician to 
operate a diagnostic service, 
independently of the hospital, 
has been denied by the 
Michigan Department of 
Public Health (DPH). 

An unclear need for the 
service and the ‘appropriate 
geographical site” were cited 
as reasons for the denial. 

HMM had agreed to lease 
available space to Dr. Nancy 
Newlin, of Tecumseh, for the 
purpose of operating a 
diagnostic service, utilizing 
ultrasound capability. 

Method, which uses the 
principal of sonar, is used in 
lieu of X-ray, as in obstetrics 
examine a fetus, or in 
procedures to locate a tumor, 
etc. 

Dr. Newlin is considered 
“well qualified" by the HMH 
Board and is a member of the 
hospital staff. 

Hospital Administrator 
William Groover said he'is not 
sure whether the Hospital 
Board will appeal the 
decision." Appeal must be 
made within 30 days. 

He stated the hospital felt 
there was a demand for the 
service. It surveyed 
physicians and felt there was 
a need, 

Groover stated Tecumseh is 
probably as close to every 
other part of the county as 
Adrian's Bixby Hospital. 

Furthermore, the board 
offered to lease the space 
since the hospital is a center 
for health care in the com- 
munity and some in-patients 
could also benefit from the 
service.

A fire marshal from Jackson told school 
officials Friday that Tecumseh High School could 
not start on schedule - Tuesday, Sept. 7th. - after a 
tour of the cafeteria area failed his inspection. 

With regards to adjacent construction underway 
in the immediate area, he ordered a one hour 
rated firewall constructed at the north end of the 
cafeteria, closing off the north exit of the cafeteria. 
This temporary wall will be removed when 
work is completed on the $1.5 million high school 
addition. 

He also ordered temporary doors removed and 
other openings on the east side of the cafeteria 


sealed off until fire rated doors arrive from the 
supplier.

Wallace MacGeorge, Tecumseh fire chief, in- 
spected the cafeteria Tuesday afternoon, approv- 
ing the temporary fire wall and the closing of the 
openings on the east side leading to the kitchen 
area. Classes started Wednesday. 


Ratify Salary Schedule 


A two-year salary schedule for téachers in the 
Tecumseh schools was ratified last Thursday by 
the Tecumseh Education Association and the 
School Board. 


Board held a special session that evening for 
ratification. 


Salaries were raised by 3.75 percent the first 
year and 3.40 percent the second year, Gene 
Cooley, assistant superintendent, explains. The 
adjustment makes the local teachers the highest 
paid in the county. 


The base for a teacher with a B.A. degree was 
raised from $9,900 to $10,275 with a maximum in 
11 years of $16,738. 


For the 1977-78 school term, the base will be 


raisedagain, with a starting salary of $10,625 and 
a maximum of $17,308 after 11 years. 


Teachers with a masters degree will start the 
1976-77 school year at $11,328. Next year the base 
will be raised to $11,714 with a maximum of 
$19,083 after 11 years. 


Cooley says the total package amounts to an in- 
crease of just over seven percent with the biggest 
increase coming in health care costs. He pointed 
out that hospital care alone amounted to a hike of 
$43,000. 


TEA and School Board had been negotiating 
salaries since spring, and will not negotiate again 
until 1978 when the present contract expires. Last 
year the contract was re-written for a three-year 
agreement, except for salaries.

This week I have chosen two 
recipes that are ideal for 
packing in lunches or for after 
school snacks. Kathy Hartley 
gave me this recipe for 
brownies that are easy to 
prepare and are really good. 

PERFECT FUDGE 
BROWNIES 
2 sticks of margarine 
4ounces (4 squares) chocolate 
1% cups plus 2 tablespoons 
sifted flour 
12 teaspoon baking powder 
1 teaspoon salt 
2 cups sugar 
4 eggs slightly beaten 
1 teaspoon vanilla 
34 cup chopped nuts (optional) 

Melt margarine and 
chocolate over low heat; cool. 

Sifted together flour, baking 
powder, and salt. 

Gradually add sugar to 
eggs, mixing thoroughly. Add 
vanilla and cooled margarine 
mixture, blending well. 

Stir in dry ingredients and 
blend in chopped nuts. 

Turn batter into a greased 
13x9 inch pan. Bake 375 
degrees for 30-35 minutes. 

This second recipe is my 
favorite cookie recipe. One 
batch makes eight dozen 
cookies. They keep well, 
freeze well, and are delicious.

women to help shock the grain 
and also assist with the 
chores. Most farms had 
horses, cattle, hogs, sheep, 
chickens, ducks, geese 
sometimes turkeys, rabbits, a 
few guneas, and even a 
peacock or two. 

All had to be fed and a 
. Supply of water kept for them. 

Women and children helped 
keep water tanks -full, 
especially if the wind was too 
calm to operate the windmill. 

Nearly all farmers got up at 
day break. By the time the 
morning chores were done, 
they had developed an .ар- 
petite and were ready for a 
hearty breakfast. 

In those daysbreakfasts were 
not the ready prepared kind 
served in many homes today. 
A typical farm breakfast 
consisted of homemade bread, 
butter, fried potatoes, bacon 
and eggs, and coffee with 
cream. 

Some farmers might have 
been considered eccentric. 
One man insisted on having 
hot baking powder biscuits 
every morning. Another 
wanted baked beans. While 
another wasn't * satisfied 
unless he had pancakes every 
morning. 

The threshing season found 
housewives exceptionally 
busy. The men with the 
threshing rig stayed over 
night at the farm where they 
were to thresh. 

Sometimes it was after dark 
before the slow moving outfit 
chugged into the farm yard. 
Frequently the men had no* 
had supper and the homemaker 
had to be prepared to serve 
the hungry men. 

The next morning breakfast 
had to be served, not only to 
the family but also to the 
threshers, (men who operated 
the rig). What appetites they 
had. 

As soon as the threshers left 
the house after breakfast, the 
housewife examined the beds 
where the men had slept to 
make sure that they had not 
brought any bed bugs. (Most 
of the threshing crew came 
from respectable homes but 
could have carried bed bugs 
from some place where they 
had stayed. 

Breakfast over, 
preparations were begun for 
dinner. Quantities of food 
must be prepared. Often a 
large beef roast gotten from 
the meat market late the day 
before or early that morning 
(homes lacked refrigeration) 
or chickens were started to 
cook. 

Pies, at least three or four 
were baked. A large kettleful 
of potatoes was peeled and 
vegetable prepared. In ad- 
dition there would be 
homemade bread, pickles - 
(beet, sweet apple, or string 
bean), assorted relishes, 
cabbage salad, jams, and 
cheese. Usually one or two 
neighbor ladies helped with 
meals. 

Shortly before noon, 
children placed a large wash 
tub on a couple of crates and 
filled the tub partly full of 
water so the men could wash 
before eating. Then they put a 
mirror, comb, bar of soap, and 
large roller towels in a con- 
venient place for the men to 
use. 

As soon as some of the men 
had eaten and left the table the 
dirty dishes were removed 
and a fresh place setting put 
on. Older girls help wait table. 
By the time the men, women, 
and children had eaten about 
25 had been fed. 

Dinner over, dishes had to 
be washed and the table set for 
supper. Preparations started 
immediately for the next 
meal, 

Supper menus usually in- 
cluded American fried 
potatoes or potato salad, 
platters of cold meat, deviled 
eggs, sliced tomatoes, pickles, 
fruit (fresh or canned), cake 
and tea or coffee. 

Farm families having only a 
few acres of grain got by with 
serving only one or two meals, 
while on larger farms it took 
longer to thresh which meant 
that several meals had to be 
served. 

Threshers soon learned in 
which homes the best meals 
were served and schemed to 
at those places at meal time 
and avoided if at all possible 
eating at homes that were not 
too clean or where the food 


. served was inferior. 


There were twó threshing 
periods each season, one for 
threshing. wheat which had 
been planted in the fall and the 
other for threshing barley and 
oats which ripened later than 
the wheat. 

Farmer's wives were not 
only busy preparing meals, 
but there was cleaning to be 
done, and extra laundry which 
included table cloths and 
numerous towels. Still there 
was little complaint. 

The role of à farmer's wife 
has certainly changed. There 
are few large crews of 
workers to be fed.

By MAXINE CALHOUN 
CLINTON — One of the rarest 
of the nearly ‘lost arts’ ig the 
one of Hitchcock sten- 
ciling done by Laura Sisson of 
Tecumseh. She’ll be 
demonstrating the art at 
Clinton’s Fall Festival the last 
weekend in September. 

During the 30 years Miss 
Sisson operated an antique 
business n east of Clinton, 

she collected old chairs 
she's restoring and decorating 
them with Hitchock style 
stencils. 

She sold her antique 
business to Alton Emerines 
about seven years ago and 
moved to an old house at 9924 
Clinton-Tecumseh Rd., which 
is uniquely suited to a person 
of her antique collecting 
nature. 

She's kept it filled with her 
treasuréd collections of 
Currier and Ives fruit and 
flower prints, toy banks, 
metal molds, limited edition 
plates, and decorative crocks, 
just to name a few of the 
fascinating things that 
surround her stencil working 
area. 

A charming old gingerbread 
house-shaped iron stove heats 
the dining room. 

The particular style of 
stenciling shé does originated 
with the Hitchcock factory in 
Terrytown, Conn., circa 1820- 
1865. Since 1940 à new factory 
there has been making 
reproductions of the chairs 
that gained renown. 

Ethereal effect designs, 
often of fruit or flowers, are 
achieved by powdered liner 
gold colors applied by a velvet 
wrapped finger on the art-tex 
linen stencil. Flat backs and 
sometimes the legs of the 
chairs are stenciled on a chair 
which has been painted, 
usually black. 

Laura learned the art seven

In tribute to her constancy 
as a volunteer leader in the 
program, the Tecumseh 
Jaycee Auxiliary has named, 
in memorial, The Barbara 
Johnson Jobs for Tecumseh 
Teens Program. 

Mrs. Johnson, a supporter of 
the program since it started in 
1973, died July 8, this year. 

The program originated in 
the spring of 1973 through the 
Parent Drop-In Center. It was 
started as a community effort 
and involved junior and senior 
high school students, 
teachers, parents and 
business. 


Named 


Barbara Johnson, then 
secretary for the high school 
guidance office, was one of the 
assisting chairmen in the 
program which recruited 
students and tried to match 
them with full or part-time 
summer jobs. 

The program lost 
momentum after the first 
year. There were problems 
with the taped telephone 
message system. Leadership 
was not recirculating into the 
program. Some people didn’t 
understand the purpose of the 
program. There were often 
more kids than jobs. 

But for the last two years, 

Mrs. Johnson, Gisela Gero 
and Donna Schiller coor- 
dinated JTT. Although it was 
organized to гип with 
minimum of manpower, the 
three women felt that new 
ideas and leadership were 
needed to restore the com- 
munity attention which the 
program enjoyed the first 
year. Each year an appeal for 
new leadership was made to 
the community. The city was 
interested but could not take 
over. 
In April 1976, Mrs. Johnson 
led another appeal.and the 
Jaycee Auxiliary adopted the 
program as a permanent 
project.

Total over $800

number of bad checks were 
coming into the bank. They 
were all reportedly forged and 
cashed in several different 
downtown stores.

TWELVE INCHES OF NASTY 

They are little, cute, and mean. Last spring 
after we arrived home there were several glorious 
weeks of no red squirrels. It was too good to last, 
we knew that. And sure enough, first one red 
Squirrel showed up, quickly he became a regu- 
lar visitor, and now we have the dubious honor of 
playing host to two little reds. 


Sometime during | the 
summer there were visits by 
youngsters but I hardly think 
they were raised in the neigh- 
borhood. The two who are 
charging through the creek 
bank trees these days are not 
friendly of course, but just 
who will win the territory — 
well, we will wait and see. 

Going back to last spring, 
we were both pleased with and 
puzzled about the lack of red 
squirrels. What had happened 
during the winter? But good 
things shouldn't be questioned 
too much and so I'll just say 
that I hope the fox squirrels 
enjoyed their vacation from 
the pesky little reds. The fox 
squirrels looked as though 
they had had a good winter 
and fortunately they have 
stayed around in full force. 

I assume that the squirrel 
population is settling into its 
fall and winter territory. This 
quite possibly means that we 
will have two red squirrels — 
one will dominate but the 
other will be close by. 

When the areas overlap 
there are chases and battles 
as one little red defends his 
'country' against the scouting 
and raiding attacks of his 
neighbor. 

With the trees so full of 
leaves, much of the chasing 
back and forth is hidden from 
our spying eyes but oh my, we 
certainly hear an earful. Red 
squirrels are noisy, they are 
loud way out of proportion to 
their size. 

"The Mammal Guide" by 
Ralph S. Palmer claims that 
red squirrels have “ап ex- 
tensive vocabulary” — I 
would add that most of it is not 
fit for polite society. He also 
talks about a ''chattering 
tcher-rr-r" as well as “ех- 
plosive grunts, growls, and 
other notes, sometimes а] 
given in rapid and jumbled 
fashion.” 

I wonder why he used the 
word sometimes, these 
characters are always 
sputtering like a teakettle 
about to explode. 

The one almost un- 
disputable thing that can be 
said about red squirrels is that 
they are cute. They really are. 
Little mites, by stretching 
their bodies can reach a six 
inch length and their bristly 
bottle-brush tails are slightly 
shorter.

the male and. female dress 
alike with their summer garb 
being more colorful than their 
cold. weather gear. Snowy 
white tummies are standard 
year round but in the summer 
a noticeable black stripe on 
the animals' sides divides the 
white from the rich reddish 


brown color on the back. In the › 


winter this reddish brown 
fades noticeably. 

Bright shiney black eyes 
look alert and inquisitive and, 
as if to add emphasis, these 
characters ring their eyes 
with the same snowy white 
that their tummies are. 

But no matter how cute the 
red squirrels look nor how 
much fun it is to watch their 
nimble, fast-as-lightning 
dashes through the trees, the 
fact remains that personality 
wise they are mean and nasty. 
They torment the life out of 
the pretty big fox squirrels, 
they chase them unmercifully. 

Just the other day we 
watched a fox squirrel 
franticly running from a little 
red squirrel — they went from 
the maple tree into the 
mulberry tree, tore down the 
trunk, and dashed across the 
yard to the street but, even 
after crossing Logan St., the 
fox squirrel could not rest and 
catch his breath because the 
red squirrel who is claiming 
Prettyman’s yard, took up the 
chase. 

These tiny demons are also 
extremely destructive. They 
gnaw and chew their way into 
attics and basements thus 
causing or raising all sorts of 
havoc. 

Although famous for speed 
and sure-footedness the red 
squirrels do have an enemy. 
The much larger martens, 
weasel-like animals who only 
now are returning to some of 
the remote wilderness areas 
in Northern Michigan, like 
nothing better than to dine on 
a red squirrel or two. Imagine 
how fast these animals must 
be in order to prey on speedy 
little reds.

USES OF STRAW 

by Thelma Younglove 
BRITTON — Some of today’s 
homemakers may find some 
of the tales of the past hard to 
comprehend. However, the 
following home uses of straw 
are true. 

For many years, straw was 
used in households їп this 
area, especially in homes 
where the families were poor 
and had to live economically. 

Straw mattresses were used 
on beds. Heavy, closely woven 
ticking was used to make bed 
sized ticks. Each summer 
immediately after Ње 
threshing had been done, 
while the new.straw was clean 
and fresh, housewives emp- 
tied Ше old straw out of the 
ticks. and cleaned them 
thoroughly. If rain had been 
predicted, quantities of straw 
would be put into the barn 
where it would remain clean 
and dry until the bedrooms 
could be cleaned and the ticks 
refilled with the fresh bright 
straw. 

Sleeping on a bed having a 
tick filled with recently 
threshed straw was an un- 
forgettable experience. At 
first the bed seemed very 
high, but it was really quite 
comfortable. As time went on 
the straw became packéd. The 
straw filled mattresses 
became thinner and thinner. 
By the next threshing season 
the old straw had been 
reduced to chaff. 

Bedrooms were not the only 
rooms in the house where 
straw was used. Many 
housewives used straw under 
their carpeting, the way 
padding is used at present. 
Naturally vacuum cleaners 
were not used on those floors. 

Soon after threshing, rooms 
using straw for carpet pad- 
ding were given a through 
cleaning. All furniture was 
taken out of the room and 
curtains taken down and 
laundered. Carpet tacks were 
pulled and the carpet rolled up 
carefully to keep from scat- 
tering the dust. Then the

carpet was carried outside 
and hung over a sturdy clothes 
line. The carpet was brushed 
with a broom and the 
youngsters were instructed to 
beat the carpet with carpet 
beaters (devices shaped 
somewhat like a_ tennis 
racket). The handle was made 
of wood. The portion striking 
the carpet was heavy wire, 
coiled in various shapes. At 
the start of the cl 
process, clouds of dust, 
emitted from the carpet, 
caused the persons near to 
cough. Nevertheless, beating 
continued until no, dust 
remained. Then Ње carpet 
was spread out on a clean, 
grassy area and all spots 
removed. 

While the carpet was 
cleaned, the old straw 
newspapers which had been 
under it were removed, the 
floor swept clean, and then 
scrubbed with hot soap suds. 

When the floor had dried 
thoroughly, it was covered 
with several layers of fresh 
newspapers and ap- 
proximately seven or eight 
inches of fresh straw spread 
evenly over the entire surface. 
Next the freshly cleaned 
carpet was, placed over the 
straw. Laying the carpet was 
no simple task. The houswife 
was usually assisted by a 
couple of neighbor ladies. One 
of the women owned a carpet 
stretcher (device used in 
stretching carpets) which she 
willingly loaned. Carpets were 
tacked (using sharp carpet 
tacks) close to each wall. 
Tacking the carpet across one 
side was not too difficult a 
task, but stretching it so it 
could be tacked close to the 
other side was hard. 

After the carpet had been 
tacked in place, curtains were 
re-hung and furniture put in 
place. How cozy the room 
seemed with its thick soft 
padding of straw. In spite of 
the pleasure gained from the 
smell of recently scrubbed 
floors and wood work and the 
newly Iaundered curtains 
combined with the scent of the 
new straw, today’s 
homemakers would not want 
to go back to yesterday’s ways 
of living. 

Use of loose straw within the 
home has been discontinued in 
this area, but baled straw is 
frequently used outside the 
house to bank the foundation 
to keep out the bitter cold 
winds of winter and to pack 
around water pipes to prevent 
them from freezing.

PUBLIC PARKS AND PLAYGROUNDS 

At a regular meeting of the Common 
Council for the Village of Britton, Len- 
awee County, Michigan, held on this the 
7th day of September, 1976, at 7:30 
p.m. at Council Chambers at 118 Main 
Street, Britton, Michigan,

WHEREAS, Village Council has de- 
termined it to be in the public interest 
for the health, safety and welfare of the 
Village of Britton and its residents and 
property owners that an Ordinance be 
adopted to control the use of Village of 
Britton public parks and playgrounds ; 

NOW, THEREFORE, VILLAGE OF 
BRITTON ORDAINS: 

1. No person shall obstruct or impede 
the public use or any walkway, street 
or drive in any public park or playground 
and no person shall mar or damage in 
any manner whatsoever, any monument, 
ornament, fence, bridge, seat, tree, foun- 
tain, shrub, flower, playground equip- 
ment, fireplace or other public property 
within or pertaining to said park or play- 
ground. 

2. No person shall possess or consume 
an alcholic beverage in any public park 
or playground. 

3. No person shall place or deposit 
garbage, glass, tin cans, paper, or any 
other waste material in a public park 
or playground except in containers pro- 
vided for said purpose. 

4. No person shall engage in activity 
commonly called baseball, football, soft- 
ball, or any other activity similar or of 
а like nature in a public park or play- 
ground except in areas expressly desig- 
nated by signs therefor by order of 
Common Council for Village of Britton. 

5. No person shall enter or remain in 
а public park or playground during night 
time or after entrance gates are locked 
except by special written permit granted 
by Village Council. 

6. The Village Council may, by Resolu- 
lion duly adopted make rules and re- 
gulations pertaining to the conduct and use 
of parks and playgrounds as it shall 
deem necessary to the public to preserve 
or protect public property or the safety, 
health, morals or welfare of the public, 
and no person shall fail to comply with 
such rules and regulations when postéd 
in three conspicuous places in each public 
park or playground. 

7.Any person found guilty of violating 
any of the provisions of this Ordiance, 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and 
punishable by a fine of not more than 90 
days, or both such fine and imprison- 
ment, in the discretion of the Court.

Equal Credit

Tecumseh's School Board 
Monday night — in a 4-3 vote 
turned down an ad- 
ministrative request that art, 
music and physical education 
courses receive equal credit 
as other academic areas.

Currently, those three areas 
receive a one-half credit per 
year while other academic 
areas receive one credit.

The proposal would have 
allowed a student to earn five 
credits per year, but all 
students would need 19 credits 
to graduate. 

The three areas would have 
been re-classified as ''elec- 


lives" instead of as “ас- 
tivities,” as they are now 
called. 


Opposition to the proposal 
came from board members 
William Macbeth and Todd 
Herrick. Herrick said, “Our 
job is to stress the basics, 
reading, writing and arith- 
metic. It's not that students 
don't get a lot out of (the other 
areas). I don't want people to 
feel I'm anti-art or anti-

Herrick said after the

City Paying 
Less for Bags 


Leaf bags will cost the city 
of Tecumseh slightly less this 
year. City Council accepted 
the low bid of Union Camp 
Corporation, Tomah, Wisc. for 
$94 per 1,000 at Monday's 
meeting.

But Macbeth said, “This is 
pure and simple dilution of 
required courses. I just can’t 
see the value.” 

In a final vote, members 
Macbeth, Herrick, Heglin and 
Phelan voted against the 
proposal while Records, Jones 
and Tressler voted for it. 

In other action, the Board 
voted unanimously to begin an 
honor roll for junior and senior 
high schools.

Gerald Ford’s favorite could 
well be Michigan’s “Hail to 
the Victors," especially if he 
wins in November.

Plan must now go to 
Lenawee -County Planning 
Commission for review, then 
will come back to the township 
board for final approval. 

As in the earlier ordinance, 
adopted in 1966, the new or- 
dinance restricts mobile home 
parks, except for persons 
building a house or in hardship 
cases. 

It was this provision which 
one resident protested. He has 
a mobile home on his 76-acre 
property under the hardship 
clause. Board agreed to 
consider his position, then 
after he left the meeting, 
voted approval of the or- 
dinance, allowing the 
restrictions to stand. 

Another provision, 
protested by a local 
businessman, would prohibit 
farm produce from being sold 
in. an agricultural zone if it 
wasn’t grown on the same 
property. Businesses already 
established could continue to 
sell such products, and others 
could request rezoning from 
agriculture to commercial to 
permit such sales. 

A representative of the 
Goedert Co., realty firm 
inquired about the lot size 
requirements. New ordinance 
would require a minimum lot 
size of five acres іп 
agricultural zones. One-acre 
lot sizes are permitted in 
suburban residential zones. 

Most of the township is in 
agricultural zoning, but five 
other zones are designated: 
single family residential, 
multiple family residential, 
suburban residential, com- 
mercial, and light industrial. 

Most of the property not 
zoned agricultural is close to 
the Village of Clinton. 

Officials explained that the 
ordinance can be put to a 
referendum vote if a sufficient 
number of signatures are 
gathered.

Containers 
By Thelma Younglove 
BRITTON — Not too many 
years ago, barrels and crates 
were essential equipment not 
only on most farms but also in 
grocery stores. 

The majority of senior 
citizens will recall the 
grocer's cracker barrel. When 
a purchaser requested 
crackers the grocer used a 
scoop to remove the crackers 
from the barrel and transfer 
them to the paper bag. Then 
he weighed the crackers on 
the store's scales. How good 
those crackers tasted. 
Children considered them a 
treat. 

Molasses came to the stores 
in barrels. Housewives took 
their empty containers 


‘(usually a jug or crock) to the 


store when purchasing the 
commodity. 

Vinegar barrels were 
common both at homes and at 
stores. Since almost every 
property owner had an apple 
orchard it was common 
practice to have windfalls 
made into cider which soon 
became hard and in time 
turned to vinegar so useful in 
making pickles. 

Store keepers kept the 
vinngar barrel, molasses 
barrel, and kerosene barrel in 
the back room and sold the 
contents to customers in 
quantities requested. How 
different now. Molasses and 
vinegar are already in bottles 
or jars (unless a customer 
purchases vinegar at an or- 
chard). Kerosene seems to be 
unobtainable. 

Apples were stored in 
barrels in home basements. 
What a treat it was to enter a 
cellar with bins of vegetables, 
shelves filled with jars of 
jams, jellies, pickles, canned 
fruit, and vegetables, barrels 
of apples, barrels of vinegar, 
huge crocks of pickles and salt 
pork. 

Farmers purchased barrels 
of salt at a time. When the salt 
barrel was. opened, the 
housewife took a crock. 
(normally two gallon in size) 
to the barn andfilledit with the 
clean salt for use in the home 
to season food, and make 
pickles. Farmers used the salt 
to sprinkle over layers of loose 
hay as it was being mowed 
away. Salt was also used for 
sheep. 

Rural families made barrels 
of pickles. Many used dill 
sized cucumbers. The 
cucumbers were washed, 
dried and packed in a barrel 
which was filled with a strong 
brine. Some people added dill. 
If the pickles were kept 
completely covered with brine 
they would keep for a year. 

During horse and buggy 
days, a pork barrel in which a 
good supply of salt pork was 
kept was found in practically 
every rural home. 
Refrigeration and super 
markets were unknown and 
how else could farmers 
provide for their family's 
meat supply? 

The rain barrel, an open 
barrel standing under the 
down-spout at the corner of 
the house assured a supply of 
soft water. At least one 
disadvantage was that rain 
barrels made good breeding 
places for mosquitoes. 

Swill barrels, containers for 
hog feed, were smelly, fly 
breeding places. The swill 
barrel had an open top. It 


cosponsored it.

contained water, ground feed, 
table scraps, potato peelings, 
skimmed milk, whey, etc. At 
feeding time the farmer 
dipped out pailfuls of swill and 
poured them into the hog 
troughs then refilled the 
barrel for the next feed. 

Numerous crates were kept 
on each farm for potatoes, 
corn, squash, apples, cab- 
bage, popcorn and sometimes 
kindling. 

During the years that large 
quantities of сеіегужегефеіп 
produced on the muck land in 
the Tecumseh area, celery 
was packed in crates larger 
and taller than a normal 
bushel size. Much of the 
celery was shipped in car-load 
lots to Chicago. 

Many families purchased a 
crate of celery in the fall and 
packed it in a container 
(usually one end of a barrel 
that had been sawed in half). 
If properly packed, celery 
stayed fresh for weeks. In 
those days fresh produce was 
not available the year around 
as today. 

Popcorn was stored in 
crates and left to dry until it 
would pop. Then the corn was 
shelled by hand. 

Barrels and crates once 

standard farm equipment are 
new almost non-existent. 
Additional historical items 
gone. 
(Editors Note: The above 
article on “Containers” was 
written after Miss Younglove 
received a telephone call from 
a former Brittonite, Mrs.

What I started out to say is 
that when the waxwings come 
gypsying to the barberry 
bushes and find that they are 
not laddened with bright red 
berries, the birds may be 
disappointed but they will not 
be angry at us. Nor mad or 
disgusted. > 

I’m not even sure about 
disappointed — when the birds 
find one of their favorite fall 
dining sports empty will they 
be disappointed or will it be 
just one of those things that 
happens? 

We will be disappointed, I 
am sure of that. The fall visit 
of the handsome cedar 
waxwings is an event to which 
we all look forward. 

It usually follows much the 
same schedule — when the 
leaves start showing some 
color and the small oblong 
fruit on the barberry bushes 
takes on its waxy red color 
then we begin looking for 
waxwings. 

One or two make several 
reconaissance flights into the 
front yard and finally, when 
the berries are just right for 
eating, the scouts give the 
word. Then the whole flock 
comes. For several days they 
gorge themselves and en- 
tertain us. 
` But this-year: there аге! по 
berries and thus їНеге will be 
no cedar waxwing adventure. 

No, that is not quite right. 
Chances are there will not be 
an initimate visit but we do 
have hopes of seeing these 
lovely birds in the neigh- 
borhood. Prettymans have a 
large bush, I do not know 
whether it is a huge thing 
loaded with dull red fruit 
which the waxwings dearly 
love. In good years they fly 
back and forth, eating the first 
course here and the next one 
across the street. Since our 
yard has little to offer this fall 
you can be sure that we are all 
keeping extra close track of 
our neighbor's 'free lunch 
counter’. 

And it is nice to see that our 
barberry bushes are growing 
so fast that by next year they 
should once again be ready to 
provide a banquet or two. 

In the ‘‘Audubon Bird 
Guide” by Richard H. Pough, 
an asterisk follows the name 
cedar waxwing which in- 
dicates that the sexes look

alike. And oh, what nice 
looking that is — their upper 
backs are a soft warm fawnish 
brown, their lower backs are a 
slightly bluish gray, and their 
breasts are a yellowish tan. 

Their dark wings have white 
edging and occasionally 
bright red globs -of wax 
decorate the tips of certain 
wing feathers. No reason, 
uses, or purpose has ever been 
found for this except that it 
provides a good reason for 
naming them waxwings. 

And finally, one of the best 
field marks, one of the easiest 
ways to identify these birds is 
by the bright band of yellow — 
well, this surprising bit of bold 
color tips the end of every 
waxwing's tail and looks for 
all the world as though they 
had carefully perched on the 
rim of a paint can and daintily 
dipped their tails into the 
brightest of yellow paint. 

Weeks ago our neighbor's 
daughter rescued a cedar 
waxwing from the side of the 
road where it lay stunned 
after apparently being hit by a 
car. In the evening they 
brought it over for us to see 
and in the bird cage that 
yellow band was so noticeable 
as was the topknot and the 
rakish black eye mask. 

That close-up look con- 
firmed what we had always 
said about the feathers too, 
they were soft looking and in 
place. I doubt that a cedar 
waxwing could be dishevled or 
mussed up even if he tried.

The George Jerome and Co., 
a Detroit surveying firm 
(1828) is the oldest business in 
the state, according to the 
contest results. 

It was chartered. 148 years 
ago, nine years before 
Michigan became а state. 
George G. Jerome, the 
current president, is the fifth 
consecutive son to succeed his 
father in the business. The 
company's founder, Edwin 
Jerome, was a pioneer land 
surveyor who laid out many of 
the streets and hollow-log 
water lines of early Detroit. 

More than 190 Michigan 
businesses entered the con- 
test. 

Sumnerville Tavern (1835) 
is the oldest business in 
Michigan still operating in its 
original building. It was built 
by Peabody Cook on the stage 
coach rpute between Niles and 
Kalanigzoo, now Route M-51. 

In е early days, all the 
guests used one washroom 
anda single towel. Legend has 
it that when a guest from the 
east requested a clean towel, 
Peabody Cook's reply was, 
"Stranger, there's been 50 
men wiped on this towel this 
morning and you're the first to 
complain." Charles and Mary 
Richer now operate the tavern 
under more modern con- 
ditions. 

Mann's Feed Mill in Man- 
chester, (1832) is the oldest 
business in the state still on its 
original site. Located on the 
Raisin River, the mill was 
buit by John Gibert, founder 
of the village of Manchester. 
During its long history, the 
mill was destroyed by fire in 
1853 and 1924 — and the dam 
was washed out in 1875 and 
1908. Current owners are Ron 
and Judy Mann.

Players Want New Theatre

Mediocrity has never been а 
goal of the Tecumseh Players. 
From their inception in 1960, 
the players have been 
dedicated to family theater 
entertainment for Tecumseh 
and improving the status of 
the performing arts of drama 
and comedy. 

Significantly in this 
Bicentennial year, the players 
have set a new goal to act as a 
“catalyst” to get a brick and 
mortar theater for Tecumseh. 

Active in the players for just 
one year, with his wife, Kathi, 
and family, Gerry Johnstone, 
new president of the 
Tecumseh Players, believes 
that if Tecumseh doesn't act 
soon on a theater, the city may 
stifle one of its most promising 
resources. 

"We didn’t realize,” 
Johnstone said, “what we 
were missing. All work for the 
same end. The play is for the 
people. I don’t want to see it 
(the Tecumseh Players) go 
down the drain. It's too much 
for me to lose. It's too much 
for the people to lose.” 


“There are a lot of talented 
people (here), talented in 
everything," added Ricki 
Speller, new Player and 
publicity chairman. 

Although they haven't found 
a site yet, the players are 
looking for a building to 
renovate. They are open to 
suggestions. 

It's no secret to patrons and 
sponsors that the Tecumseh 
Players and audiences have 
long outgrown the Glass Room 
at the Tecumseh Community 
Center where the players have 
performed for some 14 years, 
after the Strand was torn 
down. 

“For the size and what 
we've got now, we do a good 
job," explained Johnstone, but 
he hastened to add, “we can't 
show what we can do because 
we don’t have the facilities.” 

“Interest in the Players 
diminished quite a bit until a 
year ago," Johnstone related, 
“апа so we're trying to get it 
back." 

People have probably been 
under the impression, as was 
Speller, that the players used 


the Glass Room rent free. Not 
so. Players pay $75 per week 
for use. Rehearsals are held at 
a local church ("It's a lot 
different when you get on 
stage," The Players have one 
week in the Center to set up. 
The junior and senior classes 
are welcome to use the props, 
chairs, lighting and equip- 
ment purchased for the 
Players’ own-use. The players 
pay $50 storage fee. 


"I've never seen a high 
school built that didn't have 
some sort of stage," remarked 
Speller. A stage adds 
professionalism, she pointed 
out. “Because the school 
doesn't have a school play, 
many teenagers have become 
regulars,” a bonus for the 
Players because it means new 
life and a bonus for the kids 
because it means a place to go 
to express themselves. 


The Tecumseh School Board 
and City Council have kicked 
around the idea of pooling 
resources to investigate the 
possibility of а community 


auditorium or theater. Only 
action on record was taken by 
City Council in November of 
1975. It set aside $1,860 from 
Sesquicentennial funds as a 
"nest egg” for an auditorium. 


Johnstone and Speller cited 
several factors which en- 
courage the Players in their 
new goal. 


Many people have ex- 
pressed the feeling that 
Tecumseh should have a local 
theater group, something for 
Tecumseh. Sponsors have 
asked them, "When are you 
going to get a theater?’ or 
have said, ‘It's too bad we 
don't have the Strand 
Theater.’ 


"Nobody said, "We're going 
to give you a lot of money to do 
it’,” but there is interest, 
Johnstone said. 


“Theater itself is coming 
back. With the economic 
slump, everything seemed to 
go down,” he reflected. “Now 
it seems to be picking ир.” 

The Players themselves 
have reorganized. Other of- 


ficers are: vice-president, 
Vesta Rothfuss; secretary, 
Sandra Swift; and treasurer, 
Guil Rothfuss 


The players would like to 
put their show on the road 
again as when they visited 
the Tibbitts Theater in 
Coldwater and Dawson 
Auditorium and the Croswell 
Theater in Adrian. 


The Players have earned 
about $9,000 over 16 years, 
representing 125 separate 
performances of 46 plays and 
“untold number of rehearsal 
hours." As a self-supporting, 
non-profit organization, ''We 
don't want it to go out the 
window,” said Johnstone. 

They are also looking to the 
Michigan Association of 
Community Theaters and the 
Michigan Council for the Arts 
for advice. 


As Johnstone put it, “Тһе 
Players are not some fly-by- 
night deal. The Players have 
been around for 16 years, 
they'll be around 16 more 
years,” he promised.

Glaser 
Refutes 
Charges 


Following letter was 
received Wednesday from 
Kenneth B. Glaser, Jr., judge 
of Probate Court, refuting an 
advertisement carried in 
several county publications. 


Gentlemen: 

I enclose a copy of a 
newspaper advertisement 
that appears in the October 19, 
1976 edition of a county 
publication. As it relates to me 
it is obviously a falsehood and 
I expect to take appropriate 
legal action on it. I am writing 
all other newspapers to 
suggest that they submit it to 
their attorneys before they 
publish it. 


The true facts are a matter 
of record and are as follows: 

I obviously have not quit as 
Probate Judge. I still am 
Probate Judge and will 
continue to be such until my 
term expires on January 1, 
1977. 


In 1953 I was appointed 
Assistant Prosecuting At- 
torney under Prosecutor Paul 
Betz to serve at the pleasure of 
the Prosecutor, as all 
assistant prosecutors do. In 
February 1956 I told him that I 
was going to run for the 
Prosecutors job and he 
demanded my resignation. 


In the 1956 election I was 
successful and elected as 
Prosecutor. At that time the 
term was 2 years. I fully 
completed two terms in that 
office and went into private 
practice. 


In 1968 I ran for District 
Judge and was elected. I sold 
my practice and my building 
to my partner and took office. 


In 1970 Judge Maurice Spear 
was retiring as Probate 
Judge. I ran unopposed and 
was elected and am still 
serving in that job and will do 
80 until the end of my term. I, 
of course, could not retain the 
job of District Judge also, 


Any of these facts can be 
readily determined by the 
public record except the 1956 
assistant prosecutor matter, 
and that can be found in the 
Adrian Daily Telegram in 
February 1956. 


I have asked my secretary 
to call all newspapers today 
and inform them regarding 
the advertisement. If you have 
already printed it and are 
unable to withdraw, I will be 
satisfied as to your good-faith 
if you print a copy of this letter 
prominently in your 
newspaper before the 
November 2 election.

Swine flu innoculations for 
Tecumseh and Lenawee 
County will go ahead as 
scheduled this week. The 
clinics were temporarily 
suspended last week due to the 
desthi$ of elderly people after 
having their innoculations. 


Health officials stated that 
the innoculation itself did not 
cause the deaths. 


Mary Hanson, director of 


the county program, reports 
that all Lenawee County 
clinics will be set up so that 
elderly persons may sit down 
while waiting for their in- 
jections. Sitting down will 
redüce the stress their hearts 
may be under. 

Clinies are scheduled for 
Friday, Oct. 22, 9 a.m. to 5

Board Adopts 
Record Budget

Tecumseh school board members approved a 
record setting 1976-77 budget of $5,244,248 for the 
school district Monday night. 

That sum represents a 10.5 percent increase 
over last year's expenditures of $4,744,190 and is 
approximately $250,000 over the 1975-76 budget. 

Grand total revenue is expected to be $5,462,897. 
Subtracting the estimated expenditures, it leaves 
excess revenue in the amount of $218,649. 

The largest chunk of the budget, earmarked for 
instructional appropriations, amounts to $3,632,350 
or 69.26 percent of the budget. That category 
includes salaries for teachers, supportive per- 


sonnel and utilities. 


Major sources of revenue will come from local 
property tax, $2,330,867, and state aid, $1,831,789. 
Other top expenditures include administration, 
$162,053; transportation, $281,302; county special 
education transportation, $152,094, and fixed 


charges, $884,592. 


Transportation costs are reimbursable from 


county and state funds. 


Part of the reason for the budget increase is 
a drastic jump in insurance costs, Asst. Supt. 
Gene Cooley said. ‘‘Like the private sector, we 
have been bombarded with tremendous inflation 
in insurance. This has been a significant factor the 


last two fiscal years.” 


As an example, Cooley cited the district's 
commercial umbrella coverage which includes 
liability. It jumped 205 percent over last year. 
Workmen's compensation premium is up 133 per- 
cent, building and contents insurance is up 60 
percent. Other coverages have also risen. 

In addition, teachers salaries have increased 6 
percent which, Cooley said, “is in line with" 
salary increases in other districts. 

Board member William Macbeth voiced his 
concern over the rise in insurance costs and 
suggested that the district's contract with the pre- 
sent carrier be dropped and other bids accepted. 
Cooley stated that "I will do my best to find 


another carrier.” 


Board member James Records informed the 
board that about half of Michigan's liability 
carriers won't write umbrella coverage. 

The approved budget also allows for a $100,000 
state aid reduction. School officials can only esti- 


mate this figure.

The bivalent vaccine 
is a shot for both Swine Flu 
and A-Victoria Flu, a milder 
strain. Bivalent vaccine will 
be given to high risk patients 
(18 and older with heart 
condition, asthma, etc.) and 
people 60 and older. This high 
risk population was selected to 
receive the bivalent shot 
because not all manufac- 
turers could supply it for the 
entire population. 

The vaccine will neither 
give you the flu nor cause you 
to give it to others. The vac- 
cine used in the United States 
and many other nations uses 
viruses that have been killed. 
This vaccine is made from 
influenza virus grown in 
fertile hen's eggs. The virus 
infects the developing chick 
embryo and is released into 
the surrounding egg fluids. 
The fluids are then harvested 
and а chemical,  for- 
maldehyde, is added to kill the 
virus. These fluids are sub- 
jected to further соп- 
centration and purfication 
steps. 

Persons with a fever, or who 
have had another im- 
munization recently should 
wait two weeks before getting 
a swine flu shot. Information 
on children's immunizations 
will be forthcoming. 


Regulation 
15 Passed 


Tecumseh School Board 
voted Monday night to add а 
paragraph to the high school 
student’s handbook code of 
conduct, giving the Board the 
power to suspend or expell a 
student ‘‘guilty of gross 
misdemeanor or. persistent 
disobedience...” 

The addition grew out of an 
incident at the high school 
where a student was selling 
tablets to other students. 
When officials had the sub- 
stance analysed, it was 
learned that the pills were 
sugar tablets, not an illegal 
drug 


Because of this, officials 
were unable to discipline the 
student since the 1 power 
to do as was not implied in the 
student’s code of conduct. 

The new para will 
allow officials to include the 
offense under “gross 
misdemeanor of persistent 
disobedience.”

"Resident" means a 
resident of the city of 
Tecumseh, at the time of sale. 

New charges for grave 
openings are $150 for adult. 

onday through Friday a

through Friday and $100 on 
Saturday. 

Council's objective was to 
raise the price enough to cover 
maintenance costs, which are 
primarily for labor. Cemetery 
budget is $44,000.

Town meeting '76 is being 
held to help shape Tecumseh's 
future.and recreate com- 
munity action. One single day 
is devoted to developing 


practical proposals for the 
town's future. Goal of the 
program is to challenge 
participants, build  self- 
confidence in the community 
and a sense of responsibility 
and hope. 


Obviously it would be im- 
possible to plan such an event 
for an anticipated 400 or more 
participants at TM '76 without 
the help of many.

Offers New Technique 


By KENT DOWNING 

Nancy Newlin, MD, has 
opened her practice here in 
the office building at 304 E. 
Chicago with an entirely new 
piece of medical equipment, 
called diagnostic ultrasound. 

In principal, Dr. Newlin 
operates a machine that uses 
sound waves to locate internal 
organs, cysts, and tumors that 
have been left up solely to the 
detection of x-rays in the past. 

The idea for such a machine 
first came from the sonar 
experiments of WW I and WW 
II, but the technique has been 
applied to human medicine 
only in the past 15 years. 

The machine in the doctor's 
office was developed only 
three years ago, and was 
perfected to its present 
usefulness within the last year 
and a half. 

In effect, the transducer, at 
right in the photo, sends 
frequency sound waves into 
the body of the patient. The 
sound is then reflected over 
the different surfaces within 
the human system. 

As the echos return to the 
console, at left in the photo, 
they are shown on a television 
screen and can be recorded by 
a polaroid camera. The screen 
свв а black and white 
Picture with eight different 
shades of gray, and until a 
year and a half ago, only two 
shades were visible on such a 
Screen. 


The process has one out- 
standing advantage over x- 
ray. It produces no harmful 
rays. It is also a totally 
noninvasive technique. In- 
jections and drinking fluids 
are unnecessary. 


Most certainly, the 
technique can be used for 
pregnant women, And here 
the process may be used to 
detect the eye of the fetus and 
position of the placenta. The 
number of infants within the 
mother can also be deter- 
mined with no biological 
danger. 


The machine can also detect 
tumors and cysts within body 
organs, gall stones, cardiac 
valve problems, aortic

aneurysms, and other 
disorders within the body. 


Tecumseh is the only 
location of such a machine in 
this area. Until now, the 
closest diagnostic ultrasound 
machines were in Ann Arbor 
and Toledo. 


Dr. Newlin is a U of M un- 
dergraduate and received her 
MD degree from Washington 
University in St. Louis, She 
has practiced radiology since 
1966 and is presently prac- 
ticing at University hospital in 
Ann Arbor, as well as at her 
office here. 


Dr. Nancy Newlin is the wife 
of attorney Henry Newlin, who 
practices in the same office 
building at 304 E. Chicago.

Mrs. Baran and 
other members receive calls from 
the schools or concerned neigh- 
bors, and go to investigate the 
calls. The help ‘that they give to 
the families includes medical at- 
tention and clothes, when these 
things are needed. 

Sometimes older citizens call 
in need of medical attention, but 
the basic concern of the Service 
Club is children. At Thanksgiving, 
food baskets are distributed and 
at Christmas, toys are given to the 
children. The club serves about 
40-60 families and about 130-140 
children each year. 

The members receive no pay 
for all the things that they do, but 
Mrs. Baran said, "The wonderful 
feeling you get and the smiles on 
the childrens' faces is pay enough."

THE WREN AND I. 

‚ It was quite unusual but late in the afternoon, 
two Thursdays ago, I enjoyed a most exciting 
bird adventure and could share it with no one. 
Dad was napping, Mom was in the kitchen but 
a shout loud enough for her to hear would have 
frightened the. little guy away, and Gertie 


T. had gone home. 


So there I was, all by myself 
when this tiny mite of a bird 
landed on the пеаг-ту- 
window feeder. Please believe 
me, I enjoyed him enough for 
everybody. After all, he was 
my first winter wren! 

All day we had been 
‘bothered’ by birds. The trees 
seemed almost alive with 
activity — Mom noticed it in 
the back yard and Gertie T. 
and I kept trying to decide 
about the trees along the creek 
bank. Just who exactly was 
flitting from branch to branch, 
carefully letting us see there 
were all sorts of comings and 
goings but being even more 
careful to duck out of sight 
behind a leaf as soon as our 
eyes were beginning to focus? 

Quite definitely warblers 
were on the move, the sunny 
warm fall days find large 
flocks of them diligently 
searching for and finding the 
fuel-food necessary for the 
arduous migratory flights. 

However, to pin specific 
name tags on these characters 
is practically an impossibility. 
Ihave often said that when the 
Peterson field guide calls 
them confusing fall warblers 
it is grossly understating the 
situation. 

In addition to some ‘con- 
fusing fall warblers’ we were 
reasonably sure that a few of 
the birds were kinglets. Size 
and shape made them stand 
out. 

Therefore when my at- 
tention was caught by the tiny 
bundle of brown feathers 
landing in the middle of the 
near-my-window feeder the 
first thought was a kinglet. 

No — this little guy was 
much too dark underneath to 
bea kinglet and he completely 
lacked the white, wing 
markings that both the golden 
crowned and the ruby 
crowned have. 

There were no stripes on his 
head as the golden crowned 
kinglets have and no white eye 
ring to designate him as a 
ruby crowned. 

What I saw was an in- 
credibly small bird, dark 
brown all over, with a cuddly 
round body and a short blunt 
tail. This tail was not only held 
up straight, it was actually

pushed somewhat forward at 
a ridiculous angle. 

And even though I was 
wearing reading glasses І 
could see that my bird had a 
bill much more wren-like than 
that of any kinglet or warbler. 

He was not curious about 
any of the goodies on the 
feeder but spent the minute or 
so he was there staring in- 
tently at the window and 
rhythmically weaving back 
and forth. Was he hypnotizing 
himself or me? 

No seriously, there seemed 
to be no reason for his visit to 
the feeder. When he left I 
wasted no time in shouting to 
Mom. And wonder of wonders, 
not one but two bird books 
confirmed exactly who our 
visitor was. Without a doubt 
he was a winter wren. He 
looked exactly as he should 
have. 

Oh, most color plates show 
him with a lighter breast than 
I saw but remember, this was 
a later afternoon visit. The 
dark brown barring or 
striping that the books talk 
about and show was not all 
that evident either 
however, I was wearing 
reading glasses which do 
great things for books but are 
not that ‘sharp’ elsewhere. 

Winter wrens are іп- 
teresting little characters, no 
more than three and a fourth 
inches long. 

Apparently we are in an 
overlap area, the northern 
edge of their winter territory 
and the southern edge of their 
summer breeding range. 

Theoretically they should be 
year round birds but they are 
shy, secretive, and fond of 
thick underbrush and woodsy 
areas. This was our first 
really good visit by, or 
perhaps with, one of these tiny 
characters, hopefully it will 
not be the last. 

I do not know whether he 
was traveling with the war- 
blers and kinglets or not; 
however, the few remaining 
flocks of these migrators that 
fly our way will be scrutinized 
carefully. How great it would 
be to see more winter wrens!

If you missed our column last week, 
that is all the more reason to read 
this week's information. If you 

did read the previous column, 
did you thank Mrs. Baran or Mrs. 
Dickinson for helping people in our 
community? 

This week's column deals with the 
Crisis Walk-In Center, or Call 
Someone Concerned. This organiza- 
tion is made up of volunteers who 
ore trained to work with people 
апа deal with their problems. 
In order to work at the Center, 
о volunteer is required to attend 
80 hours of training. This training 
instructs the volunteers to handle 
calls dealing with family problems, 
loneliness, pregnancy, mental or 
emotional problems, jobs, suicides, 
and many others. After they have 
completed this training, they 
must attend at least one training 
session per month in order to re- 
main an active member. 

Volunteers man the phones 24 
hours a дау, and the Walk-In 
Center is open nightly, 7 days a 
week (12 noon to 12 midnight). 
The volunteers usually work four 
shifts a month, with two people 
working each shift. 

The calls and visits made to the 
Center are confidential; the infor- 
mation never leaves the office. 
they never call the police with- 
out the caller's permission except 
to save a life. 

The Center is equipped to handle 
any problem, and works on a re- 
ferral system. The first purpose of 
these people is to listen to a 
coller's problems. If just talking it 
out doesn't help, the referral sy- 
stem is used to inform them of a- 
gencies or people where help for 
their problem is available. 

There are several people from 
Tecumseh who do volunteer work 
at the Center in Adrian. These peo- 
ple ore: Chuck Sullivan, Shan 
Chatters, Bill Grover, Edie Holmes, 
Sally Records, and Pam Felton.

The other morning another 
new bird dropped infor a short visit and, again 
wonders never seem to cease, he showed off 
wonderfully on the near-my-window feeder. 


He was around most of the 
morning and posed quite a 
mystery for a while. However, 
when he finally hopped to the 
middle of the feeder and 
Gertie and I checked the bird 
books it was easy to eliminate 
first one possibility, then 
another. Our bird was a 
hermit thrush. And believe 
me, it is still a thrill to simply 
say those two words, hermit 
thrush! 

It happened on one of those 
mornings that simply had to 
be exciting. The weather was 
great, sunny and warm; the 
window - pictures were 
beautiful, the fall color about 
at its peak and the sky a clear 
October blue. As had hap- 
pened for the past week or so 
Mom and Gertie T. were 
chasing cedar waxwings. The 
extra bonus thi$ day was the 
first wave of juncos. At least 
they were keeping me busy 
and 1 thought they were going 
to be the birds of the day. 
Suddenly there was something 
in the one yew beneath the 
west-facing window. I had a 
quick look at a brown head 
and back, then it was gone. 

I called Gertie T. but the 
bird really had gone. There 
was not time to be disap- 
pointed because immediately 
a tiny kinglet hopped into 
view. there are two bushes 
beneath this window and, 
although supposedly the 
same, the one is large and

quite skimpy and straggly. It 
is this ono though that 
produces a few red berries 
and is open enough so that we 
usually have reasonably good 
views of any birds perching in 
it. Thus we quickly knew who 
the kinglet was and enjoyed 
the few moments he spent on 
one of the small branches. 

Suddenly a branch bowed 
down, obviously another bird 
had flown into the bush and, 
judging from the way the limb 
moved, we assumed the 
newcomer was much larger 
than the mite of a kinglet. 
Even before we could wish he 
would hop into view there he 
was! My bird again. This time 
Gertie T. saw him too and we 
shared a quick look at a white 
ringed eye and the light, 
heavily speckled breast. In an 
instant he was gone and we 
dove into the bird books. And 
how nice, most of the books we 
wanted were already out and 
stacked on the table. 

Wow, good gracious, 
zounds, and all sorts of other 
exclamations the bird hopped 
on the feeder and just stood 
there. He cocked his head, 
flicked his tail once or twice 
and very obligingly made sure 
that Gertie T. and I were 
properly impressed. He was a 
handsome fellow. He was 
standing in bright sunlight and 
truly, we could not have 
wished for anything better. 

After such a good look it just 
seemed that we should be able 
to open any bird book and find 
our visitor. As usual we 
checked the Audubon guide 
first and the Peterson guide 
next. Both were slightly 
disappointing. Oh, we madé 
the identification all right but 
in the Audubon book the color 
plate showed his back to be too 
dark and too much the same 
color, the picture in the other 
book was dreadful. 

Well, perhaps not dreadful 
but it certainly is not good. In 
the text, under similar 
species, the fox sparrow is 
mentioned but our bird 
definitely did not have a 
sparrow type bill nor was the 
breast marked like the 
sparrow's. Faith was restored 
when we checked the National 
Geographic's bird book. Its 
picture of a hermit thrush 
could easily have used our 
bird for a model. 

In addition to such iden- 
tifying marks as the eye ring, 


` the spotted breast, and the 


thrush-like bill, it also shows 
the white bib under that bill 
and the not so subtle coloring 
on the bird's back. The brown 
back which quite noticeably 
shades into a rusty tail А 
most exciting morni ' 
visitor!

We expect Harvey Koselka to win 
in Lenawee County as prosecutor but 
many .Republicans here have been 
disillusioned with him in the past - 
and recent past. Bud Crudder probably 
does not have countywide support to 
win, but could surprise the incumbent 
if enough Republicans fail to vote a 
straight ticket and cross over. 

Like Crudder, Ernie Oliver does not 
have enough Democrats backing him— 
plus Republicans - to defeat Don 
Mitchell for Drain Commissioner, 
unless there's enough disgruntled 
county residents, voting for both 
Republicans and Democrats. 

A tight race is expected in the 6th 
district for County Commissioner. 
We've heard a number of Commi- 
Ssioners supporting incumbent Nancy 
Nichols, a Democrat, now serving her 
first term and reportedly doing a good 
job. She's opposed by Royal Welch, 
a former city councilman, who like- 
wise was considered a good council- 
man. Nichols defeated the late Fay 
Whelan, a staunch Republican, the 
last time. The race is probably even. 

On the non-partisan section of the 
ballot, former Tecumsehite Yale 
Kerby, a THS graduate, is being 
opposed by Blissfield's.Ken Glaser.

We lean towards Kerby, despite a 
poorly organized supporting campaign. 
Being well known here, Kerby may 
run into trouble elsewhere in the 
county, especially Adrian and the 
Blissfield areas. He'll need strong 
support here. 

As for the candidates for Council, 
we can't help but endorse two of the 
incumbents, Mary Bowers and Dr. 
Carlton Cook. A third incumbent, Jim 
Palmer, undoubtedly has the 
community in his best interests and 
may well be elected on that alone. 


A number of qualified candidates 
are running, and voters may well 
know more about them than we do - 
John Seay, Jay Tressler, William 
Frownfelder, Marten Vegter, Carl 
Schmidt and Robert Taylor. 

Seay, Tressler, Vegter, Schmidt 
and Taylor have expressed their 
desires to serve the community and 
all have some qualifications to be 
considered. We have no choice. 


As for the proposals: 

We are for the ban against non- 
returnable bottles and cans in Pro- 
posal A. There must be a way to quit 
littering. If it were not for the littering, 
there would be no proposal. We are 
voting yes. 

Passage of Proposal B would allow 
18-year-olds to run for office. We're 
against it. We made them adults at 
age 18. Why? We gave them the ““рг1- 
vilege" of drinking at age 18 - and 
they've abused it. We gave them the 
right to vote at 18 - few vote and many 
do not even bother to register. 

Proposal C is questionable, but 
we're voting for it. A limit on all state 
taxes could well force the burden of 
additional taxation back to the local 
level. Example, cutting back state 
funds for the schools could force the 
Schools to ask - and probably lose - 
local tax payers for more operating 
funds. 

If we pass Proposal D, we might 
just as well hand the state legislators 
our check books. Of all the proposals 
on the ballot, this is the most ridicu- 
lous and the one which should soundly 
be defeated. Vote no. JCL

Monitoring 


300 Families Relative to Flu 


By FRANK WEIR 

Medical researchers from 
the University of Michigan 
have chosen Tecumseh for a 
community health study 
relative to the swine flu im- 
munization program. 

The Tecumseh Community 
Health Study Center is located 
north of town on Tecumseh- 
Clinton Road. 

The researchers are part of 
the University’s Department 
of Epidemiology and have 
been conducting various 
health studies in Tecumseh 
since the late 1950's. 

According to Nelson Meade, 
administrative manager for 
the department of 
epidémiology which is part of 
the school of public health, 
1,000 Tecumseh individuals in 
300 families- will participate. 
All were selected randomly by 
dwelling unit. 

The families are contacted 
weekly by telephone and 
report any illness. If an illness 
does exist, researchers hope 
to determine whether it is a 
flu-like illness. 

Residents with flu symp- 
toms will report to the 
project's clinic where blood 
and throat samples will be 
taken. Over time project 
workers hope to observe 
antibody changes in response 
to "infectious agents" in the 
community. 

If swine flu appears here, 
the U of M researchers will be 
among the first to know. They 
will then monitor the impact 
of the illness on Tecumseh and 
evaluate the effect of the 
vaccine over a long term. 


The project is headed by Dr. 
Arnold S. Monto of the 
University. Monto worked on 
earlier projects in Tecumseh 
involving various respiratory 
studies since 1965. 


In the words of Meade, the 
long term goal of Monto's 
studies are to "contribute to 
the: knowldge that virologists 
and epidemiologists need to 
develop respiratory disease 
vaccine" Meade went on to 
say that the goal of public 
health is prevention. 

Researchers also hope to 
learn more about how flu 
spreads in a community and 
within families in that com- 
munity. 

Tecumseh was chosen for 
the initial health studies in the 
late 1950's, according to 
Meade, because researchers 
wanted a community “that 
was clearly definable with a 
rural area that was part of the 
community.”’” In addition, the 
area is close to the University 
and is characteristic of the 
country as a whole. 

Eight employees are 
staffing the clinic for the flu 
research. Funding is supplied

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MORE ABOUT THRUSHES AND WRENS 
I should have known that such interesting and 
exciting birds as the hermit thrush and the winter 
wren would not be content with just a single article. 
They deserve more. And after reading what was 
said last week and the week before about my first 
meetings with these newcomers there is still 


much to be said. 


The hermit thrush, for 
example, is one of Mother 
Nature's better efforts in the 
field of camouflage. When 
Gertie T. and I- saw him 
proudly standing in the middle 
of the near-my-window fed- 
der, this 6% to 7% inch bird 
was richly colored. I can well 
imagine that in his more 
normal surroundings those 
same well defined colors 
would almost cause him to 
disappear. 

His brown back and dark 
spotted light breast would be 
hard to see against the 
background of fallen leaves or 
thick underbrush. This is 
where he spends most of his 
time, scratching for all sorts 
of wriggly and crawly things 
which are the mainstay of his 
spring and summer diet. 

In the fall and winter the 
hermit thrush becomes more 
a vegetarian and thus he was 
apparently attracted to the 
pitifully few berries on the 
bush by the window. 

The one thing that all our 
books agree upon is the beauty 
of the hermit thrush's song. 
Not only do they agree but 
most of the space devoted to 
the bird is given to en- 
thusiastic ravings. ‘‘The 
sweetest singer of his family” 
is a typical comment. 
Haunting, ethereal, flutelike, 
pure, and so on and so forth. 

Finally curiosity won out 
and a record of bird songs was 
put on the stereo. The books 
were right, the hermit thrush 
does indeed have an exquisite 
song. Next spring we. must 
remember to listen for it. , 
„Apparently this serenader is 
most active at dawn and dusk; 

у breaks so early in the 
spring that I'll not promise 
anything but certainly the 
long and lovely twilights could 
only be made that much more 
precious by the beautiful 
serenade of this bird who 
some authors call the 
American nightingale. 

The books are only slightly 
less enthusiastic about the 
song of the winter wren but the 
record failed us. It did not 
have the exuberant and 
bubbling ‘‘succession of

tinkling warblers and trills’’ 
that, according to the National 
Geographic book, charac- 
terizes this wren's song. 

My goodness though the 
words used to praise the song 
are every bit as extravagant 
as those used for the hermit 
thrush. Enchanting, long, 
lovely, beautiful, melodious. 
And one author calis this little 
bird secretive, fond of deep 
dark woodlands, and then goes 
on to explain that its song, 
when heard in these quiet 
haunts, ‘bursts upon your 
ears". After all this I shall 
have to go further in the 
records. 

Last Sunday, so late it was 
practically dark, a winter 
wren. paid us another visit. 
Again I could not make Mom 
hear, a shout loud enough to be 
heard above the clatter of the 
typewriter would have cer- 
tainly leaked through the 
storm windows and frightened 
thelittle guy. Besides, I was so 
surprised to see him out so 
late that I just might not have 
had a voice with which to 
shout. 

Usually cardinals are the 
last visitors to the feeder and 
they liad long gone. However, 
there was absolutely no doubt 
in my mind that tiny dark 
brown bird, who lit on the 
feeder, scurried across the 
flat tray, then jumped down 
into the yew, was a winter 
wren. There was simply 
nothing else it could be. 

The wren family is a large 
one and I was rather surprised 
to find that its опу 
representative in Europe and 
Asia is this little four inch 
winter wren. And whereas we 
usually think of wrens nesting 
in man-made houses or old 
woodpecker holes or a 
mailbox, the winter wren 
prefers to tuck her bulky nest 
into the tangled roots of a 
fallen tree or under the edge of 
a log. 

The hermif thrush is also a 
ground nester. I had to 
chuckle though at what she 
considers to be the perfect, 
interior decorator right, lining 
for her nest. Porcupine hair. 
Now I realize por- 
cupines have fur or hair in 
addition to their quills — it is 
just whoever thinks about it? 
Marda, on that note it is time 
{о leave winter wrens and 
hermit thrushes, next week's 
article will be about com- 
pletely different birds. 
(Hopefully ones who do not 
use porcupine hairs in their 
nests.)

Downtown Tecumseh 
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Rice explains the marching 
step as a glide. ‘Тһе idea is to 
present an attitude of proud 
finesse and to keep the 
musical instrument from 
bouncing around on the 
player's lips," which distorts 
the music. “АП in all, the 
corps style is musical, 
disciplined and a colorful style 
of marching.”

CLINTON. — Missionary 
assistance programs con- 
ducted by the churches are 
accomplishing considerable 
good among the needy le 
of the world Douglas 
Schneider told members of the 
United Church of Christ 
Sunday. 

Schneider spoke at the 
morning service and after a 
noon family dinner he showed 
slides of the rural community 
where he and his wife served 
as agricultural missionaries 
in India until 1974. 

He contrasted the eight 
cents cost per $100 of 
operation for church mission 
programs to the $3 cost of 
administering government 
foreign relief programs. 

The Indian people were 
encouraged to learn to read 
and write their language 
before they were given help in 
building their own brick wells. 

Often the learning only took 
six months and the family 
then were shown how to build 
the 35 ft. wells at a cost of $25, 
which could retain e 
water during the four mon! 
of monsoon rains to supply the 
family with water for 
household and gardens year 
around. 

The local Indian people 
were also helped to construct 
75 small reservoirs to irrigate 
their quarter-acre ground 
plots, which then could 
produce three abundant crops 
yearly. 

Some 200,000 bushels of 
grain, supplied by Church 
World Service, was “earned” 
by the Indian people who 
worked to construct the first 
road connecting their village 
with the nearest road 10 miles 
away through the bamboo 
jungle. 

Mr. Schneider explained

Some may question why it 
was true then and not so much 
now. During those days the 
main ways to travel were by 
horse and buggy or walk. 
When it became meal time 
they would be some distance 
from home or town. The slow 
mean$ óf travel made it un- 
wise to drive or walk home or 
to an eating place. 

If a salesman or agent 
happened to be at farm near 
meal time, the farmer usually 
asked the individual to tie his 
horse and come to the house to 
eat with the family. 

Busy as the farm wife was, 
she somehow managed to 
have sufficient food prepared 
to feed an extra person. The 
meal may not have been 
fancy, but at least it was 
wholesome and nutritious. 

In the horse and buggy days, 
radios and televisions were 
not to be found in rural homes 
and farmers welcomed a 
chance to talk with an outsider 
and learn many interesting 
bits of news. 

During the same era, 
relatives and friends did not 
wait for an invitation to dinner 
ог be a guest for a short time. 
When they felt the urge to see 
a friend or relative they came, 
often without notifying anyone 
in advance, Families were 
usually glad to see each other 
and the hosts made the guests 
welcome.

habit of rushing to a store 
when supplies were low. 
Ready mixes and pre- 
patkaged foods- were 
unknown. By necessity most 
housewives were resourceful 
and used her culinary skills to 
prepare a satisfying meal with 
the meager items on hand. 

Families seemed mire 
neighborly. They visited each 
other fairly often and became 
better acquainted. While the 
adults discussed crops, 
politics, news, and the 
weather, the children played 
games. Taffy pulls. were en- 
joyed. Sometimes the host 
family served fried cakes 
(homemade) and sweet cider. 
At other times popcorn and 
apples were enjoyed. 

When a new family moved 
into the neighborhood, it was 
customary for residents to call 
on them within a few days to 
welcome them to the com- 
munity and get acquainted. 

In recent years, people 
move into a community, live 
there several, months, and 
move away without a single 
neighbor stopping by to chat 
for a few minutes. Are we anti- 
social? We need not be nosy. 
Perhaps a short friendly call 
might brighten the new- 
comers day and promote 
better community relation- 
ship 

Hospitality need not cost 
anything but can bring such 
rich rewards in friendship. 
Couldn't many gain by being 
a little more hospitable? Isn't 
it worth trying?

What good did Town Meeting do? 

People had an opportunity to speak 
openly with 200 concerned citizens. 
They took a big step in accepting in- 
dividual responsibility for Tecumseh's 
future. They realized Tecumseh is 
snot an island. The emphasis on the 

sarea meeting indicated: Tecumseh's 
shift from *'provincialism" toward 
municipal cooperation, 

The TM proposals show desire for 
better communication with all age 
groups, with city government, local 
business and industry, the agricul- 
tural community, townships and even 
state government. 

Participants realized they should 
expect more information from their 
local newspaper besides club news. 

The gifts from benefactors were 
appreciated, but TM participants 
were awakened to the need for self- 
determination.

Jobs for Teens and the new job 
placement service for teens through 
the Tecumseh High School guidance 
office are opportunities for everyone 
to help find jobs for youth. Support 
the Band Boosters, 4-H, Scouts and 
other youth groups and keep youth 
busy. 

The parent drop-in center, on the 
verge of abandonment, is an excell- 
ent opportunity for people of all ages 
to get together and discuss the direc- 
tion of youth.

Tecumseh Excells 
at Youth Convention

What motivates a student to 
spend every night in a library 
for six weeks preparing for a 
political debate? Or be in 
school at 6:30 a.m. sharp for a 
review of parliamentary 
procedure? 

That is the seriousness with 
which 82 delegates from 
Tecumseh High School have 
prepared their political 
strategy for the Fifth Lenawee 
County Youth Convention at 
Adrian College Monday: 

About 521 delegates 
representing the 14 schools in 
the county convened at 
Dawson Auditorium -for - the 
mock political convention. 

Rodney Turner of Tecumseh 
was 1976 convention chair- 
man. Lynne Wikle was 
Tecumseh delegation co- 


chairman for the resolution‘ 


and rules committees. Both 
were group leaders for Town 
Meeting ’76 along with Gary 
Lovett, teacher. 

Bill Cook was Tecumseh's 
delegation chairman and Pam 
Ely was delegation со- 
chairman for the mock 
election and convention 
election committees. 

The convention idea 
сети with Gary Lovett 
and Jody Kahle, both social 
Science instructors at THS. 
After the 1972 conventions, 
they were shocked to find their 
Students had по awareness 
about political convention 
procedure. 

"Monday they experienced 
all the pressures and tensions 
similar to the ones the 
Democrats and Republicans 
experienced this summer," 
explained Jody Kahle, an 
Adrian College graduate. 

Students began early with a 
preliminary bargaining 
session, adopted rules and 
selected convention officers. 
During the day, delegates 
attended various committee 
meetings апа discussed 
positions on resolutions and 
candidates. 

Delegates also prepared a 
platform statement from the 
resolutions and presented it at 
the evening convention. Issues 
were debated and voted upon. 
Students elected a chair- 
person and parliamentarian 
for the 1977 convention. 


Jo Ann Schroeder from 


Britton-Macon High School 
was elected 1977 chairman 
and Mark Phelan from 
Tecumseh School was 
elected parliamentarian, 
second highest office. 

“We built a reputation for 
quality candidates. We deliver 
what we say will do and stand 

it whether we win or 
lose," Lovett said of the 
Tecumseh delegations. 

“Being honest and 
straightforward when you 
make bargains or deals and 
keeping. your wo'4 ів im- 
portant in politics and very 
important as far as we're 
concerned," Lovett em- 
phasized. The teachers stress 
that Students “show 
character’ and “accept 
winning or losing equally 
well,” 

Local sponsors of the Girl’s 
and в State programs 
credit the youth convention 
and the Tecumseh teachers 
for the students' political 
awareness and ac- 
complishments in the state 
wide programs. 

The program is immensel: 
popular with Tecumseh 
students, perhaps because 
there is no debate team, A 
waiting list forms the first 
week of class in September. 
Students are screened by a 
selection committee. of гв 
апа teachers. Students 
complete the planning. 

Tecumseh’s feeder system 
is responsible for its ef- 
fectiveness over the years. 
Freshmen and sophomores 
are selected to learn while 
experienced juniors and 
skilled seniors dominate the 
convention delegates. 

During the convention, 
advisors remain on the 
sidelines ready to answer 
questions, but the students 
make the decisions. 

“Usually when one observes 
a national Democratic or 
Republican convention, and is 
not involved, impressions 
formed about what is or isn't 
happening are usually wrong. 
The best way to teach is by 
doing." summarized Kahle. 

The convention has the 
approval of local politicians 
and principals and local 
Democrat and Republican 
parties contribute to its 
finance.

THE COLD WEATHER GANG 

Speaking from a purely personal point of view 
the cold weather months are the best for my kind 
of bird watching. Oh, every season has its own 
particular brand of excitement — spring means 
migration and courtship, summer is full of baby 
birds, and fall has the spectacular colors which 
cancel the loneliness left by the birds as they re- 
turn south. However, when the temperatures drop 
and the winds blow cold and raw, then the winter 
birds are forced to come to the feeder. Super bird 


watching. 


Not too many mornings ago 
we were 'treated' to a near 
perfect preview of what will 
be coming in the not too 
distant future. It was a cold 
morning and everything in the 
outside world were heavily 
coated with pebbly white 
frost. Brrrr. 

By the time breakfast was 
over and I was sitting up, with 
my bed pulled down in front of 
the west facing window, some 
of the frost was gone but 
enough remained so that my 
window picture still looked 
shivery and.cold. Almost 
immediately the parade of 
birds began. 

The freeloaders were 
hungry and fortunately they 
knew where breakfast was 
served. The guest list was not 
a complete roster of winter 
visitors but it certainly was 
more cold weatherish then it 
would have been several 
months ago. . 

ГЇЇ not try to keep them in 
order for they were coming 
and going constantly. A few 
stayed and ate but the general 
order was grab and run. The 
bluejays were the largest of 
the morning visitors and the 
chickadees the smallest, 
eleven inches as against five 
inches. 

It is rather handy to keep 
these measurements in mind, 
it sometimes helps іп 
estimating the size of other 
birds. 

On this particular morning 
our frosty neighborhood had 
four bluejays in residence. 
Their colors were so bright — 
these birds have many 
shadings of blue but two are 
dominant, the blue of the head 
and back is one shade, 
whereas the tail and wings 
have little square ‘windows’ 
that are a much brighter, 
almost iridescent blue. 

But for clean and new 
looking feathers nothing could 
top the six inch long downy 
woodpecker, The black and 
white on his back were 
sparkling and the little red 


spot, jauntily worn on the back 
of his head, identified his sex. 

The cardinals did not come 
in pairs of cóurse, that must 
wait until next spring. All told 
though there were four who 
came for breakfast — one 
female was  gorgeously 
colored while the other was so 
young that her bill was still on 
the darkish side. As for the 
two gentlemen, both were 
brilliantly handsome. 

The tiny chickadees, with 
their black caps and pretty 
gray and white body coloring, 
seemed almost beside 
themselves with excitement. 
The crisp cold weather was 
much to their liking and they 
were much more interested in 
darting from tree to feeder 
than actually settling down to 
a tasty breakfast of sunflower 
seeds. 

Drapper and natty titmice 
were almost as active as the 
chickadees. These little guys 
(six inches), their soft gray 
feathers always in place, are 
one of the mainstays at a 
winter birdfeeder. And with 
their perky topknots and 
shiney black eyes, they are 
most welcome. 


The upside down nuthatch 
population was on the low 
side, only one pair. Hopefully 
that number will be at least 
doubled soon. 


Finally there were the 
juncos. The men folk of this 
family seem extra colorful 
this year, their head and 
backs are extremely black 
and their fronts a rich gray- 
cream, but oh my, some of the 
ladies are the most non- 
descript nothings ever. One 
especially is such an all over 
drabbish gray that were it not 
for her little head and her 
white outer tail feathers she 
would be a mystery. 


When the weather really 
gets bad the bird feeders will 
host other birds of course; 
however, the ones listed above 
are a good sampling of the 
winter’s best customers.

Council OKs Utilities 
for Township Restaurant 


Before a full audience of city and township 
residents Monday night, Tecumseh City Council 
unanimously approved the extension of city sewer 
and water to a Big Boy restaurant. 

The franchise development is planned for 
approximately one acre of land in Tecumseh 
Township, adjacent to the west city limits, south 
of M-50. 

Three local developers, Gene Tuckey, Joe 
Mannino and Earl Baldwin, agreed to pay all 
construction costs and agreed to be assessed 
by the city for the difference between current 
township and city millages. 


Township permission and state highway 
approval must be received before plans proceed. 

City officials considered Monday's decision a 
fair and equitable one. 

Mayor Harold Easton told The Tecumseh 
Herald Tuesday that the city plans to meet with 
township officials to consider an equitable method 
to handle future requests relative to development. 

Tecumseh Township board members failed last 
week to support a motion to release the property 
in question to the city for annexation. It objected 
to “рїесетеа1 аппехайоп” by the city. A few 
weeks earlier, it did release 14 acres, including 
the Tecumséh Country Club buildings, to the city 
so the club could get sewer and water services. 

Monday night the local developers returned to 
Council and proposed to pay the entire costs of 
the sewer and water construction and mainten- 
ance. The developer's attorney, Henry Newlin, 
argued that “е services could be maintained 
at absolutely no cost" to city taxpayers. But, 
Council disagreed. 

““You have to consider taxpayers have already 
invested millions of dollars into a sewage system" 
said Mayor ‘Baster~‘We-de-have-to-be-fair. to 
those citizens who have already paid.” 

"That's 'the real rub right there," agreed 
Councilman Carlton Cook. 

Tecumseh Township trustee Larrie Eaton off- 
ered his ideas: 

“Our main objection is being piecemealed 
to death. We're not objecting to a Big Boy. 
They happen to be on the chopping block. 
We're half a township to start. . .and a quarter 
without the city. A couple of years down the 
road we aren't going to be anything.” 

“There has got to be some way for the town- 
Ship and city to agree on extending these ser- 
vices. That's the future growth of this area," 
Eaton concluded. 


Precidents were also discussed Monday. “These 
are all special cases, and they're all being thrown 
back at us." said Councilman Cook. 

At least seven such cases were discussed Mon- 
day. General Motors Fisher Body Division has 
city sewer. It pàid for construction and pays an 
annual assessment for a portion of the sewage 
treatment facility that is uses. 

Tecumseh Friends Church has city water and 
in exchange, granted the city an easement. The 
church paid for hook-up. Jehovah's Witnesses 
also have city water and paid for construction.

Both are in Tecumseh Township and since 
churches do not pay taxes, annexation was not a 
major concern to the city. 

Dr. Harold Ocamb's residence on Occidental 
Hwy. has city sewer and water. In this situation 
the owner paid an assessment on the property 
frontage within city limits. House is actually in- 
side the township. 


Health study building and a small industry 
located next to it have city water. City extended 
services at request of then township supervisor, 
Arthur Eaton. All construction costs were paid. 

A property on the corner of Tonneberger Dr. 
and Newburg Rd., formerly known as the “Мауеѕ 
property," was given sewer in order for a city 
easement. In the above cases, a rate and a half 
is paid for city water. The Big Boy development 
will pay the city rate because of the Council's 
agreement. 


Big Boy would also have city police protection. 
Fire protection would continue to be provided by 
the township through its agreement with the city. 

Franchise developers estimate that first year's 
gross sales could be $400,000. As many as 25 full- 
time and 10 part-time employees could be hired 
by the restaurant. 


Over $40,000 


Although the drive has passed the half-way 
mark relative to the $79,950 goal, the next couple 
weeks will probably determine whether the 
Tecumseh Community Fund Foundation camp- 
aign will reach or top the goal. 

Robert Robinson, drive chairman, reported 
Wednesday morning that actual. donations. and 
pledges now exceed $40,000, and the campaign in 
the industrial division is “looking good.” 

At a meeting last Friday, division heads re- 
ported progress in the drive, but only Gene 
Cooiey, assistant superintendent and division 
head for the schools, predicted that his division 
would reach or top its goal. 

Commercial division is lagging far behind and 
may not even match last year's total contribution 
of $6,400. This year's goal is $12,500. 

Many businesses have promised to mail their 
donations in, and hopefully this will enable the 
division to at least reach the midway point.

Oh, how many times I have ranted and raved 
about English sparrows and starlings. They are 
such noisy, quarrelsome, bossy characters and 
when they overrun the bird feeders and dominate 
the yard it is discouraging to say the least. 


There are a few reports 
which claim that the English 
sparrow is settling down and, 
in fact, the population may 
even be declining; however, 
the hordes of starlings con- 
tinue to increase and in the 
process are ousting native 
birds from their rightful food 
supplies and living habitat. 

And what really hurts is that 
these starlings and sparrows 
should not be here in the first 
place — they are alien birds 
who were . intentionally 
brought into the country. 

But before pursuing that 
thought too far there is the 
other side of the coin to con- 
sider. An article crossed my 
reading table not too long ago 
that made a.point not often 
mentioned. Just as some 
imports into this country have 
proved disastrous so too have 
some of our exports been 
looked upon with something 
less than favor. 

In the late 1800's, 10 eastern 
gray squirrels were sent to 
England. We find nothing 
wrong with gray squirrels but 
today the English are far from 
happy with the present. 

Apparently the original 
group discovered the en- 
vironment much to their 
liking, they have multiplied 
and multiplied until now the 
unchecked population ex- 
plosion is doing excessive 
damage to the beech trees. 

Gray squirrels are also 
accused of displacing 
England's native red 
squirrels. I suppose that it is a 
matter of national pride, of not 
wanting to lose a national 
species because of an upstart 
of an import but my goodness, 
if their red squirrels are like 
ours, imagine bemoaning the 
loss!

establish muskrat farming in 
Czechoslovakia. The theory 
was to expand the fur growing 
industry. Unfortunately some 
muskrats escaped and, having 
few natural predators to keep 
their population in check, 
have become а serious 
problem. 


These little animals are 
burrowers and diggers. In 
countries where dykes are 
important muskrats are 
definitely unwanted. And, in 
addition to undermining the 
dykes, they are also accused 
of doing much damage to 
railroad beds. 

Birds and animals are not 
the only things to cause havoc 
when introduced into an. un- 
natural environment. Fish 
create great problems too and 
again the traffic is two ways. 
The large mouth black bass, a 
super game fish in this 
country, was splashed into 
Guatemala's Lake Atitlan. 
Another disaster. 


The fish not only thrived but 
its voracious appetite is 
posing a serious threat to the 
giant pied-billed grebe. It 
seems that this bird is ex- 
tremely rare and one of the 
few places it nests is around 
this particular lake. Un- 
fortunately the fish are eating 
so many young flightless 
grebes that the survival of the 
species is seriously 
threatened. 

Equally troublesome are 
some of the fish which are now 
taking hold in Florida. Ap- 
parently the walking catfish 
and the little ‘meat eating’ fish 
from South America were 
originally brought in for the 
aquarium trade. 

Whether accidently 
released or intentionally 
dümped when the market for 
thém declined is really a moot 
question — the fact remains is 
that both are thriving and 
causing great concern. 

We cannot even look at the 
devastating Dutch Elm 
disease carrier, the wood 
beetle, or the gypsy moth, who 
is equally destructive, without 
considering the potato beetle 
and the tiny American vine 
aphid. 

One is a scourge to the 
potato crop and the latter 
almost wiped out the finest 
vineyards. Neither our bugs 
nor their bugs were in- 
tentionally allowed to cross 
borders — what matters is 
that they did and the results 
have been hideously 
troublesome to all concerned. 

The picture is not com- 
pletely black though. Consider 
the west coast salmon that 
have found such a happy home 
in Lake Michigan and the ring 
necked pheasant, both have 
been successful transplants. 
As with most things there is 
good to counterbalance the 
bad. 

From now on I hope that 
when an invasion of starlings 
or English sparrows causes 
me to mutter, I will at least try 
to remember that they are 
only a small part of a much 
larger picture. And turn about 
is fair play — isn't it?

Bicentennial 
Journey 


Flies, Flies, Flies 
By Thelma Younglove 


BRITTON Until recent 
years general farming~was 
practiced in many rural areas 
of Michigan. Most farms were 
self-sufficient. They produced 
grain, fruits, vegetables, 
poultry, and livestock. 
Production of many of the 
farm products attracted 
numerous insects, especially 
flies. By fall, flies by the 
thousands became terrible 


pests. They swarmed abou, 


the barns and gemered on 
screen doors ready to invade 
the house every time a door 
was opened. 

Home canning, . especially 
whén pickles, relishes, and 
catsup were being cooked in 
open kettles seemed to attract 
multitudes of flies that 
congregated on window and 
door screens. 

To keep homes as free of 
flies as possible various 
devices were made and steps 
taken. Many. housewives 
made fly chasers to hang by 
the side of the door. 

The fly chasers were made 
of a length of broom handle 
about 30 inches in length and a 
large flour sack (50 pound 
size). The bottom was cut out 
of the sack. Then the sides of 
the sack were cut into strips 
about 174 inches wide to within 
about seven inches of one end. 
The uncut end was wrapped 
around one end of the broom 
handle and tacked on 
securely. А cord was attached 
to the handle so the fly chaser 
could be hung by the door. 

Bet many people recall 
sharing their mothers say, 
“Chase the flies away before 
you open the door.” 

Insect sprays, insecticides, 
pest strips, etc., were not 
available. Few homes had 
enclosed porches. Screens 
were not nearly as efficient as 
our modern ones. Some homes 
had neither door nor window 
screens. One could not help but 
wonder how the occupants 
managed with flies so 
numerous. 

About 1920, sticky fly paper 
(Tangle-foot) was used to try 
to control the fly population. 
Sticky fly paper consisted of 
two sheets of fairly heavy 
paper coated with а sticky, 
syrupy substance that at- 
tracted flies. 

When purchased the two 
sheets faced each other. They 
were pulled apart and either 
laid on a flat surface or tacked 
onto a screen door. 

Flies were attracted to the 
Sticky surface and their feet 
and sometimes wings became 
entangled in the sticky coating 
and they were caught. 

Later fly ribbons were used. 
The ribbons fitted into a 
cardboard cylinder and when 
pulled out formed а strip. of 
paper about two inches wide 
and 30 inches long. The 
narrow strip was coated on 
both sides with the same 
preparation as sticky fly 
paper and caught flies in the 
same way. The fly strips were 
suspended from rafters or 
ceilings. 

At one time a fly powder 
All rooms in 
the house were darkened 
Flies left the 
darkened гоотв and gathered 
in the light one. When the 


[ majority of flies had gathered 
J in the one room the insect 


powder was blown about the 
room. Within a few minutes 
the flies lay still and had to be 
swept up and burned. Most of 
the flies were gone but the 
powder was a mess to clean 
up. 

After fly powder had been 
on the market a short time, 
some people purchased a 
liquid fly spray to get rid of the 
pests. It was an improvement 
but left an oily residue which 
was not desirable. 

When chilly fall weather 
came, flies gathered in 
enormous numbers under 
porch roofs and ой screens. 
Early the next morning 
housewives swept the flies 
down then put them in 
newspaper and burned them, 
getting rid of countless pests. 

With the change to grain 
farming and the discon- 
tinuance of livestock 
production, few breeding 
places for flies exist. 

Insect pest strips and the 
handy fly swatter have done 
much to control the flies. What 
a relief to be rid of the nasty 
pests.

200 Propose Community's Future

Participants at the 
Tecumseh Area Town Meeting 
‘76 (TM '76) on Oct. 23 said 
they want to have more in- 
formation about business and 
politics, more communication 
at all levels in the community 
and more participation by the 
individual in decision making 
and building the community's 
future. 

АП the challenges and 
proposals are in the TM 
report, now available at the 
Tecumseh Public Library. 

Were the challenges and 
proposals made at TM ‘76 
representative of the entire 
group there? 

As one participant 
гетагкей at the day's end, he 
"found that the concerns of 
the individual turned out to be 
the concerns of others.” 

Here's why: 

The meeting was organized 
so the 200 participants were 
divided into four "Guilds" 
that worked independently 
during the first session. When 
the groups reconvened at 
lunch, they were surprised 
that the issues raised were 
similar in theme. In the af- 
ternoon, these written 
challenges were sorted into 
one of three “агепаз”, 
economic, political or 
cultural. One guild was 
selected to formulate 
"proposals" or solutions, for 
the challenges in one of the 
three ‘arenas’. Guild four 
had a special assignment to

Tecumseh School Board 
discussed the effects of title IX 
legislation on the district at 
Monday night's meeting. 

Board member Todd 
Herrick had expressed con- 
cern at earlier meetings 
relative to the requirement 
that elementary physical 
education classes be co-ed by 
July earlier this year.

Our good news column this week 
deals with the Volunteer Services 
Program in Adrian. The program 
is directed by Tom Jacobs and 
works under the Probate Court, 
Juvenile Division. The volunteers 
in the program work on a one-to- 
one basis with juveniles. They try 
to help them find out why they 
are in trouble and help them to 
stay out of trouble in the future. 

There are three types of volun 
teers in the program. The first of 
these types is called а Truant Vol- 
unteer. The job of the Truant Vo. 
lunteer is to work with the schools 
in dealing with kids who repeated- 
ly skip school or cut classes. The 
kids voluntarily meet with the Tru 
ant volunteer who tries to find out 
such things as why the person is 
missing school or cutting certain 
classes, and then tries to get the 
person to attend school on a more 
regular basis. 

The second type of Volunteer is 
called a Volunteer Probation 
Officer. The court urges any juyen- 
ile who has a first offense or a 
minor offense to see a Volunteer 
Probation Officer. Although this is. 
strongly urged by the court, it i&" 
not required of the juvenile. The 
volunteer works on an informal 
basis with the teens and tries to 
prevent any further crimes. He may 
do this in a diversional way by 
giving the teen the attention he 
or she is lacking. 

The third type of volunteer is 
called a Volunteer in Probation 
This volunteer works under a regu 
lar Probation Officer, acting as a 
friend and companion to the juven- 
ile and tries to help him or her 
successfully through the probation- 
ary period. 

All three types of Volunteers 
spend a few hours a week talk- 
ing and working with kids, and the 
two may develop a friendly re- 
lationship through participation in 
informal activities. The volunteer 
doesn't represent an authority 
such as: The court (and judge), 
parents, or the regular probation 
officer, but is a companion that the 
teens may talk freely to, without 
worrying about what is said. 

In order to be a volunteer, an 
adult must get an application from 
Tom Jacobs. He or she must be of 
good moral standing, have refer- 
ences, and a clean arrest and con- 
viction record. After filing an appli- 
cation, the applicant may have a 
personal interview with Mr. Jacobs 
Н he feels that the person is suit- 
able, responsible, and could pro- 
vide guidance, the prospective 
volunteer goes through three even- 
ings of training. Once the train- 
ing is completed, the volunteer 
needs only to wait for an assign- 
ment.

Some weeks ago Gertie S. called with the excit- 
ing news that two cock pheasants were strutting 
across her back yard. Since they were headed 
east and that is our direction from her, it hardly 
needs saying that for the next hour or so our window 
watching was extra vigilant. 


Unfortunately the birds 
must have run into a detour or 
were sidetracked because 
they never got this far. But 
just to know such gorgeous 
creatures were in the neigh- 
borhood was a thrill. If they 
showed up once perhaps they 
would again. 

And they did — about 10 
days later there was another 
shout of, “Pheasants!” This 
time Mom and Dad were the 
lucky people but the pheasants 
they saw were not the hand- 
some males. The two hens 
were in the road in front of the 
house and something must 
have spooked them for just as 
Mom pointed themout to Dad 
they exploded into flight and 
disappeared. 

Explode is about the only 
word to use when talking 
about a pheasant 'launching 
itself into the air'. These are 
comparatively large heavy 
birds and I am fully convinced 
that’ part of their defense 
mechanism is this loud 
startling takeoff. 

Anyone who has walked 
fields and either accidentally 
or intentionally kicked up one 
of these birds knows what I 
mean. I always marveled at 
hunters who did not use dogs 
but simply walked through 
promising pheasant terrain 
and flushed the birds. 

With a swish and a whirl and 
often a loud laughing cackle a 
pheasant flies up from 
practically beneath one's foot 
and how in the world are wits 
collected and composure 
regained in time to bring a gun 
up to the shoulder, aim and 
fire? 

But getting back to ‘our’ 
pheasants. Not many days ago 
Gertie T. and I had a chance to 
ooh and aah. I just happened 
to look out in time to spot a hen 
sneaking along the other side 
of the small ravine in back of 
the white end-of-the-street 
barrier. 

So perfectly did her lovely 
shades of browns, tans, black, 
and creams blend with the 
background that, had she not 
been moving, I probably 
would not have seen her. 

Being a cooperative lady, 
she hopped up and stood near 
the end of a fallen log just as 
Gertie T. rushed to the window 
to look. 

Later that same day Gertie 
T. was in the kitchen making 
tea' and there, sailing over 
Dorothy U's. house, was the 
pheasant. 


A week later Gertie S. called 
again to announce that four 
hen pheasants were in her 
back yard. They were baffled 
by a fence — it was too tight to 
let them crawl through and 
they were too close to it to fly 
over. 

The poor things kept trying 
but there simply was: not 
enough room to take off and 
gain sufficient altitude to 
clear thelow fence. They were 
persistent though and their 
repeated efforts gradually 
worked them down the length 
of the fence until suddenly, 
they could merely walk 
around the barrier. 

These birds are cagey, 
survival smart апа in- 
stinctively in tune with many 
means of survival but oh my, 
super intelligent they are not. 

The ring neck pheasants, 
thegame birds hunted in these 
parts so eagerly every fall, 
are not native birds. Specific 
date as to when, where and 
how is hard to come by — 
apparently there were 
multiple imports and at 
various times birds were 
released in many different 
areas. 

The ones fortunate enough 
to be located in favorable 
environments thrived. And, 
according to the National 
Geographic’s “Water, Prey, 
and Game Birds of North 
America”, today’s pheasants 
are a blending of all the 
successful transplants but the 
“typical American ringneck 
with its light, burnished 
plumage most closely 
resembles the  ringneck 
pheasant native to northern 
China." 

Years ago it was not un- 
common to see both pheasants 
and quail in our yard. Lately 
though both have been ex- 
ceedingly rare; however, with 
so many sightings this fall we 
are most encouraged and 
hopeful about it being a busy 
winter. 

Shelter and water are 
readily available and per- 
phaps a few handouts of corn 
will be enough to supplement 
the natural food supply so that 
the birds will stay around. 
What could be more exciting!

Test Assessment | 


Tecumseh’s School Board 

Nov. 22 heard a report 
by Tecumseh curriculum 
consultant, Wayne Kaiser, 
concerning the annual State of 
Michigan .educational 
assessment tests. 

The tests were given to 
Tecumseh fourth and seventh 
graders this year. 

The best area, according to 
Kaiser, was fourth grade 
math where more than 65 
percent of the pupils passed 
the 30 objectives. 

Each objective has five 
questions. If a student an- 
swered four of the five 
questions correctly he passed 
the objective 

Students had some trouble 
with the fourth grade reading 
objectives. They had difficulty 
vith three areas: choosing the 
best summary of a selection, 
matching quotations from a 
story with speakers, and 
choosing the most appropriate 
conclusion for a study. 

Seventh grade math showed 
some improvement but Kaiser 
added, "fractions and 
decimals are still problem 
areas." 

Seventh grade reading 
made some ‘‘good’’ gains, 
according to Kaiser, but a 
problem area is choosing 
selections alike in ideas ex- 
pressed 


Kaiser went on to say that 
principals and teachers were 
given the results and are 
plànning instructional 
changes 

He was quick to add that 
parents may go over their 
child's results by calling the 
building principal and making 
an appointment.

Caught by Pickets 
By Thelma Younglove 

BRITTON — When most 
people see or hear the word 
pickets they immediately 
envision men or women 
stationed by a labor union 
near a factory or business 
place where there is a strike in 
progress to try to prevent 
employees from working or 
customers from buying. 

Many of the senior citizens 
think of pickets as pointed 
stakes or pegs driven into the 
ground to make a fence. 

At one time picket fences 
were common in „southern 
Michigan, not only on farms 
but also in villages and towns. 

Those picket fences were 
made of boards about three 
inches wide, one-half inch 
thick, and approximately four 
feet long. 

The upper end of the picket 
was cut to form № point. The 
pickets were woven with 
strands of wire and secured to 
fence posts set about one rod 
apart. 

Picket fences on farms were 
used to keep livestock from 
straying. from one field to 
another and possibly getting 
lost or destroying a field crop 
or ruining the garden. 

In villages, ‘picket fences 
were also used to protect 
property, keep animals and 
pets confined, and provide a 
safe place for youngsters to 
play. In those days most 
villagers Кер! а family cow, 
some chickens, and one or two 
horses. 

In more recent years, picket 
fences have been uséd оп 
farms to build portable corn 
cribs for storage of ear corn. A 
few farmers used short 
lengths of picket fence as a 
temporary fence to provide a 
place to graze a few sheep for 
а short time. 

During the winter time, rolls 
of picket fence are erected in 
areas where snow usually 
drifts and blocks the roads. 
Several years ago many of 





our neignpors had fields en- 


closed with picket fences. One 
neighbor had a brother-in-law 
who lived at his home. The 
brother-in-law had one bad 
habit. He didn't have enough 
control of his thirst for in- 
toxicating beverages. At that 
time, Lenawee County was 
termed dry. (That is the sale 
of intoxicating beverages was 
not permitted in the county), 
but they could be purchased in 
Monroe County not far away. 

Late Saturday afternoon, 
whether permitting the 
brother-in-law and some of his 
associates would be seen 
starting for Dundee to satisfy 
their thirst, returning late at 
night and sometimes not until 
Sunday morning. 

The brother-in-law knew his 
sister greatly opposed his 
drinking, and to avoid her 
wrath, he tried to stay out of 
her sight until he had become 
sober. 

One Sunday forenoon, when 
returning from his weekend 
visit to Dundee, he attempted 
to go across the fields to the 
barn hoping to keep from 
being seen until he had slept 
until he was sober. 

To reach the barn it was 
necessary to go over a picket 
fence, Getting over a picket 
fence was a difficult feat for a 
sober person. 

The man being under the 
influence of liquor was un- 
successful in getting over the 
fence and caught the seat of 
his trousers on the sharp 
pointed pickets. There he 
dangled struggling to free 
himself, feet not touching the 
ground. 

Finally the seat of his 
trousers could not stand the 
strain and gave w letting 
him fall to the ground, Getting 
back onto his feet he 
staggered to the back of the 
barn to sober up. 

Wonder what the man's 
sister. said when she 


discovered the hole in the 
trousers?

With the coming season 
such a busy time, I started 
baking holiday cookies early 
in December and freeze them. 
By Christmas time, I have a 
nice variety of cookies to 
serve my holiday guests and 
to enjoy ourselves. Here are 
two of our favorites. 

This easy cookie recipe 
from Jane Hiatt of Adrian, 
makes several dozen small, 
delicious cookies. 

SNOWBALLS 
34 eup butter or margarine 
% cup sugar 
legg 
2 teaspoons vanilla 
2 cups flour 
2 cups finely grated nuts 
powdered sugar 

In large bowl, beat butter 
and sugar with electric mixer, 
until creamy. Beat in egg and 
vanilla and continue until 
fluffy. Add flour and salt and 
mix well. Add nuts and stir. 
Shape into 2/3 inch balls. 
Bake on ungreased cookie 
sheets for 20 minutes at 350 
degrees. Cookies will be 
almost white. Cool slightly, 
then roll in powdered sugar. 
Makes about nine dozen 
cookies. 


This sugar cookie is my 
children's all time favorite. 
They like to help me make and 
decorate them. The cookies 
are thin and crisp. 

SUGAR COOKIES 
% cup soft shortening (half 
butter) 
% cup sugar 
1 egg 
1 tablespoon milk 
1 teaspoon flavoring (vanilla 
or lemon) 
1% сир flour 
V4 teaspoon baking powder 
Y% teaspoon salt 

Mix together shortening, 
sugar and egg. Stir in milk and 
flavoring. Sift together and 
stir in flour, baking powder 
and salt. Chill dough. Roll thin 
(1/16 inch). Cut into desired 
shapes. Place on lightly 
greased baking sheet, and 
sprinkle with sugar. 

Bake in 425 degree oven for 


5-7 minutes until delicately 
browned. Makes 5 dozen 2% 
inch cookies. When cool, 
spread with icing and 
decorate as desired.

Progresses to Plastic Process 


To а stranger passing by, 


the brick rotundas may 

conjure visions of a past 

civilization. Today (һе

The kilns of Comfort Brick 
and Tile on Rogers Hwy. have 
been cold since last November 
when the family business, 
owned by the Comforts since 
1859, converted from 
manufacturing of clay to 
plastic drain tile.

Will all the kilns be torn 
down? 

Ralph Comfort chuckled at 
the question, probably asked 
more often than any other of 
late. 

"There's no real reason to 
necessarily tear them all 
down. . .but something not in 
use would deteriorate 
rapidly." He explained that 
moisture and weather would 
affect the kilns when not in 
use.

manufactured by Comfort 
Brick and Tile, clay drain tile 
from other manufacturers is 
still sold by the local firm. “It 
is still liked by a lot of people,” 
Comfort told. 

Production of the plastic tile 
began in 1971 with one line 
operating to make the 4 inch 
core tube. This year 4, 5, 6 and 
8 inch plastic tile is now 
produced in continuous 
lengths that are cut as needed. 
Pellets of polyethylene resin 
are melted, the tile is extruded 


and corrugated. 

Comfort said there is no 
evidence so far that plastic tile 
won't last as long as clay, but 
the corrugation gives the 
plastic tile its remarkable 
strength. 

The light weight makes it 
easier to lay with high speed 
tile laying machines. This is 
the major advantage of the 
plastic tile. 

Some of the latest tile laying 
machines operate with a laser 
beam that speeds the sur- 


tile. Polyethylene resin is now used їо manu- 
facture plastic drain tile by an extruding 
and corrugated molding process. New pro- 
cess produces a lighter weight product 
easier to move, faster to lay. The plastic 
tile is considered as durable as clay because 


it is corrugated. 


veying process, automatically 
adjusts the depth of the tile 
and improves the accuracy of 
the job. Under certain con- 
ditions, it is estimated the tile 
can be laid 80-90 feet per 
minute. 

In contrast, some senior 
citizens may recall hand 
laying tile as their after school 
job. 
The Comfort family 
business is now,operated by 
Ralph and his son, Gordon. It 
was started in 1859 by Ralph’s 
grandfather, Elwood, with the 
production of clay products. 

Brick was first manufac- 
tured on the original plant site 
on the west side of Rogers 
Hwy., across from the present 
plant. A valley remains there 
now. Surface clay from the 
premises was used and the 
bricks were hand fired. Back 
then it was strictly a sum- 
mertime proposition since 
they didn't have the heat for 
winter operation. 

An uncle, William, and 
Ralph's father, Albert, then 
followed as leaders in the 
business. Ralph joined as a 
young man in 1934.

In early years, the old 
process '*may have been more 
interesting, but it was also 
more work," said Comfort. 
The kilns, reconstructed in 
part since 1938, were fired by 
wood and later hand shoveled 
coal before gas came into use 
about 15 years ago. Now gas 
has doubled in price and ‘ће 
efficiency of gas firing is not 
suitable," told Comfort. 

Ralph Comfort's home 
across from. the plant was 
built by his grandfather with 
the family product. 

On a personal note, Ralph 
Comfort celebrated his 74th 
birthday anniversary on Nov. 
15. He is an avid Tecumseh 
Indian fan, enjoys golf and 
bowling, and is a member of 
the Friends Church and the 
long time Wit and Wisdom 
Club.

pópulatation (Ohio is now first 
due to the increasing com- 
mercialism and ur- 
banization), the friendliness of 
the traditional welcome is still 
manifest in the Pennsylvania 
people, young and old. 
Lancaster County, Pa. was 
the natural setting for the 
reunion of the Charles Browti 
family. Mike and Kathy 
Brown and the John Brown 
Family of Michigan attended. 
The people and the weather 
treated us like- VIP's, as 
visitors in Pennsylvania are 
known this Bicentennial year. 


The unusual mixture of past 
and present in Lancaster's 
architecture was appreciated. 
The downtown blocks are 
composed of townhouses 
representing several periods: 
of history: colonial: tavernscc 
stand-beside more eclectic- 
styles of architecture such as 
Queen Anne. A well-preserved 
patch of green is the only lawn 
between home and street as 
the homes are built right up to 
the sidewalks 

An excellent orientation 
was given at the Mennonite 
Visitors Center on Lincoln 
Hwy. or Route 30, three miles 
east of Lancaster. Free in- 
formation is available on the 
finest restaurants, ac- 
comodations and en- 
lertainment. A film, shown 
every half-hour, introduced 
the visitors to the Mennonite 
life. The center and service is 
free of charge. 


The unusual in custom and 
costume was witnessed. 
Saturday night an Amish 
courting buggy was seen 
parked underneath a mercury 
vapor lamp post in a suburban 
mall parking lot. Sunday up to 
40 courting buggies and family 
carriages were seen parked 
around a farmhouse where 
Amish families hold services. 
When headed home, children 
play peek-a-boo from the 
carriages. 


Fast food restaurants 
abound, but to “get to know 
what good is" a restaurant 
that offers Pennsylvania 
Dutch cooking was selected. 
The Mennonites operate some 
of the best. That big meal was 
eaten earlier in the day and we 
walked it off at the National 
Wax Museum of Lancaster 
County.

The Amish Farm Museum,

Recall 


Probe Is Futile 


In an attempt to identify the 
reasons for recall charges 
against Henry Mastie, Britton 
village council president, and 
to determine whether or not 
they are true, The Tecumseh 
Herald attended a press 
conference called by Mastie at 
the C&C Cafe on Dec. 5. 

Meeting then proceeded to 
the home of village clerk, Mrs. 
Dorothy Hindes. Minutes of 
the Britton Village Council 
meetings and other records 
were made available to the 
press for examination. 

Since that meeting, the 
Herald has interviewed other 
officials and residents in 
Britton. To date, there is no 
conclusive evidence whether 
or not Mastie is guilty as 
charged. 

Prime reason for this is that 
concerned citizens of Britton 
have not come forward to 
state for the record the 
specific reasons for the 
charges, including dates and 
witnesses to alleged acts of 
misconduct. 

Through their lawyer, 
Clarke Baldwin, the con- 
cerned citizens refused a 
public debate Dec. 15 at 
Mastie’s invitation issued last 
Thursday through the media. 
Story is on Britton page this 
week. 

Furthermore, village of- 
ficials and residents in- 
terviewed so far by the Herald 
do not seem to know if the 
village has a procedural 
document that spells out 
separation of powers of village 
president апа council. 
Therefore there is no known 
record of precedent to 
determine whether Mastie 
overstepped his authority, or 
neglected his responsibilities. 


Longer Hours 
for Shoppers 


Although some Tecumseh 
merchants started special 
Christmas shopping hours a 
week or so ago, practically all 
businesses will be open 
evenings and longer hours 
starting Monday, Dec. 13th. 

Several shops also will start 
staying open Sunday af- 
ternoons, *beginning this 
Sunday, Dec. 12th. 

Council approved free off- 
street parking for the mer- 
chants, starting next Wed- 
nesday, Dec. 15th. Metered 
parking, however, will con- 
tinue in effect except for the 
city parking lots. 


A former Britton village 
official told the Herald ''The 
things that they are accusing 
him for are not even the things 
the mayor handles.” 

Charges that he monopolizes 
council meetings and holds. up 
business are even more dif- 
ficult to determine since truth 
of the charges is subjective. 
One village resident, who 
identifies as a concerned 
citizen, said that Mastie has 
been “mild” at meetings since 
the recall started. 

A village council member 
said “I can work with Henry 
or I can work with Elmer 
Bryan." Bryan was mayor 
pro-tem before Mastie was 
elected. 

Others who don’t want to 
take sides told the Herald they 
feel it is hard to get Mastie to 
recognize people in the 
audience during council 
meetings, and that some 
issues are discussed too long. 

From conversations with 
village residents and officials, 
the Herald has learned the 
recall has stemmed from 
personality conflicts.

Tears are therapeutic in 
more ways than many of us 
may realize. They give us оп 
emotional outlet and provide 
us with an immediate and 
natural physical action we can 
perform; one that occupies our 
being completely. 


An emotional outlet 

Getting it all out -- letting 
all оё the building and pent- 
up feelings of griet explode in 
a burs! of teors -- may be 
one of the most effective ways 
of coming to grips with the 
immediote situation following 
the deáth of a loved one. At 
the realization that the loved 
one is gone, tears may come 
easily for both adult and child. 
And this is good. Children may 
even be encouraged to let out 
their feelings of grief by cry- 
ing. Mos! do not need the ex- 
tra encouragement since it is so 
natural to weep in sorrow.

An urgent appeal is being 
made by the Probate Court of 
Lenawee County for foster 
homes“for children who have 
been removed from their own 
home because of abuse, 
neglect or behavior problems 
which relate to home, school 
and-or community. 

The foster home is an 
alternative to be considered in 
providing temporary care 
when a child's home is not 
able.to meet his needs and 
problems. А child may need a 
foster home for a few weeks, a 
few months or years. 

These young people are 
placed in. homes where it 
seems there is a good chance 
that they and the family will 
accept and enjoy each other.

He, along 
with the foster home coor- 
jdinator, provides supportive 
help to foster parents. They 
are available on a 24-hour 
emergency telephone service. 

“If you know foster parents 
who are licensed through 
Probate Court, talk with them 


about the rewards of 
fostering," suggested the 
Court.

Mr. and Mrs. Helgren 
moved from Detroit and 

hased the house in 1970. 
{теры then they have ас- 
complished the remodeling 
mostly with their own 
monumental amount of hard 
labor. 

Charles Helgren is a retiree 
from Вида Со., where he had 
worked 35 years. 


Mrs. Helgren notes that he 
**just didn’t want to be idle." 


She recalls that when her 
daughter, already a rural 
Clinton resident, brought 
them to see the vacant house, 
it was a hot summer day, and 
the doors were wide 

Another couple ahead of 
them took one look at the 
crumbled plaster, and bare 
light bulbs dangling inside, 
and never even went inside the 
door. 


One of the Helgrens first 
efforts was to remove the old 
varnish and some paint from 
all the natural oak woodwork 
in the 10-room house, then 
refinish it. It took. an 
estimated 55 gallons of 
stripper to do this. 


Ceilings, which had been 
lowered in a remodeling by 
earlier tentants, were 
removed and the original high 
ceilings restored. 

Newly laid and sanded 
maple floors came from the 
1905 Clinton High School 
building, torn down in recent 
years. 

Daughter Jennifer Retke 
and her husband Fred, a local 
farmer, have helped all along 
with the remodeling. She 
noted that they spent some 560 
héiirs just pulling nails from 
the old flooring and cleaning 
the grooves so it would fit 
perfectly when laid. 

Wainscoting from enclosed 
stairways in the old Clinton 
school have been stripped and 
used to face all new kitchen

But seasons depend on the 
tilt of the earth’s axis, rather 
than the distance from the 
sun,. she explained. “Even 
though we are closer to the sun 
in winter, the sun’s rays hit us 
more obliquely, with less 
force. However, the fact that 
we are closer to the sun tends 
to make winters in the nor- 
thern hemisphere a little 
milder. 

“The sun and winner 
solstice are belived to bear a 
real relation to the date of 
Christmas," says Losh. “Most 
likely, this religious 
celebration was set to agree

HEATING SYSTEMS 
BRITTON — With the advent 
of chilly days and frosty^ 
nights, homemakers plan for 
providing warmth and 
comfort for their families for 
the winter months. 

As we prepare for the 
heating season, thoughts often

Fireplaces provided warm- 
th, a place to cook, and bake. 
They also furnished some light 
for the cabin. Some of those 
fireplacés were large enough 
to burn a huge piece of wood. 

Heating stoves, such as 
were used during the early 
part of this century, conserved 
fuel and heated the homes a 
little more efficiently, and the 
women fortunate enough to 
own a cooking stove with 
reservoir and oven must have 
been proud. 

Heating stoves were taken 
down (term used meaning 
dismantled, cleaned and 
stored during the summer 
months). The chimney where 
the stove pipe entered was 
cleaned and covered for the 
summer. 

Most families were glad 
when the heating stoves had 
been stored. Dirt from fuel 
and ashes was eliminated and 
without the stoves in the house 
there would be more space to 
move about. 

Occasionally a family 
removed the stove too early. A 
belated cold spell made the 
home so uncomfortable they 





regretted their haste. 

The kitchen range was used 
daily, summer winter, for 
cooking and baking.. The heat 
in summer some days was 
almost unbearable. During 
the early fall and late spring 
months heat from the kitchen 
range was welcome. The 
family and friends used the 
kitchen as a family room. 

Throughout the coldest 
months, large homes required 
the heat from three stoves: 
the range in the kitchen, 
Round Oak or Warm Morning 
in the room, and a hard 
coal burner in the living room: 

The hard coal burner with 
its isinglass doors gave a 
cheery glow from the bright 
coals and an occasional flicker 
from the flames, providing 
pleasure to.the occupants of 
the home and passers-by. 

Hard coal was more ex- 
pensive, but was cleaner and 
easier to handle. A hard coal 
Stove gave a steadier heat and 
didn't have to be filled quite so 
often. Fuel had to be put in the 
other stoves more often. Both 
soft coal and coke were dirtier 
to handle. 


Maintaining comfortable 


homes in winter was not an 
easy task. Fuel had to be 
carried in from the wood pile 
or wood shed building — a 
building about the size of a one 
car garage — and ashes had to 
be carried out daily — an 
unpleasant job when the wind 
was brisk. 

Furnaces - hot, air, steam, 
or hot water were a big im- 
provement over heating 
stoves in spite of the huge 
quantities of wood or coal 
needed. 

Space heaters or furnaces 
burning oil or gas were still 


more convenient, \There was 
no fuel to carry or shovel and 
no ashes to empty. Being 
controlled by a thermostat, 
room temperatures could be 
maintained more uniformly 
with a minimum of work for 


the homemaker.

The spine is a remarkable organ. It is 
strong enough to support many hundreds 
of pounds.

Stumped again about what 
to give someone as a 
Christmas gift? Maybe the 
projects done by Ann Fox's 
high school art students can 
give you some ideas. 

The Crafts Class is w 
on Trapunto quilting 
sometimes known' as the 
Italian method. Designs are 
either drawn on or shapes cut 
from fabric, stitched around 
and then stuffed for a 3-D 
effect. Iron on tape closes the 
back. Uses for the technique 
are limited only by 
imagination. Some in the class 
are working on wall hangings 
and Christmas stockings. 

Stained glass ornaments 
and adornments were earlier 
projects this semester. Copper 
foil and. leading techniques 
were practiced. Window 
decorations and a stained 
glass framed mirror were 
some examples of the useful 
projects. 

The class also became 
acquainted with rug making 
‘Pillow tops or wall hangings 
approximately two foot 
square were made. Instead of 
latch hooking the rugs, the 
students learned to weave 
with large needles so they 
could economize on materials. 

Leather craft was another 
experiment this semester that 
proved to be successful.

Stamping and tooling 
techniques were used on 
leather strips to design belts. 

The design class learned the 
techniques of two dimentional 
string art, using nails and wire 
or thread to complete their 
original pictures.

Select Safe Toys 


By Kathy Brown 

A recent television com- 
mercial describes the problem 
some parents have at 
Christmas time — that is to 
find an indestructible toy to 
survive the weight of an 
elephant. 

Seriously though, parents 
and relatives who buy the toys 
are the people responsible for 
the child's safety. 

Jan Seitz, home economics 
assistant in the Family Living 
division of the Cooperative 
Extension gave some 
guidelines on how to select 
safe toys. She recently spoke 
at Tecumseh Public Library. 

“If parents are buying a toy 
which has small pieces for an 
older child, they should 
consider the safety of younger 
children in the family, unless 
the buyer plans to supervise 
the play,” 

"Examine how toys are 
constructed. Don't buy toys 
because they are cheap. А lot 
of times the price is a concern. 
. .but then cheaper toys 
usually don't hold up.’’ Seitz 
cautions to watch for sharp 
edges of metal or plastic. 
Plastic should be pliable, not 
sharp since broken pieces can 
be as dangerous as glass. 
Wood should be smooth. 

A good toy is one that en- 
courages the youngster to play 
creatively. ‘‘A toy that will do 
everything leaves little to the 
child’s creative imagination. 
Look for toys that stimulate a 
child to more active play and 
enables him to use his 
imagination." said Ms. Seitz. 

She suggested toys that 
require huge working sur- 
faces, houses or blocks that 
can be built, a doll which 
doesn't talk so the child learns 
to talk for the doll. 

"These are sometimes more 
appealing than a toy that does 
everything," she said. 

Toys should be a learning 
experience and help the child 
develop and exercise his or 
her physical (large and small 
muscles), mental, sensory, 
social (learning to share) and 
emotional (taking care of a 


doll etc.) faculties, said Seitz. 

How does anyone select a 
toy that is the "right age” for 
a child? 

"That's when you have Жо 
know your own child. Get to 
know his own ability and in- 
terests by observing him. Play 
with him sometime. Toy 
manufacturers give аде 
brackets as guides, but they 
don't know because each child 
is an individual." 

Another part of toy safety is 
making sure that the child 
uses the toy properly. Let 
child use it first, then show 
him another way or safer 
way. Before you buy, think of 
the other possible uses for the 
toy, creative or dangerous. 
"Think of the ramifications. 
People aren't aware of what a 
toy does,” Seitz added. 

Toy appliances should have 
warning labels about thermal 
and electrical hazards, she 
told. 

Finally, “People think the 
Eovernment should regulate 
toys. That's not entirely true. 
Parents should have more 
concern than the government. 
Parents buy the toys," Seitz 
concluded. 

The Child Protection and 
Toy Safety Act of 1969, the 
Federal Hazardous Substance 
Act and the Federal Drug 
Administration's Bureau of 
Product Safety regulate toys 
and other articles intended for 
children's use.

Marilyn Mason, chairman 
of the organ department at the 
University of Michigan, will 
play an organ recital at 4 p.m., 
Dec. 19, at St. Peter’s 
Episcopal Church in 
Tecumseh. 


The recital is in conjunction 
with the release of a record of 
her performance on the 
church’s von  Beckerath 
organ, recorded in that 
church.

She was the first American 
woman to play in Westminster 
Abbey, the first woman 
organist to play in Latin 
America and (һе first 
American organist to play in 
Egypt.

School Lunches 

By Thelma Younglove 
BRITTON The lunches 
grandmother and grandfather 
carried to school when they 
were. children. were quite 
different from, the school 
lunches of their grand- 
children. 

School lunches of long ago 
were carried in a round tin or 
enameled pail or a syrup pail 
having a lid that fitted quite 
snuggly. 

Waxed paper, plastic wrap, 
foil, or sandwich bags had not 
come into use. School 
cafeterias and hot lunch 
program were unheard. of. 
Mothers devised methods of 
packing lunches for their 
children. 

Nearly all children walked 
to and from school, many two 
miles each way. Most of them 
got up early and helped with 
chores or household duties. 
Because of rising early and 
exercise in the open air, 
especially on crisp cold days, 
hearty appetites had been 
developed, In fact, some were 
hungry even before time for 
school to start, in spite of 
paving eaten a filling break- 

st of hot oatmeal, pancakes, 
or fried potatoes with bacon 
and eggs. 

Some mothers made 
preparatiens for school lun- 
ches the evening before. 
Lunch pails were washed in 
hot soapy water, scalded with 
boiling water, and allowed to 
air. Then the pail was lined 
with a napkin, often a red and 
white or blue and white 
checkered cloth napkin made 
of the same таба! as the 
table cloths then in common 
use. 

The average school lunch 
consisted of a slice or two of 
uomemade bread spread with 
dairy butter and sometimes 
grape and crabapple jelly 
Some mothers sprinkled 
brown sugar on the buttered 
bread. Often there was a jar of 
home canned fruit - peaches, 
pears, cherries or berries. in 
addition there might be be a 


piece of cake (made from | 


Scratch), a piece of pie, a 
cookie, or a tart. How many 
remember those delicious 
gooseberry tarts? 

Some lunches included а 
hard-boiled egg with a small 
amount of salt and pepper 
wrapped in paper for 
seasoning the egg after the 
shell had been remoyed, and 
an apple from the home or- 
chard. These were the old- 
fashioned varieties—sweet 
apples, Northern Spy or Snow 
Apple. 

Lunches varied with the 
season. During the winter 
months after the butchering 
had been done, the lunch 
might contain a tender well- 
browned spare rib, or sand- 
wiches made from a pat of 
sausage, tenderloin, or a slice 
of ham. Sometime sandwiches 
were made from head cheese, 
or liver sausage. 

Since chicken was usually

served for Sunday dinner, 
Monday’s lunch often included 
a piece of fried chicken— 
drumstick, thigh, or 1 
Sometimes a jar of gelatin and 
a piece of nut cake from the 
previous day was in the pail. 

Not every child was four- 
tunate enough to have a good 
lunch. The children from one 
family never had anything 
other than bread and butter 
and applesauce. Another boy's 
lunch always consisted of 
bread spread with mustard. 

If some child had the 
misfortune to spill his lunch, 
other children  willingly 
Shared their lunch. 

Children were instructed not 
to waste any food. If they had 
more than they cared to eat at 
noon they ate it on the way 
home or took it home to feed 
the cat or dog. 

On nice days when the 
weather was warm, pupils and 
teacher selected a pleasant 
location out in the school yard, 
possibly under a shade tree, 
and sat on the ground in 
groups to eat their lunches. 
Those noon hours were en- 
joyable occasions.

Pull up a comfortable chair, please help your- 
self to a piping hot cup of tea, and join me in some 
wintery morning birdwatching. How busy and hun- 
gry the freeloaders are at this time of year. And, 
although I do not want to sound like a PollyAnna, 
we three Duncans are enjoying the snow and cold 


for our first Michigan 


winter in three years. 


Everything is so exciting. 


Last night a light sprinkling 
of snow ‘cleaned up’ the white 
blanket which fell several 
days ago, so the first order of 
business, after exclaiming 
haw absolutely beautiful, is to 
fill the bird feeders. 

The storm window having 
been left off one of the 
casement windows and a 
small dipper fastened to the 
end of a broomhandle makes 
this possible without ven- 
turing into the cold and snow. 

The window is simply 
cranked open, the snow 
pushed from both feeders, а 
dipper full of scratch feed and 
sunflower seeds poured on 
each tray and breakíast is 
served. 

Actually from tracks in the 
snow we know that the birds 
were up before we were 
Undoubtedly the cardinals, 
'"bluejays and juncos were too 
impatient to wait for the 
sleepy headed Duncans. 

These birds, or some of the 
other feathered free-loaders, 
have scratched through the 
fluffy white stuff and 
discovered a few tasty tidbits 
left from yesterday. 

Oops, here comes our first 
customer and, fittingly 
enough since this year we 
seem to be hosting the largest 
flock ever, it is another male 
junco. A female flies in and 
lands on the other foodtray. 
This causes trouble — juncos 
are not overly friendly little 
characters and this morning 
they would apparently as soon 
squabble as eat.

Although the sun is shining 
brightly, the temperature is 
low and all of the birds are 
fluffed up, looking about twice 
as big as they really are. 
Handsome Papa Cardinal is 
an example — he is on one of 
the small limbs of the nearby 
maple tree. He looks huge and 
the bright sunshine hitting his 
fat breast — well, it is a 
breath-taking sight. That he is 
sitting on a snow-covered limb 
only adds to the beauty. 

A lovely female cardinal has 
just hopped from the yews to 
the feeding tray but her 
dreams of a quiet breakfast 
will not materalize. The male 
redbird will see to that and 
sure enough, he just swooped 
down. As he lit on the food- 
tray she left. 

Bluejays and mourning 
doves are now beginning to 
congregate. The doves look as 
big as footballs and the 
bluejays are flighty. The 
smaller birds scurry away as 
both a dove and a jay come to 
check what is being offered for 
this morning's breakfast. 

Unfortunately they both try 
the same tray and with a 
menacing lift of the wings the 
dove drives the bluejay away. 
Not far though, he will be 
back as soon as the coast is 
clear. 

In the meantime two little 
bundles of black, gray and 
white feathers are flying from 
limb to limb and gradually 
working this v'ay. A pair of 
Chick-a-dees. 

And on the trunk of the 
creekbank mulberry tree I see 
a white-breasted nuthatch 
hanging upside down. These 
small birds will sneak in and 
grab sunflower seeds 
whenever they can. 
Sometimes challenging the 
larger birds seems almost as 
much fun as eating. 

Who is this? A sparrow-size 
bird with a brick-red hat on 
the top of his head and a soft 
gray breast with a single 
Stick-pin marking. A tree 
sparrow. 

Do you see why I say that we 
three Duncans are enjoying 
this December? Busy and fun 

is the only way to describe 
these wintery and snowy 
mornings

Symbolizes Waiting for Christ 


The early mailing dates 
have passed. The decorations 
have been put in plaée. Only 
eight shopping days left. 
Everybody's waiting for 
Christmas. 

The Christian Church. is 
experiencing a different kind 
of waiting. This is the season 
of Advent, a time of joyful 
anticipation when Christians 
concentrate on the three fold 
coming of Christ, his birthday 
in Bethlehem, his presence in 
the word and sacraments and 
his second coming. 

The Bible has many 
examples of the “Waiting” 
theme, from the Prophets who 
waited for the Messiah in the 
Old'Testament to the Apostles 
who waited for the Holy Spirit 
in the New Testament. 

Christians are different 
kinds of waiters. They “wait 
on” people rather than on 
things. Patience, trust and 
perservance are required to 
accomplish this. During the 
four weeks of Advent season, 
Christians try to become 
better “waiters”. Preparation 
is emphasized through good 
works, prayer and penance. 

Several Tecumseh churches 
use the Advent Wreath as a 
visual aid for this time of 
waiting. 

The evergreen wreath is a 
symbol of hope, and the un- 
dending love of God. Four 
purple candles for. patience 
and penance, represent the 
four weeks of Advent. They 
are lighted successively each 
week to remind of the growing 
light of salvation and the 
darkness without God. The 
third candle may be pink to 
symbolize the joy for the 
approaching end of the wait in 
darkness. On Christmas Eve, 
a white central candle is 
lighted to symbolize Christ. 

The tradition of the 
Lutheran churches explains 
that each candle has a name. 
The first is the Prophet candle 
reminding Christians of the 
call. to repent and to wait for 
the coming of the Messiah. 
The second candle is the 
Bethlehem candle, symbolic 
of the preparation for the 
Christ child. The third candle 
is the Shepherds candle and is 
lighted to typify the act of 
sharing Christ, as the 
shepherds shared the news of 
his birth. The fourth candle or 
Angels candle is symbolic of 
the final coming and the 
judgement. 

Most of the Tecumseh 
churches using the wreath 
incorporate the lighting of the 
candle in the beginning of 
their worship services. Ap- 
propriate explanations or 
prayers are read. 

The Advent Wreath may 
also be used in family 
devotions with each taking 
turns lighting the candles and 
reading the Scriptures. 

The Advent Wreath had 
pagan origins and it was later 
adopted by the Christian 
Church. During the shortest 
days of the year, Scan- 
dinavians lighted candles on a 
wheel and prayed the god of 
light would turn the wheel of 
the earth's orbit to the sun

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again and lengthen the days. 

Advent represents the 
world's darkness and Christ's 
birth when the light begins. 
The gropings of earlier 
peoples in darkness were 
‘filled by the Son of God. The 
symbolic practice of the 
Advent Wreath was adopted 
by Christians and spread to 
Central and Western E à 

The first Christians who 
were accustomed to а 
celebration at that time of 
year, chose Dec. 25, the bir- 
thday party of the sun, earth's 
best friend, as the time to 
celebrate Jesus's birthday 
anniversary because he was 
the light of the world, just as 
the sun. 

The First Baptist Church 
has an Advent Wreath with 
candles representing all the 
days of Advent. Each week а 
family, representative of the 
congregation, is asked to light 
the candles during the service. 
А commentary is given. 

At the Methodist Church, a 
tall white Advent candle,

decorated with symbols, 
stands in a wreath in the 
middle of the altar. It is 
lighted every Sunday during 
the service and an appropriate 
reading is given. 

The Advent Wreath at St. 
Elizabeth's Church hangs to 
the right of the altar so that all 
may see it. It is lighted by the 
priest at all Masses as part of 
the entrance prayers. 

The wreath at St. Peter's 
Episcopal Church is lighted 
before the congregation 
arrives. Families are en- 
couraged to use the Advent 
Wreath during family 
devotions. 

Grace Evangelical and 
Gloria Dei Lutheran Churches 
have the wreaths іп the 
sanctuary as a decoration. 
Candles are lighted every 
Sunday with appropriate 
explanation. 

At the Presbyterian Church, 
the Advent Wreath is utilized 
by the Sunday Classes and 
during the worship service.

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Sewer Plan 
for Township 


Is Received 


A preliminary plan for a sanitary sewer system 
in Tecumseh Township has been received by the 
board. The plan is part of a governmental pro- 
ject for areas, such as subdivisions and groups of 
houses also in Raisin and Ridgeway Townships, 
which rely on septic tank systems instead of cen- 
tral wastewater plants. 

Although the project is far from the cons- 
truction stage — and may never be realized 
for many years — a public meeting for Te- 
cumseh Township residents has been sche- 
duled on Jan. 18 at 8 p.m. at the Grange Hall 
on Burt St. 

Those attending the meeting will be informed 
of the preliminary plan from James Stuart, rep- 
resentative of McNamee, Porter and Seeley, 
engineering firm from Ann Arbor. 

Only the built-up or more uensely populated 
areas of the township are eligible for the govern- 
ment grants and sanitary sewers, which would 
eventually lead to the City of Tecumseh waste- 
water plant. 

Areas declared eligible include Tonneberger 
Subdivision, Loveless-Kaiser Rd. section, Dilling- 
ham Dr. and Wildwood Circle. 

Those areas not eligible are Pleasant Dr., includ- 
ing Brookmeade Estates, Dillingham Woods, 
Hawthorne Hills, Burt St. and Grange Hall Rd. 

Plans also calls for extending city sewers west- 
ward approximately one mile along Russell Rd. 
and M-50. 

The system would be comprised of almost 53,200 
lineal feet of mostly eight-inch sewer, plus.man- 
holes; pavement replacement and six-inch house 
leads. Total project cost, including areas not 
eligible, is $2,374,800. 

Federal and state grants are authorized for 
subdivisions or areas that were 67 percent deve- 
loped as of Oct. 18, 1972, date when the law passed. 
This means that anyone who built a new house 
and occupied it after Oct. 18, 1972, or anyone who 
bought a new house in a subdivision legally platted 
after that date, will not be able to obtain govern- 
ment aid. 

The federal government has approved funds for 
75 percent of the cost; state government, five 
percent, and the balance of 20 percent to the town- 
ship and local taxes. Because of the township’s 
valuation, the 20 percent would be quite a burden. 

Breakdown of project cost for eligible areas 
is: federal share, $1,226,475; state’s share, 
$81,765, and the township, $1,066,460. Township 
must pay 100 percent of the cost for house 
leads. 

Estimated cost for areas not eligible, including 
house leads, is $739,400. 

Additional information on the plan will be re- 
leased at the Jan. 18th meeting, Al Merz, town- 
ship clerk, explains. 

Raisin and Ridgeway Townships expect to re- 
ceive their preliminary plans for a sanitary sewer 
system in January.

Approximately two years ago, according to 
officials, Guardian Development filed bankruptcy 
and did not complete its obligations — street 
improvements — in the northern half of the sub- 
division.

About 90 lots, now owned by Citizens Mortgage 
of Southfield, are involved, and the area comprises 
a major housing development for the city. 

According to city officials, one of the officers 
of Guardian Development, Dean Cunningham, 
signed the bonding contract with the Wisconsin 
company. Forsthoefel has provided legal services 
for Cunningham, a fact that could be later con- 
strued in court as a conflict of interest. 

Correspondence with the bonding company have 
proved fruitless, and some officials now consider

The series begins as one 
enters the sanctuary with

Annunciation and Birth of 
Christ, and is complete with 
window :number eight the 
Resurrection апа window 
number nine, a colored 
stained glass window above 
the front entrance. 

Though the portraits are 
contemporary the designs 
reflect the elegance and 
majesty of their subjects. 

No one really knows just 
when and where stained glass 
was first used: Colored glass 
beads were worn by the an- 
cient Egyptians and glass 
blowing was known to the 
Roman Empire. The 
cathedral window was Gothic 
in origin, though examples of 
stained glass that possibly 
date from the eighth century, 
were found in France. 

Stories of the Bible and the 
saints were first conceived in 
the 12th century. Five larger- 
than-life-sized figures, The 
Prophets, in windows of the 
Cathedral of Augsburg, 
Germany, are believed to be 
the oldest stained glass 
windows still to be seen in 
their original setting. 

One of the greatest existing 
in the 
Cathedral of Chartres, 
France, depicts scenes from 
the Old and New Testaments, 
the Virgin апа Christ, 
Apostles and Saints. These 
date from 1200-1240.

Until end of the Middle 
Ages sfained glass windows, 
monumental and religious 
were so costly that the only 
buildings deemed worthy to 
receive them as gifts were 
houses of God. Stained glass 
became secular with the in- 
creasing affluence of the 
growing middle class. 

The late 1800’s brought 
about new and original 
designs and color schemes. 
Artists Charles J. Connick and 
Wilbur Herbert Burnham 
became well known for their 
beautiful windows designed 
for the Catedrals of St. John 
the Divine and St. Patrick in 
New York City; Grace 
Cathedral in San Francisco 
and other churches in the 
United States. In. France, 
Henri Matisse, Georges 
Rouault ‘and Fernand Leger 
designed windows for chur- 
ches in Assy and other areas. 

Rebuilding of the churches 
damaged during World War 
П, in. Germany and England, 
resulted in new glass windows 
in contemporary designs.

and unheated. Almost all 
children walked to and from 
school. (school buses were 
unknown). All forms of 
transportation during the 
winter months required warm 
outfits. 

Thermal underwear, such 
as we know today. was un- 
heard of. Men, women, and 
children wore long un- 
derwear. Some underwear 
were all wool. Men and boys 
wore overalls (sometimes two 
pair - one over the other), 
work shirts with long sleeves, 
heavy woolen socks, and 
sturdy work shoes. 

Many men wore felt boots 
with galoshes to keep their 
feet warm and dry. For or- 
dinary outside work they wore 
a sweater, lined jacket, warm 
cap and gloves. For traveling, 
most men wore a long fur coat 
(made of horse hide or cow 
hide), mittens to match, and a 
fur cap that pulled down over 
their ears. 

Boys’ dress suits had knee 
pants and a POPE у 
With these wore iong 
stockings, and either brown or 
black shoes, never oxfords or 
low shoes as are worn now. 

Girls and women wore long 
stockings, usually black. 
Some were all wool; others 
were part wool and part 
cotton. Their high top shoes 
either laced or were buttoned. 
Women’s dresses were long 
and full skirted. Petticoats 
likewise were long and full. 
Most of them, at least for 
winter, were made -of outing 
flannel or sateen. Over their 
dresses women and girls wore 
large aprons—sometimes 
called Mother Hubbards. 

Women's coats were usually 
dress length. For dress, 
women wore hats, some or- 
nate-trimmed with ribbons 
and feathers. To supply the 
demand, millinery stores did a 
thriving business. 

To keep hands warm during 
cold weather many women 
and girls had muffs. Muffs 
varied in size but were large 
enough to protect both hands. 
They were made of various 
types of fur, padded, and lined 
with either silk or satin. Being 
able to cover the lower part of 
ones face and bury your nose 
in the soft fur was a protection 
while walking in a sting snow 
storm or biting wind. 

Youngsters often wore 
leggings that reached almost 
to their knees and buttoned 
from the foot to the top. 
Leggings were to keep the 
wearer warm and dry while 
trudging through snow. (Snow 
blowers and snow removal 
equipment has only been in 
use recently.) 

Dressing to be out doors in 
cold weather was a time 
consuming ordeal. How for- 
tunate this generation is to 
have more comfortable, light 
weight clothing. We have 
better heating systems, in- 
sulated homes, and heated, 
enclosed transportation that: 
speed us to our destinntion.' 
We have much to be grateful 
for.

In the past few years, The 
Tecumseh Herald has in- 
terviewed senior citizens and 
kindergarteners for their 
reflections on Christmas past 
and present. This year in a 
search to present Christmas 
memories in a unique way, the 
staff decided to examine the 
nostalgia of the 1950’s. 

The topic was not selected 
by coincidence. Seven mem- 
bers of The Tecumseh Herald 
staff, early to mid-twenties, 
celebrated their childhood 
Christmases in the now called 
"Happy Days.” Since 
Christmas is a time to share, 
we share our memories with 
you. 

Our generation was part of 
the baby boom after the 
second world war. Suddenly 
Christmas became a 
children’s holiday. Ours was 
probably the first generation 
in American history to have 
our Christmas memories 
recorded by camera and 
movie film. 

Children in the home again 
meant mothers and grand- 
mothers had someone to bake 
for and fuss over. Because 
father was the wage earner 
and mother stayed at home, 
the children became the 
center of her life. 

With modern appliances, 
children could be children and 
were not needed to do manual 
chores. This extra leisure time 
was filled by toys to play with 
and television to watch. 

If ойе likes to admit it or not, 
our generation was spoiled 
compared to our parents. We 
were indulged by proud and 
loving parents and grand- 
parents who could now afford 
to give us things they never 
had, 

After 
arrived, 


our generation 
the toy industry 


flourished and 
every Christmas. T Tradiion 
was upheld — there were dolls 
for Sister Sue and toy soldiers 
for brother Jimmy. But 
everything was a bit more 
realistic with each successive 
year. Dolls like Betsy тезу 
and Tiny Tears were 
named and were crea so 
girls could raise a family “just 
like mommy." The toy 
soldiers that boys played with 
were now called “army men” 
and were painted in the image 
of World War soldiers. 

Television became а 
popular entertainment 
medium for children. Because 
they spent many playtime 
hours with us, television 
personalities became “our 
playmates,” and we wanted to 
“play vs d with them. This 
was reflected by the 
popularity of cowboy toys and 
costumes. 

(Unlike today's generation 
which has mostly cartoon 


characters, our TV favorites x 
were portrayed by real actors. 


Captain Kangaroo, The Lone 
Ranger, Buffalo Bob, 
Sagebrush Shorty, Sky King 
and Penny, Zorro, the Cisco 
Kid, Roy Rogers and Dale 
Evans were popular heros and 
heroines.) 

Mothers and dads played 
Santa Claus by eating the 
cookies and milk we carefully 
prepared and by decorating 
the living room with the 
presents. Christmas stockings 
were filled with an assortment 
of toys and candy — more than 


"just one orange or nuts that 


our parents had received as 
children. 

Christmas pageants at 
church and school became 
increasingly popular family 
@nctions as families grew 
larger. 

Family gatherings lasted all 
day at  grandmother's.

Record employe payrolls, combined with local 
purchases of goods and services from area 
suppliers, helped General Motors achieve an ecò- 
nomic impact of more than $19.5 million in the 
Tecumseh area, W.J. Polk, Fisher Body plant 
manager, announced in a yéar-end report. 


He estimated GM's local payroll in 1976 at

As a result of GM's continuing automobile

Motors 1977 capital expenditures for facilities and

during the weeks and months 
on the trail.

With me, it was 
the people - their warm 
receptions and helpfulness in 
every encampment. 

The wagon train served as 
the cohesive threat for the 
communities, reaching out to 
all the people of a Nation - and 
their response was heart 
warming. I hope the event will 
be remembered аз the 
peoples’ celebration of the 
Nation’s 200th birthday. 

It’s right to give recognition 
to the horses that made. the 
journey. There were many 
good ones in the trains. To 
cover 1,200 miles with my 
young mare was a real per- 
sonal satisfaction to me. She is 
what the oldtimers would 
term “a most honest hoss”. 

Ive heard talk about 
reunions next summer. No 
doubt the Pilgrimage will be 
relived once again. Probably 
wouldn’t recognize anyone 
without their beards. 

I hope you have been en- 
joying good health and 
pleasant days.
